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President's Message 


“Bless the Lord, O my soul: and all that is within me, bless His holy name.”

Today our hearts are filled with humble 
gratitude to Him who through Jesus Christ has called us into His marvelous 
light and the glories of His Kingdom. 

This year should become a year of reconsecration and rededication, even in 
the midst of war, hardships and difficulties, to press on toward the mark of the 
high calling in Christ Jesus our Lord. 

These times need the Gospel of Jesus Christ. As humble servants in His King- 
dom we should seek more and more to present Him to the people. It is alone 
through Him and by Him that we have the assurance of the forgiveness of sin. 
Men need, as in days gone by, that same forgiveness, that same pardon and that 
same grace. This is fundamental. The Church must ever preach and ever teach 
the forgiveness of sin through the atoning blood of Jesus Christ. This has been 
the strength of our Church. It must be so in the years that lie ahead. The great 
evil that rests upon humanity is sin. He alone can take away sin. He alone 
can give the power to overcome sin in our individual lives. Not through merits, 
not through attainments by us, is it possible. It is alone God that forgives sin 
through the power of His grace, declared in His Word, by the Holy Spirit of 
God. Realizing that it is alone the love of Christ that constrains us to good 
works, we on this day give thanks, praise and adoration to God for that which 
is of value and worth in the accomplishments. “Not unto us, not unto us, but 
unto Thy name be the glory!” 


TWENTY-FIFTH ANNIVERSARY 


This year’s convention marks the twenty-fifth anniversary of the union of 
the Hauges Synod, the Norwegian Synod and the United Church into the 
Norwegian Lutheran Church of America. As the uniting bodies marched into 
the St. Paul Auditorium, veterans of the Civil War carried the flags of the Union. 
Our country had declared war that same spring on Germany and Austria 
Hungary. Men were enlisting in the service of their country and by fall young 
men by the tens of thousands were entering the different army camps for 
training. Plans were made by the churches for the Christian sevice in camps, 
both in this country and overseas. It seemed that this was to be a decisive 
struggle, to find a way to peace among the nations of the earth. 

Now, twenty-five years later, during this anniversary year, our country is 
engaged in the greatest struggle that possibly the world has ever known. 
The war of today eclipses in its seriousness and its extent that which was con- 
sidered to be the great war of 1917 and 1918. It calls for a united effort of 
sacrifice of lives, money, comfort, and many of the things that we have taken for 
granted in our daily life and in our work. 

We pause in the midst of the din of battle and turmoil of strife to lift our 
hearts and thoughts to our God and Father in Jesus Christ for His goodness 
and grace to our church during these twenty-five years. Undoubtedly, there were 
many sad hearts at saying farewell to that particular church body to which they 
had belonged and learned to serve and to love. Questions arose as to the 
possibility of a successful union of three groups that had labored side by side, 
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often in competitive endeavor. Today, looking back over twenty-five years, we 
give God the glory for hearts that have been united and for the gift to see eye 
to eye in the great task of bringing Christ as the Savior of all men to our 
people. There have been mistakes and errors and things which might have been 
done differently. Where we have sinned against each other in thought, word 
or deed, we today ask each other for forgiveness, as we ask our Heavenly Father 
to forgive us for our sins and shortcomings that have hindered His work and the 
advance of Christ's Kingdom among men. 

On the other hand, a generation of younger people, whose thoughts and hearts 
know no other church home than the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, 
has come to the front. It is their church in a superlative sense and they some- 
times wonder why it was necessary for us ever to have been divided. The in- 
creased interest in all the activities and endeavors of our common tasks is evidence 
of this growing loyalty and allegiance to a united church among us. The advance 
of Foreign and Home Mission work has grown and increased from year to year. 
the interest in higher Christian Education is marked by growing numbers of 
students at our church schools and better and increased facilities for the work. 
The church has met the new problems arising in Charity and Christian social 
welfare, in her own field as well as in cooperation with other Lutheran bodies, 
in a way that only a united church would have been able to satisfy. Finally, at 
the last General Convention the church set its approval on an orderly and 
definite system of Pensions for the aged and retiring servants of the church. 

These are some of the fruits that can be gleaned through the reading of the 
Annual Reports and documents of our church. There is, however, that which is 
more important, more significant, and which alone is recorded in the books of 
our Lord and Master, and that is the bringing of numbers of young and old, by 
the means of grace and the activity of the Holy Spirit, into the Kingdom of 
Christ. We cannot evaluate and we cannot number those who have learned, 
through the work of the Norwegian Lutheran Church, by the grace of God, 
to know their Lord as their personal Savior, but we sense the earnest and 
serious interest both by congregations and pastors to seek and to save that 
which is lost—"to go out in the highways and byways and urge them to come 
in, that His house may be filled.” 

Through our Faith in Action program and Centennial Appeal, as well as the 
regular work of the congregations, 41,953 souls have been added to the member- 
ship of the church during the biennium. True, we do not know that every one 
of these is a sincere seeker after the Lord, but we do know that it is alone by 
hearing that faith comes and that as they enter our churches they will hear the 
message of sin and grace, law and gospel, and even those who to begin with may 
have been indifferent will have their hearts kindled by the Holy Spirit and learn 
to know Him. 

Through these twenty-five years the Norwegian Lutheran Church has raised 
and expended for the cause of Foreign Missions $6,855,543.56. Added to this the 
sum of $357,332.00 received from Legacies, the amount reaches the sum of 
$7,212,875.56. For Home Missions the sum of $5,637,659.88 has been expended, 
which together with special gifts and legacies in the amount of $255,033, brings 
the total to $5,892,692.88. For Christian Education the sum of $5, 523, 166.51 
has been expended. For the special ingatherings for endowment funds and 
legacies the sum of $1,407,435.00, making a total for Christian Education of $6,- 
930,601.51. 

There is probably no other church body in the United States that has any- 
where near the record by direct contributions from the churches of supporting 
their educational system as has the Norwegian Lutheran Church. 

For the different activities in Christian charity the amount totals $3,757,672.40, 
to which the sum of $712,066.00 for legacies and gifts must be added, reaching 
the sum of $4,469,738.40. 

When the Pension gifts from year to year, which are summed up in the 
following sum, $655,886.45, are placed in this same survey, the total amount col- 
lected and expended during twenty-five years reaches the sum in cash of 
$25,161,794.80. 

In addition to the above regular items, many sums, large and small, have 
been given for other activities in which the people of our church have been 
interested. Attention is called to one item. The amount raised for Orphaned 
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Foreign Missions since that call was brought to us amounts to $73,290.46. 
Substantial gifts have come directly through the channels of the church to 
Jewish Missions, to the Santal Mission, to Lutheran Welfare Societies and 
other intersynodical activities. In addition to the above funds which have been 
given and distributed through our common effort, a great number of con- 
gregations have advanced the work in their local communities. The practical and 
well equipped church buildings as well as a number of parish houses and par- 
sonages erected during these twenty-five years are so many that time cannot 
be taken to enumerate them. 

In a material way God has blessed the Norwegian Lutheran Church when 
it is considered that through His grace and generosity to our people the church, 
as such has wiped out its indebtedness and is receiving a great thank-offering 
from our people. 

On the other hand, we think of the sermons that have been preached through- 
out these twenty-five years in our churches and congregations. We think of the 
testimony that has been given by pastors as well as laymen; the little children 
brought to Him through baptism; the tens of thousands of children in Sunday 
schools, led and instructed by willing teachers, culminating in confirmation 
instruction and confirmation in our churches; the many who have communed at 
the altars of the church; the marriages that have been blessed; the comfort that 
has been brought to the sick and the dying; and the visitations in homes, whether 
in this land or on the foreign mission fields. The figures assume such proportions 
that we can only say, “It is the Lord’s doing and it is marvelous in our eyes.” 

In our own work we see a little segment of the church as a whole. We see 
the task day by day, which does not seem very great, and yet as the years roll 
by and as church touches church, from Canada to the Gulf, from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific, and leaps across the oceans to China, Madagascar and South 
Africa, it becomes truly great. We can only thank God for the gift of His grace 
and His Spirit. We cannot glory and give ourselves the honor. Whatever has 
been accumplished of lasting worth and that has brought His grace and His love 
into the lives of the many is through His Son Jesus Christ. We can alone pray 
that He may forgive us our sins and transgressions by which we so often have 
hindered His work and His will. As we advance into the next twenty-five years 
may this convention be a rededication and a reconsecration to follow Him, to 
serve Him and to keep steadfastly the faith delivered to us from our founding 
fathers. 

We remember in gratitude and thanks to God the men who are no longer 
with us, but who guided and directed the formation of our present church body. 
They rest from their labors but their works follow after them. We bless their 
memory and give God the thanks for the contribution made by their lives. 


OUR COUNTRY 


When we met in 1940 the present war had begun in Europe. It seemed that 
there might be a possibility that our country would be spared. Efforts were put 
forth to make this possible. Little by little the ominous storm drew nearer to 
our own shores and on the 8th of December, 1941, the issue was clear that our 
country was facing the great question of a life and death struggle as the Con- 
gress of the United States solemnly declared war on Japan, after its attack on 
our flag and our country. From that day on events have moved swiftly. Germany 
and Italy have joined with Japan in declaring war on the United States. The 
challenge has been accepted by our Government on behalf of its people: Today 
there is a united people and a united nation, asking only, as well as hoping and 
praying, that it may be brought to a successful issue so that peace, justice and 
righteousness may prevail upon the earth. The price that will be paid for this 
ultimate victory will entail suffering and sacrifice that we have not as yet begun 
to understand or know. It calls upon every citizen—and member of our church 
who are citizens of a common country and under a common flag,—to give of 
his means, of his time and that which is a greater contribution than any of 
these, to willingly give his life in the service and defense of our land at this time. 
To the churches comes the call of God for sincere penitence and confession of 
_ sin and transgression, asking forgiveness for our sins of omission and commission. 
At the same time it is a call to prayer, that He will so guide and direct those 
who are set to govern and rule us and direct the citizens of the Republic that 
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there may be a united and earnest endeavor that through the force of our arms 
justice and righteousness will prevail, and that through the trials we pass we 
may more and more become a people who know our God, seeking! to know His 
will, obediently and humbly beseeching Him to give us that strength of char- ~ 
acter which is needed in a time of crisis. 


Our Country is not seeking more living room. God has given us the 
resources and the land that we need and more besides. From the very beginnings 
of our nation to the present day He has blessed us in material gifts, far more 
than we have understood to thank Him for and even to use as might have been 
to the best interest of all. There is the earnest and sober wish in the hearts of 
the citizenry of this country that through the issues of this war there may under 
God be living room for all the nations and races of the world that have the right 
to exist and the right to live. 


To the many homes in the church from which young men are going out into 
the battle lines of the Republic we extend the humble and sincere greeting of 
our church. We pray for those who are left behind, that God will give them the 
strength and the comfort to make this contribution to the cause of our country, 
and to look to Him to care in His way for those who have gone out as well as 
for those that stay at home. The call for generous and wholehearted support 
in all the activities to which our government calls us to cooperate should be 
carried out by us as loyal and faithful subjects, whether it be contributions to 
relief organizations or financial support. 


In addition to the men who are entering the service of their country, a large 
number of young women are going into the service as nurses. We know they 
are needed and their ministration in the hospitals and at the sick beds of our 
men will be a comfort also for the fathers and mothers at home. It will bring 
that inspiration and encouragement needed in the time of suffering and illness 
that this great struggle will entail. 


We wish especially at this time to remember the many pastors who have left 
their families and their churches to minister to the armed forces of our country. 
There is a constant increase in the number of men who are entering the chaplain- 
cy at this time. We thank God for these men who break the Bread of Life and 
give both spiritual and moral strength by the means of grace primarily, as well 
as their personal help and presence to the morale, strength and character of the 
men who are facing the serious task to which they are called.

In addition to these there are 210 chaplains from the other Lutheran bodies 
in America at present. This number will be increased from time to time as men 
offer their services and the number of enlisted men increases 

In addition to the chaplaincy service, the National Lutheran Council organized 
a service for the men in the ranks in centers where camps are located. The 
chaplains care for their spiritual and moral welfare within the military reserva- 
tions, but in their leisure time, assistance, help and encouragement are needed in 
addition to the above. The Lutheran Church has received the commendation of 
many high officers on the fine way in which she immediately entered into this 
service. Camp centers and buildings have been secured to care for the needs 
of the men, Properly qualified pastors and laymen have been placed in charge 
of these centers. Hundreds of thousands of prayer books have been distributed 
to the men in the service by the churches cooperating in the National Lutheran 
Council. Dr. N. M. Ylvisaker was selected as the Director of this service and 
through his long experience and contact with this type of work has been 
able to organize an efficient and comprehensive organization. The office of the 
director is located in Minneapolis with office space furnished through the generos- 
ity of the Lutheran Brotherhood. 

In some of the church bodies campaigns have been conducted to raise the 
funds needed for their share in this task. We had a large enough balance in our 
church from the last world war service efforts to carry our part during the last 
year and also this year. However, in the years that lie ahead it will be necessary 
to raise funds as the number of men in the service will be increased greatly. 

To pastors and congregations there is the constant request that they keep 
in touch with the men that have gone out from their own communities. Noth- 
ing can take the place of letters from the pastor and folks at home. 


ORPHANED MISSIONS 


The last biennium our church collected the sum of $73,290.46 for the orphaned 
missions. This program began two years ago when the war cut off Lutheran mis- 
sions, the world over, from their homelands. As the war years continue the need 
becomes more and more pressing and this year there is a call to give generously 
and willingly to our brethren across the seas that the Light of the Gospel shall 
not be blacked out in the territories where conquests have been made for our 
Lord and Savior. The cause of orphaned missions received a great help when the 
Royal Norwegian Government in London appropriated £50,000 in 1941 to care 
in part for the Norwegian missions in the world. But this sum alone was not 
enough and there is a question whether King Haakon’s Government can con- 
tinue each year to give grant in aid to the foreign mission workers of Norway 
when the pressing war needs for Norway are increasing constantly. May there 
be a generous and large response in all our churches and among all our mem- 
bers throughout this year for this worthy cause. 

The Norwegian Government has again shown its understanding of this great 
need, that while even engaged in this great war effort, they set aside £30,000 
for the year 1942 for this purpose. 


THE CENTENNIAL PROGRAM 
Next year is the year set for the Centennial celebration of our church. This 
date was selected because in 1843 the first pastors working among Norwegian 
groups were ordained. There was undoubtedly religious work begun earlier but 
this date was acceptable because it gave a definite historical fact as a beginning. 
On January 1, 1944, it will be one hundred years since Missionary H. P. S. 
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Schreuder from Norway entered South Africa as a missionary of the Norwegian 
people. His ordination took place in 1843. It was my hope that representatives 
of the Norwegian Missionary Societies could have been invited to the Centen- 
nial celebration to take part also in this significant event as today the Schreuder 
Mission belongs to the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America,—the very be- 
ginning of all Norwegian Foreign Missions. 

Throughout our churches the work of the ingathering of a thank and jubilee 
offering has been going on. Dr. Bergsaker and his assistants have met with fine 
and generous response. The plan is definitely to conclude this offering and its 
gifts in 1943. It is sincerely hoped that by that time every pledge will be given 
and the payments on all pledges so designated will be completed. Our church 
was looking forward with joyous anticipation to the celebration of this festival 
event. It was hoped that representatives of the Lutheran motherlands could be 
present with us at that time as well as representatives from the Lutheran groups 
in this country. But the entry of the United States into the war has changed 
this picture. We decided last year that a jubilee convention should be held in 
1943. It scarcely seems fitting at this time, when our country is engaged in a life 
and death struggle and tens of thousands of young men are going out from our 
congregations and homes, to plan to carry out a great festival celebration. It is 
recommended that the action for such a convention in 1943 be rescinded and that 
it be placed in the hands of the convention committee to decide whether a con- 
vention shall be called in case there should be a changed condition by 1943. Ii 
seems more fitting to postpone the festival celebration, even if it shall come some 
time later, to a time when peace again has come to this distracted world of ours 
and that with our own anniversary celebration can be joined a thankfulness 
to God for again bringing peace to the earth. 


On the other hand, as all the District Conventions are held in 1943, it is 
entirely fitting and proper that time should be set aside and programs arranged 
for a memorial of this event in their meetings, but that the general mass con- 
vention be deferred until such time as conditions both as to transportation and 
other situations will have cleared up. It is not lightly that this is recommended 
but after consultations with many, both pastors and members, there is little feel- 
ing at this time for a jubilee festival. May the seriousness of this situation bring 
to us the constant need of intercessory prayer, both in private and in public, for 
our country, for our church, and not the least for the young men who have gone 
out from our midst to defend their country. 


FAITH IN ACTION 


The program carried out by the Faith in Action movement has met with 
approval and response from many quarters. It has been a help in many congrega- 
tions and appreciated by the pastors. As was said at the beginning, the Faith 
in Action program is after all the continuous task and responsibility of the con- 
gregation. This particular phase of it during these Centennial years is but to 
emphasize the importance and the need of it. It is not intended to supersede the 
work in the congregations but to give an added impetus and inspiration as well 
as assistance in planning and continuing the work. To Dr. J. C. K. Preus and 
the men who have given counsel and help the church extends hearty thanks and 
appreciation. 


CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


The Board of Education presents the biennial report of the work and the 
program of the schools. During the past year and up to the time of the entry 
of the United States into the war our schools enjoyed increased attendance and 
new interest. The problems that now face our church colleges, in common with 
all the colleges and universities of the country, call for the most serious and 
careful consideration on the part of those who are charged with their care. Great 
numbers of young men will be reaching military age while they are still in col- 
lege. Many younger men as well as probably women will become interested in 
defense work at home and the question of attendance and morale at our colleges 
requires attention and cooperation. The Secretary of the Board of Education 
will give more extended details about the situation that now faces our colleges. 

Concordia College is celebrating this year the fiftieth anniversary of its

founding. It has performed a definite service for our church and its people in the 
Northwest. It has made possible a college Christian training for great numbers 
of young people who probably otherwise would not have had this contact. We 
extend to Concordia College and its supporters our heartiest congratulations and 
thank God for its fifty years of faithful service to the advancement of the cause 
of Christian education among the youth of our churches. The college is at 
present engaged in a campaign for a jubilee gift and is calling upon the people 
in its territory to support the cause for which the college stands. 

St. Olaf College has completed its project of a library building, which has 
been sorely needed for a long time. Through the generous gifts of alumni and 
former students as well as some larger and generous gifts from individuals, this 
has been made possible. The building is now ready for use and we know that the 
students and faculty will appreciate the possibilities that this new equipment 
will give to the college. 

It is a matter of sincere regret and deep sorrow that Dr. L. W. Boe, President 
of the College, has been ordered by his physicians to take a complete rest for six 
months to overcome a bad condition of arthritis. His unselfish devotion, not only 
to St. Olaf College but to the church as a whole, has brought him heavier tasks 
and demands than ordinarily should be expected. We extend Dr, Boe sincere 
sympathy at this time and pray that God will grant him renewed health and 
strength for many years of service in our midst. Prof. J. Jorgen Thompson, 
Dean of the College, has been selected as acting president during the interim. 

Luther College has been engaged in securing funds for a ladies’ dormitory. 
A number of friends among the alumni and former students have made generous 
gifts to this fund. It is the hope of the college that this fund can be completed 
and as soon as there is a possibility for the erection of a building that it can be 
carried out. 

Augustana College, located in the largest city of any of our colleges, has 
its problems both as to expansion and attendance. There has been a regular in- 
crease in the support and interest in the college from year to year. As this 
interest and support, as well as attendance increases, it creates new problems for 
the care and the carrying out of the work. The college authorities are concerned 
about the possibilities of added building and equipment to carry on the work 
creditably. 

Pacific Lutheran College celebrates this year its fiftieth jubilee anniversary. 
As a fitting part of this jubilee the college is engaged in a canvass for funds 
adequate to take care of the most pressing needs of the institution. It is in the 
nature of a jubilee gift to the college and the congregations of the Pacific District 
are being canvassed to make this possible. The work at Pacific Lutheran College 
has advanced steadily until at present a four year course is offered in the Col- 
lege of Education and three years in the Liberal Arts Course. It is the hope and 
the plan of the supporters of the college that the aim of a standard four year 
Liberal Arts College may be realized in the near future. Such a possibility will 
require added income and added equipment. We extend to Pacific Lutheran Col- 
lege and its constituency the appreciation and gratitude of the church for the 
leadership that it has given to higher Christian Education, especially in the 
Pacific Northwest. 

In addition to our colleges, Waldorf College, Forest City, Iowa, which has 
a junior college program, Augustana Academy at Canton, South Dakota, and 
Clifton College at Clifton, Texas, are giving opportunities for young people to 
secure Christian training in academy and junior colleges. 

In Canada, Camrose College has had a good attendance and interest in the 
surrounding community. The Outlook College building has been used this year 
for a Bible School, under the leadership of Rev. G. O. Evenson. 


Luther Theological Seminary, St. Paul, Minnesota, has again presented the 
church with a large and well trained class of young men ready to enter the 
Christian ministry. Prof. Rolf A. Syrdal and Prof. John P. Milton were installed 
as professors in our Seminary on November 30, 1941. This year the church is 
called upon to elect a theological professor to take the place of Dr. C. M. 
 Weswig, who retires in 1943 as professor of Church History. The Church Coun- 
eil, Board of Education and the Theological Faculty jointly will present the 
candidate for this position, 
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On April 15, 1942, Dr. M. O. Wee, Professor of Theology at our Seminary 
until last year, passed away. His last months confined him to his bed in severe 
illness. Through it all he maintained a cheerful, child-like and) firm faith and 
trust in his Lord and Savior. The funeral services took place at the Seminary 
on April 20th and he was laid to rest in Sunset Memorial Cemetery, near Min- 
neapolis. He became Professor of Theology in the Hauges Synod in the year 
1908 and from that time until his retirement as active professor in 1941, he re- 
mained in this position. His energetic and active personality gave leadership in 
many fields. His first love was teaching at the Seminary and as professor in Old 
Testament Exegesis he opened up the Scriptures for the many young men who 
sat at his feet and who will thank God for the hours they spent under his 
guidance. He was deeply interested in missionary work among our countrymen 
and was a pioneer in many of those efforts. He took active part in the cultural 
development of our people and in all these fields, through his great ability, 
experience and training, made distinct contributions. He will be remembered. 
however, by the members of our church as a great preacher and exponent of 
the Word of God. He had received the gift from God to make clear the way of 
salvation in a convincing manner. 

To his family and the many who learned to know and love him we extend 
our deep felt sympathy and love at this time. We thank God for the gift of this 
life and the contribution that it made to the life of our church. We bless his 
memory and pray that peace eternal may rest upon him. 

From his deathbed he sent the following greeting to his church: 

"To the Members of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America. 
“Dr. J. A. Aasgaard, President. 

*T shall not die, but live; and declare the works of the Lord. The Lord hath 
chastened me sore; but He hath not given me over unto death. Open to me the 
gates of righteousness; I will go into them and I will praise the Lord; 

“This gate of the Lord into which the righteous shall enter. I will praise 
Thee; for Thou hast heard me, and art become my salvation.’ Ps. 118:17-21. 

"This contains also my confession and blessed assurance, as I can see in the 
immediate distance, the setting of the sun, and the end of the trail which has 
been laid out for me. 

"T thank God for His unspeakable mercy and loving kindness through Christ 
Jesus my Savior. 

"TI desire to express the gratitude of my heart to the church I love, for the 
many opportunities afforded me in my calling into the Vineyard. 

"T can never fully express my appreciation to my c@-laborers and to the young 
men with whom it has been my privilege, together with my family, to associate 
and share the joy of Christian fellowship. 

"For the many mistakes that I know I have made, I ask the forgiveness of 
my Savior and those in whose fellowship it has been my privilege to labor. 

“As far as our church and Seminary are concerned, I wish for them the best 
that Heaven can bestow. As the future looms both large and foreboding, let this 
be our motto and firm conviction that when the evening of life arrives, ‘we shall 
live and not die, and proclaim the wonderful doings of the Lord.’ 

“T thank you, one and all, and leave the field of labor with love and rejoicing 
in my heart for all those things which have made our work a joy. God bless 
you in Jesus’ Name. “M. O. Wee.” 
March 31, 1942. : 

Luther Theological Seminary, Saskatoon, Saskatchewan, graduated its first 
candidate of theology last year,—John Precht.

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HOME MISSIONS 

As we consider the large number of people in our country who are unchurched 
and have no contact with the church, the problem and the call of reaching these 
people will constantly be before us. These possibilities are located not only in 
home mission fields but the larger number is found in and around our self-sup- 
porting congregations and parishes. There is a call for a vigorous and active home 
mission program in every self-supporting congregation. The Home Mission pro- 
gram is nothing else than bringing young and old into contact with Christ and His 
Gospel through the Word of God and the Sacraments. The Home Mission 
fields covered by our Home Mission congregations constitute but a part of the 
great home mission field of the church. To make effective this Home Mission 
objective means constant and continued house visitation by pastors and members, 
and contacting adults and children to create an interest and a desire in them to 
hear the Word of God and to have their children brought up in the Christian 
faith. The faithful work of our Home Mission pastors has been blessed in many 
congregations. They have been faithful in their calling, in spite of many hand- 
icaps and difficulties. To them we express our sincere gratitude and thanks in 
the name of the church. 


FOREIGN MISSIONS 

Foreign Missions at this time is faced with great hindrances and obstacles. 
The carrying of the war to every quarter of the globe has made impossible the 
free movement of missionaries. A small group is laboring in China, handicapped 
and hindered by the operations of the war. Some of our missionaries have re- 
turned from Madagascar, bringing comforting and cheering messages of the 
advance of the work in that island, but it is impossible for us at this time to 
send missionaries to Madagascar. The same applies to South Africa. Passage 
accommodations and possibilities are at a minimum, so it is difficult for mis- 
sionaries to go to the fields or for missionaries to return home on furlough. 
We can only pray that God will hold His protecting hand over them. 

As these lines are being written the press brings the news that Madagascar 
is becoming a battle field in the struggle between the Axis powers and the 
United Nations. Our interest in Madagascar is great. The Norwegian Lutheran 
Church has a large missionary force with their families and children in the 
southern part of the island. Further north the Missionary Society of Norway 
has its largest mission. So far it has been possible to send funds and com- 
municate with our workers there. Brethren, as we note the trials and difficul- 
ties that our representatives face on the foreign mission fields, we should be 
moved to more prayer, more sacrifice and deeper interest and love in this 
great cause of foreign missions. 

In addition to the regular mission groups in these three countries, we have 
a group of fifteen persons, missionaries and their families and young women, 
who were in Baguio, Philippine Islands, at the time of the Japanese occupa- 
tion. They were attending the Language School of Chinese Studies, together 
with some fifty other missionaries, preparing to enter China some time this 
year. Now not only is that possibility cut off but all communication is cut off 
from them because of their being within the Japanese lines. Attempts are being 
made to establish communication through the International Red Cross. In these 
missionary situations we often feel that we are helpless and yet our God and 
Almighty Father has all power and all ways in His hands. It is an added in- 
centive to beseech Him at the throne of grace to guide and protect the servants 
of the church, who are seeking to carry out His divine command to go out 
into all the world and make disciples of all people. May God give us con- 
fidence and faith to rely and trust in His promises that His will will be done, 
revealing His loving kindness, His mercy and His grace through all-His works. 

In the meantime, preparation for the continuing of the work of foreign mis- 
sions must go on both as to enlistment of man-power as well as giving of funds. 
Much more will be needed to reestablish the work and the sums that will be 
raised at this time will scarcely be sufficient when the new opportunity comes, 
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CHARITIES 


Our activities for the care of those who are unfortunate and in need of our 
help have been carried on by our faithful and loyal workers in every depart- 
ment in the work of Charities. The regular report from this activity is presented 
to the convention under the Department of Charities. We extend to the many 
men and women, who are giving themselves to bring help and kindness to those 
who are in need, our -heartfelt gratitude and thanks. May God bless them in their 
work and make them a blessing for the many. 

Sister Ragna Nord of the Lutheran Deaconess Home and Hospital passed 
away on January 28, 1941. She suffered for some time with a serious illness, so 
death came as a relief. Sister Ragna was an outstanding character and per- 
sonality in the deaconess work. She was a deaconess for twenty-five years and 
during the last years of her life, beginning with the organization of the School 
of Nursing at the Deaconess Hospital in Chicago, she was superintendent of 
this training. To this work she gave much of her rich experience and her keen 
understanding of the problems involved. The Deaconess Hospital was very for- 
tunate to have Sister Ragna as its first superintendent of the Training School. 
She will be greatly missed by the young women who took their training under 
her and her passing leaves us with a great loss in the work of the church. Her 
fine Christian personality and simple child-like faith made her truly a witness 
of the love of Christ in human lives. We remember her in this way and pray 
that God may bless her memory for the many that she served and labored 
among the many years of her diaconate. 


PARISH EDUCATION 


This year the important work of caring for the training of the children has 
been carried on with vigor and purpose. The members of the Board as well 
as the director of the work, Dr. J. C. K. Preus, have given much thoughtful 
attention to the needs of this great field. The series of Graded Lessons, second to 
none in this country, is now available and is meeting with genuine approval not 
only in our own church but in a number of other church bodies. The fine and 
inviting form in which it is presented is made possible through the cooperation 
of Augsburg Publishing House and its manager with the Board of Parish 
Education. The price of these books has been placed so they are within the 
means of any Sunday school. 


PENSIONS 


According to resolutions of the last General Convention the Board of Pen- 
sions together with the Board of Trustees have put into force the plan approved 
by the General Convention. Work is now going on to reach every individual 
parish and enlist it in the program. Wherever it has been presented and ex- 
plained it has met with favor and is winning its way in our congregations. This 
will mean that after the plan has been in operation for a certain number of years 
pastors and workers in the church will be able to retire, when they have 
reached an age that such retirement should take place, without hesitation that 
comes from not knowing where funds for daily needs shall be secured. 


AUXILIARIES 


The Women’s Missionary Federation, the Lutheran Daughters of the Ref- 
ormation, the Young People’s Luther League, the Choral Union, and the Men’s 
Brotherhood have generously supported and cooperated in all the work of the 
church. We owe a debt of gratitude to these organizations and their leaders for 
the faithful and loyal interest they have given at all times towards advancing 
and helping the causes of the church. At the Young People’s Luther League 
Billings convention last summer the Rev. Oscar Hanson was elected to succeed 
Dr. N. M. Ylvisaker as Executive Secretary, who resigned to take up war work. 
Pastor Hanson was installed by Dr. T. F. Gullixson during the convocation at 
the Seminary. During the same week a testimonial dinner, in appreciation of the 
long service of Dr, Ylvisaker, was given by the Luther League. We welcome 
Pastor Hanson to the leadership of the young people. May God give him the 
grace and strength that is needed in this important and responsible position. 
At the same time we express to Dr. N. M. Ylvisaker our sincere gratitude and 
appreciation for nearly twenty-five years of faithful service for the young

people of our church. As Executive Secretary for the Luther League he has 
developed the organization and given direction to the work so it has grown and 
increased in strength and interest from year to year. While he will be missed 
at our conferences and conventions, we can assure him that we appreciate his 
willingness to assume the serious and great responsibility of leading the work 
of caring for our young men in the armed forces of our country. 


PUBLICATIONS 


Augsburg Publishing House has again given through its efficient manage- 
ment and equipment a worthy service to the life of our church. There is probably 
no publication house among any of the churches that, in proportion to its mem- 
bership and its field, has developed the possibilities of a Lutheran publishing 
house as much as Augsburg Publishing House. It is in the front rank in the 
publication of Sunday school literature. Some of its translations secure ready sale 
in other denominations interested in the fundamental truths of Christianity. 
Its weekly and magazine publications are developing new interest and new fields 
constantly. To the manager, Mr. R. E. Haugan, to the Board of Publication, and 
to all those who are connected with our publication house we express our 
sincere thanks and understanding. May God bless the work of Augsburg Pub- 
lishing House as a missionary enterprise of the church, as well as the other 
activities. 


BOOK MISSION 


On account of advanced age, the Rev. Olaf Guldseth requested that he be 
relieved of his duties as director of the Book Mission. It was with reluctance 
that the committee yielded to his request. Å resolution expressing the gratitude 
of the committee and on behalf of the church was extended to Pastor Guldseth. 
He has directed the Tract Mission, which has meant so much to many lives 
during these years. The Book Mission committee selected and called Rev. M. 
O. Sumstad of Roland, Iowa, as his successor. Pastor Sumstad accepted the 
appointment and took up his work in January 1942. He is located in Minneapo- 
lis. Pastor Sumstad is conversant with the work as he has been chairman of 
the committee for many years and worked together with Pastor Guldseth in 
most of the plans for the publishing and sending out of the material. A re- 
organization of the committee to make it more efficient and effective is proposed, 
and recommendations are submitted. 


BIBLE SOCIETIES 


Again it is my privilege to call attention to the blessed work of the Bible 
Societies: First and foremost the American Bible Society, with headquarters in 
New York City. To this Society has now fallen a great responsibility and a great 
burden because the great British and Foreign Bible Society in London is handi- 
capped and hindered in carrying out a great deal of its program. Cheerfully and 
bravely the American Bible Society has undertaken to supplant and reach the 
need that cannot today be touched by the British Society. Bibles and Testaments 
are distributed to the men in the army, navy and air force. A great number of 
Bibles are needed in many homes. In many cases these books must be either 
sold at a loss or given away. Our church has given some aid to the cause 
of the American Bible Society through the Home and Foreign Mission Depart- 
ment and Board of Charities. It is, however, necessary that more aid be 
given. Our people should remember the American Bible Society with personal 
gifts by sending them to our Treasurer, Dr. Shurson, and designating same for 
the American Bible Society. This Society is concerned with the printing of the 
Word of God, in different languages, without any comment. In addition, it does 
the great work of giving the Bible to the blind,—which is an expensive opera- 
tion. It involves printing the Bible on especially prepared books with the raised 
Braille point. Each book, which is only one-fifteenth of the Bible, is sold at a 
loss of $2.70, so that it can be put in the hands of every blind person that needs a 
Bible. Phonograph records of the Gospels and other books in the New Tes- 
tament, as well as parts of the Old Testament, have been prepared. Through 
cooperation with the Government, phonographs are loaned to the blind, who 
cannot use the Braille type or who are too old to learn it. The Society seeks 
to reach every man and woman with the Word of God.

In addition to the American Bible Society, a small contribution has been 
made to the British and Foreign Bible Society in Canada in order to assist in 
the distribution of Bibles in the Dominion. Another small contribution is given 
to the Northern Bible Society, with headquarters in Duluth. This Society does 
most of its work locally in the Range country, 


JEWISH MISSIONS 


The past year the Rev. C. S. Vang tendered his resignation as Executive 
Secretary of the Zion Society for Israel and the Rev. G. A. Peterson of Ottawa, 
Illinois, was elected as his successor. Pastor Peterson has accepted the call. We. 
wish him God's blessing in the direction of this work. Perhaps no individual 
people has suffered as much during the last years as the children of Israel. 
They have been driven out of their home lands and have become wanderers over 
the face of the earth. We need to open our hearts to them in warm Christian 
sympathy. From this people has come not only the Old Testament but also 
the New Testament. The group that surrounded our Lord and Savior gave us, 
under the guidance of the Holy Spirit, the New Testament. Let us remember 
this work in our prayers and with our gifts. May God bless the new Executive 
Secretary in his task. 


BUDGET 


Through the energetic, painstaking and conscientious work of Dr. A. J. 
Bergsaker and his faithful assistants throughout the entire field there has been 
gathered for the work of the church in 1941 the sum of $930,921.99. We are thank- 
ful to God for the increase over last year. We realize that it has come through 
the generous and willing response of our people to the call that has been issued 
on behalf of the church by Dr. Bergsaker and the financial secretaries of our 
church. As we express our gratitude to them for these labors we are also mindful 
of that great host of workers who have worked together with Dr. Bergsaker 
in making the Centennial Appeal the success that it gives evidence of becoming. 
In thinking of this great program let us remember that until our pledges are 
paid in full we cannot speak of the Centennial as a complete success. Every 
effort should be made during this year to redeem as many of the pledges as 
possible. It will mean a great deal to be able to give an account that men and 
women everywhere have met their promises as a genuine thank-offering to the 
Lord for the blessings of one hundred years. 


IN MEMORIAM 


Again we turn our thoughts from the busy work and cares of this life and 
remember those who have departed this life and heard the call of the Master. 
They labored with us in the common interest of building the church of God 
here on earth. Now they are translated to the church triumphant. We stand 
looking up as we think of that great white host in the presence of the living God.

NATIONAL LUTHERAN COUNCIL 


The National Lutheran Council, of which the Norwegian Lutheran Church is 
a constituent member, is concerned at this time with the raising of funds for the 
support and continuance of the Orphaned Missions in the world, as well as the 
care for the men of the Lutheran faith who are in the armed forces of our 
country. In assuming the leadership in this important and necessary program, 
the Council is carrying out the heritage and traditions of the activities of the last 
war. During that time and at the close of the war, through the agency of the 
Council, large sums of money were raised and a great deal of clothing gathered 
to bring not only support and help to orphaned missions but to our suffering 
and destitute brethren in the Lutheran faith the world over. We remember 
especially the names of Dr. J. A. Morehead and Dr. Lauritz Larsen, whose 
memory is still remembered with gratefulness and thanks to God in distant lands. 

The question has arisen whether congregations should take part in the amount 
designated for service for the soldiers and sailors, as there is still a balance in 
that fund in our church. As this war goes on those funds will soon be expended 
and much more will be needed. Any congregation or individual that at this time 
desires to contribute not only to the orphaned missions but to the soldiers and 
sailors service commission also can do so. The money will be forwarded by our 
Treasurer for this specific purpose. 

The Council, under the direction of Dr. C. E. Krumbholz, is seeking to co- 
ordinate the work of Lutheran charities or Christian social service. Conferences 
have been held and surveys conducted in this field, which will mean a great 
deal in building up this important service. 

Dr. Ralph H. Long, the Executive Director, is our representative to the 
Government in regard to chaplaincy applications and all questions arising in 
connection with the present war. 

The Council has called at this time a conference of the different Lutheran 
groups to consider what steps can be taken for a closer Lutheran unity. All mat- 
ters of final issue, will eventually be referred to the respective church bodies, . 
in case definite conclusions may be reached. 

Today, the Council serves as the agency and representative in such matters 
as are assigned to it for two-thirds of all the Lutherans in the United States and 
Canada. 
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AMERICAN LUTHERAN CONFERENCE 
The American Lutheran Conference, consisting of five groups that have altar 
and pulpit fellowship, on the basis of the Minneapolis Thesis} will hold its 
regular biennial convention this fall. It will devolve upon this convention to 
elect the specified number of delegates for said meeting. 


One of the outstanding achievements of the Conference is the work carried 
on among the Lutheran students on the campuses of tax supported institutions. 
The Rev. F. A. Schiotz of our church was selected as Executive Secretary for 
this work. Effective service and contact have been planned and arranged by 
Pastor Schiotz. Through the efforts of the Students Service Commission, the 
student work on the campus has been coordinated and worked out with the 
United Lutheran Church so that every institution with a sizable group of Lu- 
theran students is reached today by representatives of the Lutheran Church. 

The Journal of Theology is published under the auspices and by the Con- 
ference. At the resignation of Dr. G. M. Bruce, the Executive Committee selected 
the Rev. H. E. Jorgensen as Editor of the Journal. It is sincerely hoped that a 
greater interest for this publication will be evidenced among our pastors as well 
as interested laymen. 


THE CHURCH IN NORWAY 


Since our last General Convention conditions have grown worse in Norway. 
The high-handed tyranny and persecution by representatives of the German army, 
through the small group of Norwegians who have betråyed their own people 
and their own country, have become more and more oppressive and intense. 
Executions of hostages and representatives of different organizations are becom- 
ing more and more frequent. The latest attempt was the order from the Quisling 
government to organize all the youth of Norway according to the pattern of the 
Hitler Youth. It meant taking out of the curriculum of the school the teaching 
of those Christian principles which have been fundamental in Norway for hun- 
dreds of years. It would take away from the parents the Godgiven rights that 
were theirs, to direct the training of their children according to Christian 
principles. 

Thé bishops, under the leadership of Bishop Eivind Berggrav, resolutely took 
a stand that endangered their lives as well as their liberty, by laying down their 
office as a matter of protest against this high-handed tyranny. The Bishop of 
Nidaros, as well as Dean Arne Fjellbu, were refused permission to conduct ser- 
vices in the Cathedral. The men and women assembled for this occasion stood 
outside and with bared heads, sang: “A Mighty Fortress Is our God.” When the 
pastors were given this same order, more than a thousand refused to continue 
under such restrictions. Bishop Berggrav, as well as Bishop Støren have been 
under arrest, and Bishop Berggrav has been for some time in a concentration 
camp. Possibly he has now been transferred. 

Summing up editorials and statements that have come from the religious as 
well as the secular press in this country and with which we heartily agree, this 
stand has lifted the struggle to a high spiritual plane. It has cleared away the 
fog and lack of understanding in many quarters. More is involved than simply 
material and physical liberty and freedom. It is a struggle and a battle for the 
right of freedom and liberty for the spirit. The stand of the bishops of Norway 
is taken entirely on the basis of Christian principles and fundamentals. For this 
they are willing, if need be, to lay down their lives. All honor to them. To us 
this should bring serious and earnest reflection and consideration. Åre we willing 
to risk even life and happiness for that which we confess is a fundamental truth 
and principle in our Christian religion? It reverberates Martin Luther’s hymn: 
“And should they in this strife; take kindred goods and life: We freely let them 
go, They profit not the foe, With us remains the Kingdom.” 

May our prayers and intercessions arise to our heavenly Father to give 
strength and power and grace to the bishops, pastors and laity as well as the 
great number of public school teachers who today are headed for concentra- 
tion camps, to remain faithful to that stand! May He protect them and keep 
them!

DEFENSE WORK AREAS 


One of the problems that has arisen since the beginning of the present emer- 
gency is caring for the thousands of workers who are engaged in defense work. 
Large groups of men and women are busy preparing war and defense materials. 
In some cases they have left their former homes and are in entirely new situa- 
tions. Some cities have increased 20 to 30% in population during the last few 
months. It is a call to the church to go with these men and women and their 
families, to give them the same service and help which they would receive in 
normal times in their own communities. This, however, cannot be done by in- 
dividual church bodies or synods. The task is too large and too difficult. The 
Lutheran Home Mission Council of America has been investigating and studying 
the situation. Definite arrangements are being made to bring our Lutheran 
Church into this service, as far as it is possible with the men and the means we 
have at our command. Rey. C. P. Rasmussen of St. Paul has represented our 
church in these meetings of the Home Mission Council. 


PASTORS AND CONGREGATIONS 


In bringing this message to a close, I express to the pastors and members of 
our congregations my sincere and humble gratitude and appreciation for the 
support and sympathy they have given to the work of the church during the 
years that are now passed. I am deeply mindful and understanding of the fact 
that the final unit and base for all the work of the church as an organization is 
the local congregation and its pastor. On them rests the responsibility and op- 
portunity of building the Kingdom of God. In those congregations each individual 
becomes a unit that must be touched by the love of God and learn to know the 
Lord and Savior as his master.

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Appendix I 


THE SANTAL MISSION 


The following statement was received from the Rev. M. C. Dixen, who has 
been the secretary for this mission. As a number of our members are 'interested 
in the work of this mission, we submit this brief report: 

This year, 1942, the Santal Mission is privileged to observe its 75th anniver- 
sary, as it was September 26, 1867, that the two ‘pioneers, Boerresen and Skrefs- 
rud, founded the mission station Ebenezer in the land of the Santals. No church 
or mission board had sent them into that field and none was therefore responsible 
for their sustenance. They were befriended by Christian brethren in India, and 
later the homelands, especially Norway and Denmark, supported them. Since 
1890 friends in America have also sent their support to ‘the Santal Mission. And 
sine 1904 we on this side of the Atlantic have had missionaries on the field in 
India. 

The first fruit of the work was gathered in in 1869 when three were baptized. 
Till December 31, 1941, a total of 55,787 souls have been received into the 
Church of the Santal Mission through holy baptism. The native church on the 
field now numbers a little over 26,000 souls. 

Åt present 61 missionaries are in the service of the Santal Mission, of whom 
about 40 are on the field. The others are in the three homelands, Norway, 
Denmark, and America, awaiting an opportunity to return. 

The present war situation has so far not affected the work directly on the 
field. According to a cable from the secretary of April 25, 1942, working opportu- 
nities are as usual, for which we are exceedingly thankful. But the two home- 
lands in Europe have, of course, been unable to forward funds to the field since 
April 9, 1940. We are, therefore, very thankful to the friends in America for the 
wonderful support given during these fateful years.

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TO THE 1941 DISTRICT CONVENTIONS OF THE NORWEGIAN 
LUTHERAN CHURCH OF AMERICA 


Your committee appointed “to investigate the possibility of establishing a 
system of equalized transportation cost for (Lay) Delegates to our national con- 
ventions” respectfully submits the following: 


Findings 
There are 1,097 pastorates (including vacancies) in the Norwegian Lutheran 
Church of America. The number of delegates entitled to vote at the General 
Convention is 1,870, based on 324 delegates from individual congregations and 
1,546 delegates from 773 parishes of more than one congregation (two delegates 
from each of these parishes). There were only 516 Lay Delegates registered at 
the 1940 convention. 


Conclusions 


In order to enable a greater number of congregations to be represented at 
our National Conventions by (Lay) Delegates, it is obvious that the transporta- 
tion cost from far distant points must be “equalized” in some manner. 

As this is a matter affecting the whole church and the cost should be shared 
by all the congregations, the best—if not the only—way may be to experiment 
by including in the 1942 budget an amount sufficient to pay each Lay Delegate 
one cent a mile for transportation to and from the convention. 

It is hardly possible that more than 1,500 Lay Delegates will be able to 
attend any convention and it is not likely that the far distant parishes will have 
an undue proportion of Lay Delegates in attendance. The average cost of travel 
based on one cent a mile for the round trip will not exceed more than $10.00 each. 

The sum of $15,000.00 should be more than enough to cover the cost based 
on one cent a rd 
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_ Your committee therefore recommends the adoption of the following resolu- 
tion: ~ 
Be It Resolved: 


1. That the Board of Trustees, in. cooperation with the Stewardship Secretary, 
be and is hereby authorized and instructed to provide, if possible, a sum sufficient 
to refund to each and every Lay Delegate attending the 1943 convention cost of 
transportation to and from the place of meeting at the rate of one cent a mile; 
this fund to be collected outside of the regular budget in such manner as the 
Board of Trustees and the Stewardship Secretary find most practical. 


2. That this plan shall apply to the 1943 meeting only. 


3. That the Board of Trustees and the Stewardship Secretary or a special 
committee shall be authorized and directed to adopt and publish prior to the 
1943 convention such rules and regulations as may be required and to do any 
and all things necessary to carry these resolutions into effect. 

4. That a special committee shall be appointed to make a further study and 
to submit a report, based on the experience of the 1943 meeting, with findings 
and recommendations in favor of or opposed to a system of providing for the 
transportation cost of delegates to our national convention.

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APPENDIX TO PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 
Book Mission 

Thirty years ago a group of pastors within our church organized the Lutheran 
Tract Society. Its purpose was to publish and distribute free of charge Christian 
literature in the form of booklets and tracts. 

In order to get started a large supply of booklets was secured from the Book 
Mission in Norway. But already in 1917 we began to publish our own material. 
At the same time advantage was taken of the permission granted by the Book 
Mission of Norway to translate and reprint its publications. 

In 1919 the Lutheran Tract Society was re-organized into the Book Mission 
of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America. By decision of the church the 
Book Mission was placed under control of a board composed of one representa- 
tive from each of the following boards: Home Missions, Foreign Missions, 
Charities, Publications, and the Women’s Missionary Federation, together with 
two members at large chosen by the said representatives. 

The purpose of the Book Mission continued to be to prepare, publish and dis- 
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tribute free of charge devotional and evangelistic messages in the form of 
booklets and tracts. 

The work of the Book Mission has been carried on by free will contributions 
from congregations, church societies and individuals, together with grants in 
money by the church through its cooperating boards. 

During these many years the Reverend Olaf Guldseth has served as the 
efficient and untiring executive secretary of the Book Mission. It is not too much 
to say that he has been the guiding and driving force in this missionary 
activity. His faith in the ministry of the printed word has never wavered. 

What a rich ministry it has been! Through these simple messages souls have 
been touched and stirred, guided and uplifted, saved and inspired. Eternity alone 
will reveal how mightily the Book Mission has been used by the Lord in building 
and strengthening His Kingdom in our midst. 

We marvel that one man could accomplish so much. Many of the booklets 
and tracts are from his own pen. With limited office help he filled the ever 
increasing number of orders for materials, he prepared and sent out appeals for 
support, he kept records and submitted reports. Add to all this the ever growing 
correspondence, not circular letters, but personal messages—many of them 
lengthy and painstakingly prepared replies to seekers for spiritual guidance. 
A pastoral ministry of no mean consequence. We all thank God for the blessed 
ministry carried on through the Book Mission by Pastor Guldseth during these 
thirty years. 

But the years take their toll. Because of advanced age Pastor Guldseth asked 
to be relieved of his exacting duties. 

So the board was compelled to face the future, to re-think the Book Mission 
setup and program. 

A committee was chosen from the membership of the board to study the 
advisability of a change looking toward closer cooperation with the church. There 
was a growing conviction among members of the board that such closer coopera- 
tion would be profitable to both the Book Mission and the church. It had become 
ever clearer that the Book Mission had a definite place in the program of the 
church. The accomplishments of bygone years pointed unmistakably to a larger 
and stronger Book Mission activity for the days that lie ahead. The abundant 
evidence that the Lord had signally blessed this missionary activity presented to 
the board a challenge to go forward into larger service for Him. 

The committee took its problem to Dr. Aasgaard who received it with interest 
and understanding. Together we worked out a plan by which the Book Mission 
might be strengthened and enlarged—a plan whereby the Book Mission would 
be placed directly in relation to the church as one of its activities. This plan we 
now bring before you for your approval. 


Rules 


Name: Book Mission of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America. 


Purpose: To publish and distribute free of charge evangelistic and devotional 
messages in the form of booklets and tracts. 


Organization: The Book Mission shall be administered by a board composed 
of the President of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, the Stewardship 
Secretary of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, the Treasurer of the 
Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, the Manager of Augsburg Publishing 
House, and one representative from each of the following boards and organiza- 
tions: Home Missions, Foreign Missions, Education, Charities, Publications, the 
Women’s Missionary Federation, Lutheran Brotherhood, Lutheran Daughters 
of the Reformation, and the Young People’s Luther League. Term of office of 
representatives of boards and organizations shall be two years. 

Officers: A chairman, a vice-chairman and a secretary elected for two-year 
terms. The Treasurer of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America shall be 
the Treasurer of the Book Mission. 

Executive Committee: The Executive Committee shall be composed of six 
members elected for two-year terms. The President of the Norwegian Lutheran 
Church of America and the Director of the Book Mission shall be ex officio 
members, 
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Manuscript Committee: A Manuscript Committee of three members shall be 
chosen by the board for two-year terms. It shall be the duty of said committee 
to pass on material suggested for publication. 

Director: The Book Mission Board shall elect a director for a term of six 
years. 

Meetings: The Book Mission Board shall meet annually the third Monday in 
February. Special meetings at call of Executive Committee. The Executive Com- 
mittee shall meet at the call of its chairman. 

Financial Support: The Book Mission shall be financed by freewill contribu- 
tions from congregations, church societies and individuals; and also by such 
grants in money as the cooperating departments and organizations may vote.

5. That we invite all pastors and members of our church to make the fullest 
use of the Book Mission material as an aid in building the Kingdom through the 
sowing of the Seed, the Word of God. 

6. That we appeal to all pastors and members of our church to promote this 
missionary activity by giving generously to its support.

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Resolutions Based on the President's Message 


I. TWENTY-FIFTH ANNIVERSARY 


The church gives thanks to our merciful heavenly Father, through our Lord 
Jesus Christ, for the grace He has granted us during the twenty-five years we 
have labored as a united body. 

We thank Him, because He, by His Holy Spirit, has united what before was 
separated and because He has found us worthy to be used for a quarter of a 
century in the work of the Kingdom as a united body in Christ. We pray that 
each member may continue to grow in "the unity of the faith, and of the 
knowledge of the Son of God, unto a perfect man, unto the measure of the 
stature of the fulness of Christ” (Eph. 4:13). May we in this larger unity of faith 
become a more perfect instrument in the Lord’s hands through which it may 
please-Him to accomplish His work. 

We thank the Lord because He has granted our people the grace to contribute 
for the past 25 years on the average of more than one million dollars a year, 
a total of $25,161,794.80, to that part of our work which is directly under the 
supervision of the church. But most of all do we thank Him for His faithfulness 
in keeping all His promises, in spite of our sins and our mistakes. We thank Him 
because His Word has not returned void, but people have been saved and many 
have been permitted to enter the church triumphant. 

It is an important fact that we have worked as a united church body for 
twenty-five years and we urge that it be commemorated by services of praise 
and thanksgiving. The times are dark, but in the midst of the darkness may we 
look to "the hills from whence cometh our help.” 


II. OUR COUNTRY 


As a church at work in two great countries, the United States and Canada, 
we pledge our allegiance to the country and the flag under which we are living 
and its civil and military leaders. We recognize that in the present titanic 
struggle there are principles involved that are essential to human welfare and 
closely allied with the freedom of conscience and of worship that we value so 
highly. Therefore, we urge our members to manifest their loyalty by giving full 
support to the war efforts of their country with their substance and, if neces- 
sary, with their lives. 

Since the morale of a country and of its defenders, especially in critical 
times, is of far greater importance than its material resources, yes, even greater 
than the number and strength of its armed forces; furthermore, since this morale 
is very closely connected with certain moral and 'spiritual qualities, we therefore 
commend the work that is being done to bring the Word of God and the in- 
fluence of the Church to the armed forces of the country and to the men 
in training. 

We are happy to note that a number of our pastors have the privilege to 
serve their country in its armed forces as chaplains. May our church people 
hold up their hands by constant prayers to God on their behalf. We are grateful 
to God for the spiritual and social work done at the various training centers 
-under the auspices of the National Lutheran Council and under the capable 
leadership of Dr. N. M. Ylvisaker. We commend this work to God for His 
blessing and urge our church people to give it their full moral and financial 
support. 

III. ORPHANED MISSIONS i 


The church recognizes its obligation to aid the many Lutheran missions 
which have been cut off by the war from support from the home lands. We 
rejoice in the response to the Lutheran World Action appeal for aid for these 
orphaned missions. As the need for help is increasing and no doubt will con- 
tinue for a long time we exhort our members not to grow weary in well doing, 
but to respond generously as the needs arise from year to year, lest the ground 
gained through years of sacrifice and toil be lost ‘and the light of the Gospel 
be blacked out. 
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IV. CENTENNIAL PROGRAM 


_ a) In view of the war and the uncertainty of the future, the church rescinds 
its action taken at a previous convention providing for a Centennial Jubilee 
Convention in 1943. i 


b) The church empowers the Convention Committee to take final action in 
the matter of holding a Centennial Convention in 1943. 


c) In case no Centennial Jubilee Convention is held in 1943, the regular 
convention shall be held in the several districts and at these the centennial of 
the church may be appropriately observed. 


d) In any case, congregations and circuits are urged to observe the centen- 
nial of the church in special services and programs during the centennial year. 


V. FAITH IN ACTION 


a) As we approach the final year of the Faith in Action program, the church 
urges upon all the pastors and congregations to engage in this intensified effort 
to deepen and strengthen the spiritual life of our members and to win those 
on the outside for the Lord and His church. 


b) The church earnestly desires that the impetus given through Faith in Ac- 
tion to a more intensive cultivation of the field within and outside of the congre- 
gation may be felt through the coming years and prays that in increasing measure 
we may be a praying church, a Bible reading church, and a witnessing church. 


VI. CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


The church gives thanks to God for the growing interest in Christian Educa- 
tion and for the increased enrolments at all our institutions of learning during 
the last years. We commend those who have guided these institutions for their 
efficient and consecrated service, and rejoice in the efforts of all our colleges 
to meet the growing needs and the larger requirements which confront them. 


In the face of the uncertainties of the present, which will affect this branch 
of our church work more than perhaps any other, it becomes vital to our church 
as well as to our country that we face these conditions with a high sense of 
devotion and duty. We urge that there be no let-down in our educational program. 


We extend special congratulations to Concordia College and Pacific Lutheran 
College in this anniversary year and pray God’s blessing upon their golden 
jubilee campaign. 


We are grateful for the large and well trained group of candidates from 
our Theological Seminary, many of whom will fill the ranks left vacant by pas- 
tors who are following our boys as chaplains and service pastors. The report 
of the graduation of one candidate from our newly established Theological Sem- 
inary in Canada last spring, and the five additional candidates to be ordained 
this year for service in their native land, is a matter of special rejoicing. 


VII. HOME MISSIONS 


Home Mission work must ever be a vital concern to the church of Jesus 
Christ. We concur in the statement of our President, calling attention to 
the Home Mission fields in the midst of many of our well established con- 
gregations. We commend all our pastors and members to give time and ef- 
fort to bring the large number of the unchurched in every community under the 
power of the Gospel. Branch Sunday schools have been known to have grown 
into large, prosperous congregations and to have won many souls for Christ. 
Perhaps never before were these words of Isaiah more applicable to our church 
than now: “Lengthen thy cords and strengthen thy stakes.” 


In directing attention to this phase of Home Mission work, let us not over- 
look our rural fields. Studies in Home Missions recently made have called at- 
tention to the importance of our rural fields to the future of the church. Pastors 
and members are urged to be attentive to such fields. 


In keeping with an aggressive Home Mission policy, we further recommend 
that thought be given to a more practical arrangement of parishes to avoid 
duplication of effort. 
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VIII. FOREIGN MISSIONS 


The church gives thanks to God that in spite of severe handicaps in the for- 
eign missionary labors, by reason of the restrictions of war, encouraging reports 
have come to us from our mission fields also the past year. We pray that God 
may protect and uphold our missionaries abroad as well as their loved ones 
here at home during these days of anxiety and distress. May He also protect us 
from a lessening of our missionary zeal and interest by reason of the hand- 
icaps under which this work must now be done! Christ's command to go out and 
make disciples of all nations contains no hint of any cessation of this effort be- 
cause of adverse conditions. In obedience to His command we must therefore 
continue to make use of every opportunity still open to us, while we hope and 
pray for a return of better days. The distressing conditions throughout the world 
speak to us in a powerful way of Christ as the only hope of the world. If this 
sin-sick and war-weary world is ever to experience a healing of its wounds, it 
will have to come through a larger recognition of Jesus Christ as the King of 
Kings and the Lord of Lords. Let us labor faithfully while it is day, "night 
cometh when no man can work.” 


IX. CHARITIES 


The church expresses its heartfelt gratitude and thanks to the many loyal 
workers who have so faithfully carried on the work in the Department of 
Charities. We must not, as a church or as individuals, expect any lessening of our 
responsibility in the work of mercy in time of stress and strain, but rather 
be prepared to meet efficiently new and increasing problems. Neither must we 
seek to shirk our duty and avoid responsibility by surrendering this primary task 
of the church wholly to governmental agencies. We must rather find a sound 
basis for co-operation and co-ordination, which will make it possible for the 
church to do even better work in this field in the future. 


X. PARISH EDUCATION 


Our church has always recognized the Christian training. of the children 
as of primary importance in the building of the church. We express particular 
appreciation of the work done by the Board of Parish Education and its director, 
Dr. J. C. K. Preus, and of our Publishing House, in providing the fine new 
Graded Lessons, and recommend these for use in our Sunday schools. 


XI. PENSIONS 


The church is gratified to note that more than 1,100 congregations and 750 
ministers already have accepted the Pension Plan. When the plan becomes 
generally adopted, it will fill a long felt need and our pastors will be able to 
retire at a reasonable age and our congregations will be benefited thereby. 
We urge the adoption of the plan by all who have not yet joined. 


XII. AUXILIARIES 


The church again expresses appreciation of the work done by our various 
auxiliary organizations, the Women’s Missionary Federation, the Lutheran 
Daughters of the Reformation, the Young People’s Luther League, the Brother- 
hood, and the Choral Union, to extend the Kingdom, to lift high the banner of 
Christ, and to lead old and young, into a more enlightened, consecrated, and 
zealous participation in all the activities of the church. 

We express appreciation of the service rendered by Dr. N. M. Ylvisaker, 
who for more than twenty years has directed the work of the Y. P. L. L. and 
has led our youth into a deeper appreciation of their faith, and to a greater 
devotion to the task of their church. We covet for him God’s richest blessing in 
his new and highly important work as director of the Service Commission of 
the National Lutheran Council. 


XIII, PUBLICATIONS 


Our official papers, “Lutheraneren” and “Lutheran Herald,’ our Sunday 
school papers and teachers’ helps, all have an important task to perform in 
educating and inspiring the members of our church, in keeping them informed, 
and in creating increased interest in the church and its activities. The church 
expresses appreciation of the work of our editors, of Mr. R. E. Haugan, the 
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manager of our Augsburg Publishing House, and all others who assist in provid- 
ing our people with Christian literature. The church would encourage an an- 
nual church paper campaign in every congregation with the end in view of 
placing at least one of our official papers in every home among our church 
members. 

The church also calls attention to the Journal of Theology of the American 
Lutheran Conference, a publication of special importance in these days of 
theological ferment and of efforts to bring the various Lutherans of America 
closer together in better mutual understanding and cooperation. Our pastors and 
educated lay people are urged to become subscribers. 


XIV. BOOK MISSION 


In view of the great importance and value of well written and timely tracts 
and booklets for free distribution the church again commends the work of the 
Book Mission to the continued and liberal support of our people. To the recently 
retired director of the Book Mission, Rev. Olaf Guldseth, we express apprecia- 
tion and thanks for many years of service and for the helpful messages he has 
provided. We pray for God’s continued blessing upon him. 

We welcome his successor, Rev. M. O. Sumstad, who for years has been 
chairman of the Book Mission Board, and wish him success and God’s blessing 
in the work of which he now is the director. 

The church hereby rescinds all rules and resolutions adopted for the direction 
of the Book Mission and adopts the rules and regulations for the direction and 
supervision of the Book Mission as recommended by the Committee on Book 
Mission. 


XV. BIBLE SOCIETIES 


1. The church recognizes the blessed work done by the Bible Societies, not 
least with reference to supplying Scriptures for the various foreign mission 
fields, and now also for distribution to the men in the army, navy, and air force. 

2. In view of the misfortune which has befallen the British and Foreign Bible 
Society by which it is prevented from carrying on its former extensive work, and 
in view further of the fact that this work is now being largely taken over by 
the American Bible Society, the church heartily approves of the increased grant 
to the Society. 

2. The church commends the work of the American Bible Society to individ- 
uals among us and urges that the Society be remembered with personal gifts, 
these gifts to be sent to our treasurer, Dr. H. O. Shurson, for transmission to 
the Bible Society. ; 
XVI. JEWISH MISSIONS 


1. The church commends the work of the Zion Society for Israel and prays 
for God's blessing upon the efforts of the Society to win the children of Israel 
for Christ, our common Savior, and according to the flesh, Himself a Jew. 

2. The church expresses appreciation of and thanks for the work of Rev. 
C. S. Vang, for many years the Executive Secretary of the Zion Society, and 
prays for God's blessing upon his successor, the Rev. G. A. Peterson of Ottawa, 
Til. 


3. In these days, when a rising tide of Anti-Semitism at times also raises its 
head in our own country, the convention would earnestly warn our people against 
permitting racial and religious prejudice to gain a foothold among us. 

4. The church requests that regular annual reports on the work of the Zion 
Society be submitted to our church. 


XVII. BUDGET AND CENTENNIAL APPEAL 


1. The church thanks God for the energetic, painstaking and conscientious 
work done by our Stewardship Secretary, Dr. A. J. Bergsaker, and his faithful 
assistants, under whose leadership $931,322.77 was raised for the budget of our 
church in 1941, 

2. The church also expresses appreciation of the faithful work of all others, 
pastors and lay members of the church, who have contributed so much toward 
these results. 

3. The church notes that the sum gathered in 1941 equals 92.7% of the voted 
budget and expresses the hope that we may this year raise the full amount of the 
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budget. It is with joy the church notes that an increasing number of districts and 
congregations have sent in more than their apportionment, and would urge 
upon congregations which have fallen short, to increase their efforts toward 
raising the budget in full. With that end in view, the church urges more emphasis 
upon Christian Stewardship in our preaching and teaching, and again urges that 
systematic methods of ingathering be inaugurated in every congregation, and 
that increased emphasis be placed upon an early start. To congregations which 
have not introduced the weekly envelope system we expressly recommend this 
system in order that gifts, not only for the local expenses, but also for the 
synodical budget may flow regularly into the treasury. 

4. The church calls attention to the excellent literature on Stewardship 
prepared by the Stewardship Secretary's office, which can be had for the asking. 
Pastors and congregations are urged to avail themselves of this literature. 

5. The church rejoices in the spirit of understanding and willingness with 
which the Centennial Appeal has been received in our congregations, and thanks 
God who has prompted so large a part of our people to respond generously to 
the appeal. 

6. The church also takes cognizance of the fact that the work for the Cen- 
tennial ingathering is not finished. Every member and friend of our church, 
young and old, rich and poor, and every organization within our congregations 
should be approached and invited and urged to have a part in the Centennial 
thank-offering. Congregations in which the work of solicitation has not been 
completed, are urged to complete the work as soon as possible, and to allow 
no one to say that he has not been invited to participate. 

7. The church also desires to emphasize that every pledge should be con- 
sidered a sacred promise to God and the church, and to urge that every pledge 
be paid up in full by the beginning of the Centennial year. 


XVIII, IN MEMORIAM 


The church notes that during the past biennium forty-six pastors have been 
called to their eternal reward, some after long years in the service and others in 
the noonday of life. We sincerely thank God for giving His servants rest from 
their labor and a share in the joy of the eternal mansions. The thought of these 
departed brethren reminds us of the brevity of life, of the magnitude of the 
task to which we as Christians have been called, and strongly spurs us on to work 
diligently while it is day, “the night cometh, when no man can work.” 


XIX. NATIONAL LUTHERAN COUNCIL 


The church records its satisfaction with the work of the National Lutheran 
Council in caring for so many of the common interests of the participating 
Lutheran bodies. Especially do we commend the services of the Council in direct- 
ing the work of aiding orphaned missions and the Service Men’s Commission of 
the Council. We earnestly urge all of our congregations to participate in the 
support of this appeal. 


XX. AMERICAN LUTHERAN CONFERENCE 


The church extends its appreciation and gratitude to those who have labored 
to carry out the plans and the program set up for our American Lutheran Con- 
ference. We urge our pastors especially to subscribe to the Journal of Theology. 
We commend the splendid work of Pastor F. A. Schiotz and the Student Service 
Commission in working to bring Christ to the campuses of our state institutions. 
It is our hope and prayer that through association and fellowship great things 
can be accomplished for Christ’s Kingdom through this unity. 


XXI. CHURCH IN NORWAY 


It is with deep sorrow and concern that we note the latest happenings in the 
land of our fathers. We realize that tribulation and persecution will face those 
heroic and determined souls, the clergy and teachers in the schools of Norway. 
They stand today in the front lines, as a symbol of that which is dearest and 
most precious to Christian men and women: the freedom to preach the full 
Gospel as well as to lead and instruct the children in the faith and principles 
that their fathers have received and kept. We express our deep and sincere grati- 
tude to God that He has given strength and grace to these men to withstand the

enemy. May He give them, even in this hour of darkness, the grace to see light 
in His light. We pray that according to His holy will they may be kept and pro- 
tected by Him in His own way. To us comes the call for whole-hearted sacrifice 
and dedication to that faith which we have received from our fathers.

XXIII. TEMPERANCE 


The church expresses appreciation that the forces working for Temperance 
in the State of Minnesota are united under one banner: The United Temperance 
Movement of Minnesota. We heartily commend to our congregations the support 
of this worthy organization, as well as every other effort that is put forth to edu- 
cate our citizens to realize the seriousness of this menace for church as well as 
for society. We re-emphasize and restate the resolution adopted at a previous 
convention, namely: 

To the casual observer it is already evident that there is an alarming increase 
of drunkenness among men and women since the liquor traffic was legalized; 
and it is very sad to see the young generation so readily yielding to the drink 
evil; 

Be it therefore resolved that the Norwegian Lutheran Church, in convention 
assembled, urges upon its members to make earnest and prayerful efforts in home, 
school and church to teach children and youth the harmfulness and sinfulness of 
the drink evil, and that we as citizens again rally to the prompt support of organ- 
izations that stand for total abstinence and the destruction of the liquor traffic. 


XXIV. THE CHURCH AND CONSCIENTIOUS OBJECTORS 


The Norwegian Lutheran Church of America has pledged its allegiance to 
the two great countries, the United States and Canada, of which our members are 
citizens, and has urged its members in this time of war to manifest their loyalty 
by giving full support to their country with their substance, and, if necessary, 
their lives. 

We recognize, however, that there may be among us men who for religious 
-reasons are convinced that they cannot conscientiously take part in armed com- 
bat, or even military service of any kind, and for this reason, in order further to 
clarify our position, we adopt the following statement: 

1. We thank God that we are citizens of a country which recognizes that if 
our obligations as citizens of the Kingdom of Heaven and our citizenship in the 
United States of America conflict, it is expected that men obey their conscientious 
convictions as to what the Kingdom of God demands of them. 

2. Our government has made it possible, through regular legal procedure, as 
in the case of the Mennonites and Quakers, to establish a position of conscientious 
objection based on religious convictions in regard to participation in war. It 
should be recognized that conscientious objection for reasons of religious convic- 
tion may ofttimes require as much courage as combatant service, and is not to be 
looked upon as proof of cowardice or as an attempt to evade risk and sacrifice. 
The conscientious objector should expect to be called upon to serve his country 
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just as loyally and sacrificially, and at as great personal risk as the citizen in 
combatant service, either in non-combatant military service or in some other 
manner acceptable to his government and not inconsistent with his beliefs. 
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In the camp for conscientious objectors it is the practice, as we understand it, 
of the National Service Board for Religious Objectors to provide, through them- 
selves or their churches, for the maintenance of conscientious objectors. This 
may be wholly satisfactory to religious groups which officially take the position 
of conscientious objection. But we would respectfully suggest that the attention 
of the Director of Selective Service be called to the desirability of the federal 
government providing for conscientious objectors employment that will support 
them, and not impose their support as an obligation upon church groups or bodies 
in general. 


XXV 


We thank God for every faithful pastor who, during the past biennium, has 
broken the Bread of Life. To them has been given the most responsible work 
in the church. As undershepherds of the great Shepherd, they must carry the 
‘burden to feed the sheep and to care for the lambs. They need the prayers, the 
encouragement and the help of every true disciple of our Lord Jesus Christ in 
their work. We remember also the many faithful members, who through their 
prayers, their giving and their deep love and concern have done their part that 
Christ’s Kingdom might be extended among men and built on the chief Corner- 
stone, Jesus Christ. We remember the fathers and mothers and the Sunday 
school teachers, whose deep concern that the little children shall be brought unto 
Jesus is evidenced by their faithfulness in guiding, leading and teaching these

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General Secretary's Report 


TO THE NORWEGIAN LUTHERAN CHURCH OF AMERICA— 


Grace and Peace! 


We are this year celebrating the twenty-fifth anniversary of the amalgamation 
of the three church bodies. At that time our church had a membership of 
443,563 souls and 275,996 confirmed members. Today we have a baptized 
membership of 570,330 and a confirmed membership of 395,300. This is an 
increase of 126,767 souls or an average increase of 5,000 members during the 
25 year period. It is an increase of 119,304 confirmed members or an average 
increase of 4,772 during the 25 year period. During the past biennium we had 
an increase of 41,953 souls and 37,107 confirmed members. 

This is encouraging. We are grateful for every one who is won for the 
church membership and the Kingdom. As reliable statistics inform us that 
seventy million people in the United States and a large number in Canada do not 
belong to any church, and as there are unchurched in every community, often 
right at our church doors, even a greater effort than heretofore should be put 
forth to win these people for the church. This is our golden opportunity. "Go out 
into the highways and hedges and compel them to come in, that my house may 
be filled.” 


COMPLETE STATISTICS IN 1943 


Since 1943 is our Centennial year and for that reason a year of great historical 
interest and value, we plan to put forth a special effort to obtain complete and 
accurate statistics covering the year 1942. It will be of great importance and 
value to have an accurate record and true picture of our church at the close 
of the first hundred years of life and work in this country. We urge each and 
every pastor and congregation to make a REAL EFFORT to get accurate 
membership statistics. We wish to stress the importance and need for accuracy 
in the other rubrics: Religious instruction, ministrerial acts, services, finances, 
organizations, etc. Your complete co-operation will be appreciated. 

Regarding membership may we again remind you that the local constitution 
determines who are members of the congregation. 

We would also request that the location of every church edifice be given 
in the report next year. We so often have requests for such information. 
Since many church buildings have been moved and many amalgamations effected 
the last 25 years, it is of importance that we get this information again next year. 

The church decided at its convention in 1930 that statistics should be printed 
in full every ten years, to coincide with the Government's Religious Census. 
Complete statistics were printed in 1936. Since 1943 will be an outstanding year 
in the history of our church, and one of great interest to future generations, 
your secretary requests this convention to authorize the printing of the statistics 
in full in 1943. 


REQUESTS FOR INFORMATION 


Requests for copies of baptism certificates, marriage or confirmation records, 
etc., are rapidly increasing. Many such requests come to us and we contact 
the local pastor. We ask our pastors to make every effort to locate such records 
when requests come to them either from our office or from individuals. These 
records are of great importance to the individual for Old Age Pension, Social 
Security, Defense Work, Army or Navy records, etc. Let us help these people 
locate the records if possible. 


FOLLOWING OUR MEMBERS 


These are restless times. People are moving from place to place. This is 
also true of our church members. From experience we know that in this 
moving process a large number of members are lost to our church. There- 
for a “Notification of Change of Address” card has been prepared by the General 
Secretary. The cards are sent gratis on request. Many pastors have expressed 
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their enthusiasm and appreciation for this card. They tell us that this double 
post card is rendering a fine service to our church. Since the first of the year 
we have had requests for more than 4,000 cards. This indicates that our pastors 
are eager to notify brother -pastors about members moving and that pastors are 
happy to receive information about new residents in their community. If the 
name of the pastor in the community to which his members are moving is not 
known, notify the District President of the change of address. He will be glad 
to be of assistance in the matter. 


CLERGY ROSTER 


We would request pastors to notify this office when there is any change in 
their address. We would urge pastors to notify the General Secretary of the 
acceptance of a call and give the date of moving to the new field. It is important 
that the clergy roster be accurate and up to date. 

Any change of address to be printed in the Annual Report must reach the 
office of the General Secretary before July first. Any change for the Compli- 
mentary Almanac not later than October first. 


ANNUAL REPORT 


The Annual Report contains the Messages, Reports, Convention: proceedings 
and decisions, Statistics and many other important matters. It gives a picture 
of our church in action. The Annual Report should be in the library of every 
pastor and every congregation. 


HISTORICAL EVENTS 


Every year there are congregations that celebrate anniversaries (from five to 
95 years) of organized work. On these occasions many of them prepare souvenir 
booklets containing the history of the congregations. We would greatly appre- 
ciate having such booklets sent to us for our archives, as well as other historical 
archive material. 

The Christian church is facing a grave situation today. It behooves us to be 
ever alert, to place special emphasis upon deepened spirituality and intensified 
evangelism in our congregations. God has blessed our church these twenty-five 
years. May His blessings continue on our work and efforts for the Kingdom. 

May I express to you all my hearty thanks and gratitude for your kindness 
and co-operation.

Report of Board of Education 


June 1, 1940—June 1, 1942 

“Be strong, all ye people of the land, saith the Lord, and work: for I am with 
you, saith the Lord of hosts.” Haggai 2:4. 

To be strong, to be at work is the call of the hour to the nation and to the church. 
Woe to the weak. Woe to the idle in this day of wrath. The strength of God’s people 
lies in His presence in their midst. The work they have to do is His work. 

In making its report to the church this year the Board of Education recognizes that 
as never before the church in all its functions and undertakings is called upon to be 
strong and to work. 

The educational institutions of the church are not an end in themselves. They are 
simply an agency. An all-important agency. Maintained and operated for the attain- 
ment of an essential and noble objective—strong Christian personalities trained for and 
imbued with a desire to work in the Church of God. 

Because Christian education as carried on in our institutions of learning produces 
workers strong in the strength which God supplies, it becomes a matter of gravest 
concern to us as a church to operate these institutions at their highest efficiency. 


CHRISTIAN EDUCATION AT THE CROSS-ROADS 


A heavy burden of responsibility is being placed today upon the forces of Christian 
education. Education “as usual” is gone. 

The President of the United States declares: "We must not only win the war; we 
must win the peace, also.” 

Major General Hershey, Director of the Selective Service System, insists: “It is 
vitally important to the nation—and to the world—that the United States maintain a 
continuous supply of highly trained men in all fields necessary to the national health, 
safety, and interest to war production.” He “earnestly urges college and university 
men, in the best interests of total war, to remain in training until called by Selective 
Service.” 
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Secretary of War Stimson writes: "There are certain definite capacities which 
make a man more valuable as a leader and which can be substantially increased by 
proper education in college. They are: 

1. A capacity for clear and accurate expression. 

Å A capacity for accurate mathematical computations on a college mathematical 
evel, 

3. A basic familiarity with some exact science having a direct relationship to prob- 
lems of the Army. 

4. A capacity to deal realistically with maps and charts. 

5. A capacity to take care of himself physically and under all conditions. 

6. Good health and hard physical condition. 

"It is further desirable that men coming into the Army should understand the 
history of the United States and its institutions. Colleges can help in accomplishing 
this result.” 

America is calling upon the colleges and universities speedily to supply a great 
variety of specially educated and highly trained men for services in the armed forces, 
in industry, in numerous branches of government, and in preparation for the period 
of peace and reconstruction to follow the war. 


THE RESPONSE OF THE CHRISTIAN LIBERAL ARTS COLLEGE 


The Christian college has pledged its whole-hearted support of the government's 
war effort. 

An accelerated program is being inaugurated. Summer sessions are being intro- 
duced, making it possible for a student to complete his college course in three years. 

Additional subjects are being offered, especially in the field of science, mathematics, 
history, economics, aeronautics, geography, and certain pre-vocational courses. 

Increased emphasis is being placed upon hard work, clear thinking, understanding, 
accuracy, speed, health, and all qualities of leadership. 


WAR-TIME DIFFICULTIES OF THE CHRISTIAN COLLEGE 


The maintenance of a Christian atmosphere on the campus is doubly difficult in time 
of war. 

There is danger of forgetting the true aims and objectives of the Christian insti- 
tution. 

Increasing numbers of the most able, intelligent, alert, physically fit boys are being 
called to service in the armed forces. Boys, and to some extent girls, leave college 
‘to accept positions of various kinds. There is the lure of high wages. Others must leave 
in order to take the places of those already called to the armed forces. Some for the 
farm, some for business or industry. 

Young, vigorous teachers are called to serve their country, leaving vacancies hard 
to fill. 

Enrollments are expected to drop sharply next school year. Universities are looking 
for ‘a decrease of from 20 to 50 per cent in student enrollment. This may reasonably 
be expected also in the church colleges. 

The financial problems of the colleges will become more difficult. A drop in enroll- 
ments means lower student income. The cost of supplies, commodities, and labor is 
steadily rising. 

The administrations of our educational institutions feel keenly the pressure of the 
situation. They look to the church that brought them into being, which has supported 
them through the years, and which they have served so loyally and well. Will we, the 
church, stand by with increasing support? 


MEETING THE SITUATION 


The Board of Education unhesitatingly calls upon the membership of our church 
to meet the problems of the immediate future in the spirit of strength and of work, as 
expressed by Haggai, knowing full well that in this the Lord is with us. 

Specific actions to be taken are these: 

First, make every effort to send the boys and the girls of our congregations to our 
own colleges; enroll them as early as possible; send them to summer school in our own 
colleges. Help them realize that by going to a Christian college they will be preparing 
themselves to render the greatest service to their country as well as to their church. 
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Impress upon them that they must contribute to the speed-up in the educational process, 
playing less and working harder. 

Second, every individual in every congregation of our church should feel called 
upon in this emergency to give greater financial support than ever before to our Chris- © 
tian education work. This applies to all who wish to further the best interests of our 
country and of the Kingdom, regardless of whether or not they have children attending 
our church colleges. 

No sacrifices that Christians can make today offer promise of more lasting blessings 
than the sacrifices made in the interests of Christian education. In the present crisis 
it is through Christian education that we as a church may expect to make our greatest 
contribution to the advancement of God's Kingdom, to the support of our country’s war 
effort, to the establishment of a permanent peace, to the rebuilding of a world-wide 
Christian civilization, bringing freedom and happiness to all. 

Finally, the crisis facing our educational institutions and their work constitutes a 
solemn call to prayer. We think of our missionaries and their endangered positions. We 
go to the Throne of Grace in behalf of our government, our military forces, the young 
men in the service. As spiritual power-houses stand our Christian colleges, developing 
and training men and women who shall be strong, workers in the Church of God, men 
and women who will be prepared to contribute the utmost toward the freedom of our 
people and the people of the world. 


SIGNIFICANT EVENTS 


The most outstanding achievement on any campus in our church during the past 
year is the completion of the new library building at St. Olaf College. A lasting tes- 
timony to the loyalty and devotion of St. Olaf alumni, this magnificent building will, 
under God, serve coming generations through centuries, 

Swift misfortune struck Clifton College on March 8 when fire of unknown origin 
completely destroyed both the girls’ and boys’ dormitories. The girls and some teach- 
ers living in the dormitory lost all their personal effects. Much was saved from the 
boys’ dormitory. It is a devastating blow to a struggling institution. President Carl 
Tyssen’s report is submitted. 

With the approval of the Board of Education and the Board of Trustees of the 
church Concordia College has launched a major financial campaign in the North Dako- 
ta and Northern Minnesota Districts for the purpose of liquidating the indebtedness on 
the new Fjelstad Hall, a dormitory for girls. Concordia hopes that the campaign will 
be so successful that funds may be obtained also for a much-needed library building 
and a new auditorium-physical education building. By authority granted under a reso- 
lution passed by the 1940 General Convention, Pacific Lutheran College has em- 
barked upon a $150,000.00 campaign in the Pacific District, to wipe out its indebtedness, 
to pay for a modest health service center, and be enabled to build the first unit of a 
much needed girls’ dormitory. 


Another mile-post in the development of Augustana College has been reached in 
the completion of a new athletic field and stadium. There is nothing better in our 
church. This has been made possible by the enthusiastic support given ‘the college 
athletic program by the citizens of Sioux Falls. 


The continued generous support of the public has enabled Pacific Lutheran College 
to complete its athletic field. 


Luther College has continued its solicitation among alumni for gifts that will make 
possible the erection of a girls’ dormitory, 

The Board of Education, through its Executive Office, and through special visits 
and inspections by board members, has kept in close touch with the work at all our 
educational institutions. As evidenced by the respective reports of the institutions, the 
attendance has been normal, and the work has been carried on without serious inter- 
ruptions. All along the line our educational institutions are facing the crisis in a real- 
istic manner and in every way making preparations to meet new situations and prob- 
lems as they arise. 

The annual Lutheran Student leadership camp continues to meet with the enthusi- 
astic support of the students. Favorable comment by the administrations of our colleges 
indicates that its value carries over to the college campus. As long as that is the case 
the board intends to continue the camp. The 1942 dates are September 8-13. 
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FINANCIAL MATTERS 


Financially, the Department of Education, just as the other departments of the 
church, has fared somewhat better the last year. A study of the reports of the Treas- 
urer of the church shows that the amount received for Christian education during the 
last fiscal year is somewhat higher than the previous several years. The amounts re- 
ceived in 1939 and 1940 above the sums appropriated have been distributed to our edu- 
cational institutions by the board. A small reserve is being held to meet possible 
difficulties at the end of the present fiscal year. 

The institutions themselves, in nearly every instance, show increasing financial 
stability. This has been attained by practicing over a period of years the most rigid 
economies, both in the maintenance of the plants and the operation of the institutions. 
Unfortunately, whatever financial gains have been made by the institutions have in 
most instances been brought about by holding professors’ salaries considerably below 
the level they were before the depression and below where they ought to be today in 
view of steadily increasing living costs. 

During the biennium, with the exception of two or three instances, the educational 
institutions have steadily balanced their budget. Whenever an institution has failed to 
do so one year, it has invariably absorbed such a deficit within the next year or two. 

A careful study of our college budgets, as submitted to the board, reveals the fact 
that although our income for education has increased somewhat, we still have a long 
way to go to bring our income in this department up to a point where it will take care 
of what may be termed the reasonable, conservative expenses of these institutions. 

The income for education for the last fiscal year was 85 per cent of the total allo- 
cated, That is, of the $277,763.81 allocated to education, $236,153.99 was received, 
leaving a shortage of $41,609.82. If the total sum allocated to education is raised, it is 
fair to say that our educational institutions will be able to strengthen their financial 
structure to such an extent that we might reasonably hope that most of them, if not all, 
will be able to weather the storm. The margin of increase needed is not great, but it 
may be of tremendous significance to our whole educational program. It is the hope of 
the Board of Education that we can go forward in 1942 as we did in 1941. The board 
would encourage and urge all congregations of the church to consider seriously matters 
set forth in this report with the definite aim in view of increasing year by year their 
contributions to Christian education until the total allocated sum shall have been 
provided. 


PUBLICITY AND PROMOTION 


Through its Executive Secretary and through efforts of its members, the Board ot 
Education is constantly endeavoring to keep before the people of our church the needs 
of our educational institutions. 

We believe that the great majority of the pastors of our church regularly present 
the cause of Christian higher education in their congregations. It is also true that at a 
great many circuit meetings this subject is laid upon the hearts of the people. 

Representatives of the Executive Office and of the Board frequently address con- 
gregations and other gatherings on the subject. It is significant that during the year 
1941 no less than 101 pages of Christian education materials of various kinds appeared 
in the Lutheran Herald. It may also be noted that during the same year there were 
distributed from the Education Office of the church no less than 85,000 pieces of 
literature. All our churches have been supplied with Christian education posters. Sun- 
day service folders appropriate for Christian education Sunday (observed in the month 
of April) are offered free of charge to congregations requesting them. 

The Department of Education is associated with other departments of the church 
in maintaining a broadcasting service from the Augsburg Publishing House in Minne- 
apolis. Over a leased wire to WCAL at St. Olaf College, a daily program goes out 
over the air from the church at 10:15 o’clock. Every Wednesday morning Christian 
Education makes its presentation. 

The Department of Education also cooperates each month in the publication of the 
handsome and attractive Youth Issue of Lutheran Herald. 


COMMISSION ON HIGHER EDUCATION 


Through its Executive Office the Board of Education has continued to cooperate 
in the joint endeavors of the Commission on Higher Education. The Executive Secre- 
tary of the board has again served as chairman of this commission. On October 3-4,

1941, under the direction of the commission, the annual Lutheran Faculties Conference 
was held at St. Olaf College. A total registered attendance of 275 was recorded. These 
men and women represented no less than 21 Lutheran educational institutions scattered 
all the way from the state of Ohio to the state of Washington. "The Dynamics of 
Christian Education” was the arresting theme of the conference. All major addresses 
of the conference were published in a booklet, later distributed to the participating 
institutions. The 1942 Lutheran Faculties Conference will be held at Augustana Col- 
lege, Sioux Falls, October 2-3. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


This year the Book Mission will also be given financial support by the various 
departments of the church, including the Department of Education. 

In the field of Student Service, the Board of Education of the N. L. C. A. cooperates 
with the corresponding agencies of the other synods of the American Lutheran Con- 
ference. The Rev. Fredrik A. Schiotz is the director of this service. His report is found 
elsewhere in this section. 


The term of Dr. H. J. Glenn as a member of the Board of Education expires this 
year. He was elected to fill the unexpired term of Dr. Lester A. Pierson, recently 
elected to the presidency of the South Dakota District. 

The term of office of Pres. T. F. Gullixson, Luther Seminary, St. Paul, and of 
Pres, J. R. Lavik, Luther Seminary, Saskatoon, expires. The Convention nominates 
and elects a candidate for the first position; the Board of Education and the Board 
of Home Missions the latter. 

The term of office of Pres. L. W. Boe of St. Olaf College and of Pres. O. J. H. 
Preus of Luther College expires this year. The Board of Education and the respective 
college boards present nominations and the General Convention elects the presidents 
of these two institutions. 

Of the membership of the Board of Trustees of St. Olaf College the terms of the 
following expire this year: Judge L. O. Rue, Dr. N. Astrup Larsen, and the Honorable 
Herman L. Ekern. The Church, as St. Olaf College Corporation, elects the members 
of this Board of Trustees. Three trustees are to be elected for a term of six years. 

Members of the Board of Trustees of Luther College whose terms expire this year 
are: Rev. T. A. Hoff, George Johnson, Dr. Carl Estrem, Emil Estensen, N. Nustad. 
Elections to this board are by the Luther College Corporation. 

Luther College has submitted to the Board of Trustees of the church a request for 
permission to conduct a financial campaign in the near future for the raising of the 
necessary funds for a girls’ dormitory. This may be submitted to the convention by 
that board. 

It would seem proper before closing this report to cal] attention to the fact that 
Miss Hortense Hage’s service in the Education Office of the N. L. C. A. will be 
terminated in the month of June this year. Through seven years of service, Miss Hage 
has given to the Department of Education in our church and to Student Service the 
full measure of her deep devotion and intelligent labor, The Board of Education, in 
behalf of the church, expresses to her its deep gratitude and prays that God will con- 
tinue His blessing upon her in the important place she is going to occupy in a 
parsonage in Chicago.

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Resolution 2. Resolved, that we do now pray Almighty God for His continued 
blessings upon these institutions, and that we urge the people of our church to remember 
them frequently and fervently in their prayers. 


LUTHER SEMINARY 


Resolution 3. Again death has called one of our retired seminary professors; this 
time Dr. M. O. Wee, who passed away on April 15, 1942. Doctor Wee served as theo- 
logical professor from the time of the union in 1917 until his final illness. The Church 
hereby expresses its deep appreciation of his untiring efforts to serve the Lord and the 
Church. It expresses its heartfelt sympathy to the bereaved widow and other members 
of the family. It prays God that He will comfort the sorrowing. 

Resolution 4. Whereas, Dr. M. O. Bøckman, President Emeritus of the Seminary, 
has continued in comparative good health in our midst another year, and 

Whereas, he has from time to time been able to grace the functions at Luther Semi- 
nary with his presence, therefore be it 

Resolved, that the Church sends its greetings to Dr. Bgckman, assuring him that 
he is remembered in the prayers of a host of friends throughout the length and breadth 
of our Church. 

Resolution 5. Inasmuch as Prof. C. M. Weswig, D.D., will become Professor 
Emeritus in the summer of 1943, be it 

Resolved, that the Church expresses to him for his long, faithful, and able service 
es deepest gratitude; that it invokes upon him and his family God’s continued rich 

lessing. 

Resolution 6. Whereas, the Theological Faculty, the Church Council, and the Board 
of Education in joint session on February 25 did nominate Prof. Theodore Huggenvik 
of St. Olaf College to a position as professor at Luther Theological Seminary, there- 
fore be it now 

Resolved, that Professor Theodore Huggenvik be elected to the chair of Church 
History at Luther Seminary to succeed Dr. C. M. Weswig, and that the Church invoke 
upon him the guidance of the Spirit of God in order that his work may always be to the 
glory of God and to the advancement of His Kingdom in our midst. 

Resolution 7. A proposed amendment to the Constitution of Luther Theological 
Seminary: That it may conform with the Constitution of the Norwegian Lutheran 
Church of America, the faculty by decision of April 9, 1942, submits the following 
amendment to Article VI of the Constitution of Luther Theological Seminary: 

The article now reads: “Amendments to this Constitution must be presented in 
writing either at one of the general conventions of the Church or at each of the district 
conventions during any one year. The proposed amendments may be adopted by a two- 
thirds majority of the votes cast at the district conventions or the general convention 
of the following year. 

“Such amendments are adopted by the district conventions when at least two-thirds 
of these have adopted them separately by a two-thirds majority of the votes cast.” 

The resolution to amend: “Resolved, that Article VI ‘Amendments’ be amended to 
read as follows: ‘Amendments to this Constitution must be presented in writing at the 
General Convention of the Church. The proposed amendments may be adopted by a 
two-thirds majority of the yotes cast at the next General Convention.’ ”

OUR SCHOOLS AND THE WAR 


Resolution 8. Resolved, that the Church approve the position taken by our colleges: 
that in the present war emergency these institutions cooperate to the fullest extent with 
our government and that they make such adjustments in the curriculum and otherwise 
as may be necessary in order that there may at all times be available to the government 

and to the armed forces a sufficient number of men with technical training and special- 
ized education. 


FINANCIAL NEEDS OF OUR COLLEGES 


Resolution 9. Whereas, the war effort of our country is placing demands upon our 
colleges that will result in grave difficulties arising within our colleges, and 
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Whereas, this same war effort will increase tremendously the financial problems of 
these institutions because of the introduction of many new courses, because of the re- 
quested speed-up of education and the accompanying insistence that standards be not 
lowered, and 


Whereas, the increased cost on the one hand and the inevitable decrease of income 
from student sources on the other will jeopardize the very existence of our colleges, 
therefore be it 


Resolved, that the convention instruct the Board of Education by every available 
means to bring home to the people of our church the fact that our educational institu- 
tions belong to them and that in the final analysis the church is responsible for the 
future of these institutions, and be it further 


Resolved, that the convention lay it upon the hearts of every congregation and 
pastor that the only practical and effective way of bringing much-needed financial 
assistance to these institutions is by meeting in full the allocations to education pro- 
vided for in the regular budget of the church. 


CLIFTON COLLEGE 


Resolution 10. Resolved, that the church expresses its deep sympathy with Clifton 
College in the loss by fire of its two dormitories and that it instructs the Board of 
Education to study the educational needs of the Texas constituency of our church and 
counsel with our people of that territory as to how these needs may best be provided 
for. 


ST. OLAF COLLEGE LIBRARY 


Resolution 11. Resolved, that the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America con- 
gratulates St. Olaf College upon the completion of its magnificent library building and 
that it expresses its appreciation and gratitude to the alumni and friends of the institu- 
tion who through their generous gifts made possible this noteworthy achievement. 


CONCORDIA AND PACIFIC LUTHERAN COLLEGE 
FINANCIAL CAMPAIGNS 

Resolution 12. Whereas, Concordia College and Pacific Lutheran College through 
major financial campaigns have sought to solve some of their most pressing financial 
problems, and 

Whereas, a very considerable number of members and friends of our church have 
contributed toward these financial compaigns, and 

Whereas, these institutions, each in its own territory, are vital to the welfare and 
development of our church, now therefore be it 

Resolved, that the church commend these institutions for their enterprise and 
express to all contributors to the funds raised sincere and hearty thanks. 


AN APPRECIATION 


Resolution 13. Whereas, throughout the biennium 1940-41, the administrations and 
faculties of all our educational institutions have devoted themselves with unflagging 
energy to the task of giving to our young people a thorough education upon a Christian 
background, and 

Whereas, these institutions have remained loyal to the great purpose of the cause of 
Christian education, therefore be it 

Resolved, that the church expresses to the entire personnel of our educational 
institutions its deep appreciation and gratitude, and that we pray the Lord that He will 
throughout the difficult times into which we have come, give wisdom and fortitude to 
carry on His work at these institutions without faltering. 

Resolution 14. The church expresses its deep appreciation and gratitude to the 
Women’s Missionary Federation for its loyalty and generous support in the field of 
Christian Higher Education. Be it further 

Resolved, that the church gratefully recognizes the outstanding work carried on by 
the Thank- Offering Department during the past year. The large sum of money raised 
through the efforts of the Thank-Offering Department is helping materially in carry- 
ing the financial burden of our Educational Department. 
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; EXPRESSION OF SYMPATHY 
Resolution 15. Illness has continued in the families of President L. W. Boe and of 
President J. N. Brown. 
Resolved, that the Convention assures these men and their families that a host of 
friends are standing by in prayer, seeking to share and ease the burden. 


COMMISSION ON HIGHER EDUCATION 


Resolution 16. Resolved, that the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America ex- 
presses its appreciation of the work of the Commission on Higher Education and 
encourages it to continue its efforts to promote Christian Higher Education through- 
out the Middle West by continuing the annual meeting of the Lutheran Faculties 
Conference and by such other means as it may be able to devise and finance: 


STUDENT SERVICE 

Resolution 17. Whereas, several thousand college students of our synod carry on 
their studies in educational institutions of the state and 

Whereas, it has been found that under the direction of Executive Secretary Fredrik 
A. Schiotz a distinct service can be rendered these students and the church through 
the activities of the Lutheran Student Service Department, therefore be it 

Resolved, that the church expresses its appreciation to the Rev. Fredrik A. Schiotz 
and others who together with him are laboring so ably and faithfully for the preserva- 
tion of our Lutheran youth and for their training for service in our church. 

Resolution 18. Whereas, the forces of darkness today are engaged in a continuous 
terrific assault upon the Church of God, its work and institutions, and 

Whereas, these forces are threatening the very existence of the church’s spiritual 
power houses, our institutions of Christian higher education, therefore be it 

Resolved, that this convention urge upon the membership of the church to be fervent 
in prayer, interceding for these institutions, their presidents, faculties and students, 
that they may grow in wisdom and power needed to carry forward the cause of Jesus 
Christ. 

THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


SUMMARY OF STUDENT ENROLLMENT—1941-1942 
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A STATEMENT OF THE WORK OF THE STUDENT SERVICE 
COMMISSION OF THE AMERICAN LUTHERAN CONFERENCE 


June 1 it was four years since the secretary of the Student Service Commission 
assumed office, and on that day one term of work had been completed. The conference 
executive committee has called the secretary to serve a second term, and this call has 
been accepted. 

Four years ago the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America had its own Student 
Service set-up in Dr. Preus’ office, with Miss Hortense Hage devoting part time to 
this work. The American Lutheran Church had a Student Service Commission, with 
a chairman who served a parish but devoted considerable time to correspondence and to 
editing printed matter. The Augustana Synod had a relation with the Board of Educa- 
tion of the United Lutheran Church whereby that board served the Augustana Synod 
in student work. The Lutheran Free Church and the United Danish Church had no 
department or worker charged with specific responsibility in this area. 

Through the courtesy of the Board of Education of the N.L.C.A. and the coopera- 
tion of Dr. J. A. Aasgaard and Dr. J. C. K. Preus, Miss Hage continued after June 1, 
1938, to give part time to Student Service, but as a conference worker rather than as a 
field agent of the Norwegian Lutheran Church. Now that Miss Hage is leaving our 
service to become the wife of Pastor A. O. Storvick of Chicago, our commission wants 
to express its hearty appreciation for the arrangement that has made her assistance 
possible, and for the faithful and able service she has given. 

Immediately after the establishment of the Conference Student Service office the 
Augustana Synod looked to the new office to discharge all its responsibilities in the 
student welfare area. The American Lutheran Church Student Service Commission 
took immediate steps to facilitate cooperation. This program of cooperation culminated 
in a merger of effort December 31, 1941. Effective January 1 of this year the Confer- 
ence Commission supervises all student service for the American Lutheran Church 
and invests all its student service funds, The Lutheran Free Church and the United 
Danish Church have from the beginning looked to the Conference as their agency for 
student service. 

For one who sees the work from the inside looking out, there can be no question 
but what a piece of work like student service can be done more effectively as a joint 
effort. So true is this that the Conference has encouraged the Student Service Commis- 
sion to seek the cooperation of synods outside of the Conference. Such cooperation has 
been established with the United Lutheran Church. 

In addition to an extensive field work, student service seeks to assist pastors who 
are serving parishes in college communities by providing printed matter, through cor- 
respondence, by arranging conferences for student pastors, and through grant-in-aid 
funds. Grant-in-aid designates small appropriations that are allowed for miscellaneous 
expenses: postage, printing and mimeographing, hospitality in a pastor’s home, secre- 
tarial help to enable the pastor to devote more time to student work without slighting 
the work of the local parish, travel expenses for pastors who reside in a town some 
distance from the college campus which is being served, pulpit supply when the pastor 
is away at student conferences, and minimum assistance in defraying travel expense 
of delegates to conferences or regional] meetings where the distances are excessive. 

The Student Service Commission also works with and through the Lutheran Stu- 
dent Association of America. The LSAA, as it is known, is an autonomous, intersynod- 
ical association of Lutheran students that seeks to do for our students pretty much 
what the Luther League does for the youth at home. There are about 200 local units. 
During the past year 31 conventions of record (apart from the Lutheran Student Con- 
vention) have been held: 1 national, 13 regional, 15 area, and 2 in Canada. Our staff 
and that of the Board of Education of the United Lutheran Church, virtually serve as 
field representatives of the LSAA. 

In some centers where we have a particularly large representation of Lutheran 
students, special workers have been assigned, some on a full time basis and others on 
a part time basis. Of such help we have: 5 full time pastors: at Pullman, Wash., Madi- 
son, Wis., Chicago, Ill., East Lansing, Mich., and Minneapolis-St. Paul, Minn.; four 
secretary fellows (a graduate student who devotes half time to our work): at Cor- 
vallis, Oregon, Columbus, Ohio, Champaign-Urbana, Ill, and Brookings, S. D.; 4 
secretaries on part time: Los Angeles, Cal., Lincoln, Nebr., Baltimore, Md., and Ann 
Arbor, Mich, Of these, all but the pastor at Pullman and the fellow at Corvallis have

been added in the last four years. In some instances the support is provided in coopera- 
tion with the Board of Education of the United Lutheran Church, and in others in 
cooperation with the Home Mission Board of a particular synod. It is in this area of 
full time and part time help for work at a given local point that there is a great need 
for expansion in Student Service. 

During the fiscal year that is about to close (July 1, 1941-June 3, 1942) funds of 
the Student Service Commission have been invested in the following manner :

Contributions to support this budget are made by each of the five Conference 
synods. The Conference executive committee allocates proportionately on each 
synod, and the individual synods determine through what channel the gift shall 
be made. In some instances this is done through a central synodical board, and 
in other instances the budget is made up through contributions from a board, 
plus gifts from regional districts and auxiliary organizations.

On April 15th, just before midnight, death took from this present life our 
colleague Prof. M. O. Wee after a lingering illness which during the last year 
had been sapping his strength. Dr. Wee’s theological professorship began at Red 
Wing Seminary in 1908 and at Luther Theological Seminary with the Union of 
1917, 
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By the retirement rule Dr. Wee's regular professorship had concluded Sep- 
tember 1, 1941. 

By the operation of retirement regulations Dr. C. M. Weswig will conclude 
his regular professorship September 1, 1943. Joint nomination by the Board -of 
Education, the Church Council, and the Seminary Faculty to the vacancy thus 
SER presents the name of Prof. Theo. Huggenvik of the St. Olaf College 

aculty. 

Dr. John P. Milton and Prof. Rolf A. Syrdal, elected to the Faculty at the 
last General Convention, entered into their labors at the Seminary with the begin- 
ning of the past school year. 

Prof. M. J. Stolee (Emeritus) has instructéd classes in Missions and in Norse 
Homiletics during both semesters. 

Again this year Prof. L. M. Brings has instructed our students in Speech and 
Prof. Rupert Sircom our large Junior Class in Church Music. 

Authorized and instructed by the General Convention of 1940, the Board ot 
Trustees has appointed the following Seminary Library Building Committee:

Due to war-time priorities no attempts have been made to build. 

Thirty-three student internes are at present in the field. 

Of the current year's Middler Class of forty-four, seven have been granted 
exemption from interneship and invited to return as Seniors next year. 

A successful Convocation again marked the opening of the second semester. 
Conferences of Bible Camp Workers and of Luther League Officers greatly added 
to interest and to the increased attendance. 

The Selective Service Act which grants exemption from military service to 
students of bona fide theological seminaries, lays upon all who are admitted to 
these privileges, and upon those granting admission, an added responsibility. 
The Seminary has earnestly sought to serve loyally both Church and Government 
in this dark and difficult day. 

All applications for admittance to the Seminary for the fall semester will be 
considered on July 10, 1942. Only admissions for the second semester beginning 
February 2, 1943, will be considered at the December meeting of the Faculty. 

Elections will be held at this Convention to the Presidency and the Vice 
Presidency of the Seminary.

LUTHER THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY 
Saskatoon, Sask., Canada 
Annual Report, 1941-1942 


One of the main problems of our Seminary is that of securing the necessary 
number of properly qualified students. Particularly two circumstances are making 
the solution of this problem very difficult at the present time. 

The one is that several of the most promising young men, who had definitely 
signified their intention of applying for admission to the Seminary, or had already 
applied, have been drafted for military service. 

The other is that so many of the men who otherwise would have been very 
desirable candidates do not measure up to the scholastic standard set by the 
church for admission to the Seminary. Their deficiency is principally due to the 
pioneer conditions under which they have grown to maturity, and the serious 
economic difficulties that have so generally prevailed during the past fifteen years 
or more. These have been particularly severe in the agricultural communities of 
western Canada. : 

We can with strong conviction plead with the proper authorities that it is 
also in the national interest that the man-power of the church be not too seriously 
depleted in these critical times. But this may not prove very effective, for these 
authorities are at present very much preoccupied with what they conceive to be 
military necessities. And we are naturally reluctant to say or to do anything that 
could reasonably be interpreted as a lack of appreciation of the tremendous issues 
that are at stake in that field. 

In this difficult situation it may become necessary for us to consider the 
advisability of admitting to the Seminary a few more mature men who, though 
not quite measuring up to the desired scholastic standard, otherwise give promise 
of rendering valuable service in the ministry. If such exceptions are made, the 
number should of course be kept down to the minimum of what the present situa- 
tion may seem to require. 

This year we gained only three new students, and we regret to have to report 
that we lost two. It became necessary for one member of the senior class to dis- 
continue his studies shortly before the end of the first semester; and a member ot 
the junior class, who had been enrolled as a special student, because of certain 
scholastic deficiencies, also found that he could not continue through the year. 
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However, he was subject to call for military service and for this reason he would 
not have been able to continue his studies next year. 

We have been greatly encouraged this year by the establishment of a Student 
Aid Fund, from which loans will be granted to needy students. The fund was 
started by the generous gift of $1000 from the John Anderson Estate. John 
Anderson was a son of the pioneer pastor, Bersvend Anderson. Other gifts have 
been received as follows: Three daughters of Rev. and Mrs. J. J. Akre, Edith, 
Adelaide and Marie, in memory of their mother, $95; Mrs. Lovise Bergquist, in 
memory of her husband, M. M. Bergquist, $200; Mrs. Ruth Holland, in memory 
of her husband, Rev. H. Holland, $230; the L. D. R. of Rose Valley, in memory of 
Rev. H. Holland, $5; the Green Valley Ladies’ Aid, in memory of Mr. A. D. Dahl, 
$5; a total of $1535. 


We are deeply grateful to all who have so generously given to this fund, both 
because they have made possible the meeting of a real need, but possibly even 
more because these gifts seem to us to indicate an increasing sense of responsi- 
bility in relation to the problem of training men for the ministry of the Word in 
our Church in Canada. We trust that this sense of responsibility has been awak- 
ened to such an extent that gifts will continue to flow into this fund, and that 
many will continually pray the “Lord of the harvest, that He will send forth 
laborers into His harvest” (Matt. 9:37). 

The work at the Seminary has progressed normally this year. Both teachers 
and students have enjoyed good health. The cooperative arrangement with the 
Lutheran College and Seminary has continued to function harmoniously and 
effectively. 

Last year we had the joy of presenting to the church our first graduate. This 
year commencement exercises will be held May 22nd, and then the following five 
young men will be presented to the church as Candidates of Theology: Sigmund 
Bue, Erik B. R. Haave, Josef B. Haave, Lars Knudson, and Marvin B. Odland. 
We pray the Lord of the harvest to send them forth and to make their lives fruit- 
ful in His service.

ANNUAL REPORT OF AUGUSTANA COLLEGE 
1941-1942 


Christian colleges face many duties in time of war. They desire and must put 
their physical assets at the disposal of the government. They face the immediate 
task of furnishing a spiritual ministry for the church and the state. Obviously 
this ministration for the men in the armed services is of vital concern. But these 
institutions have one great task that outweighs all the others. It is to supply what 
the world needs more than anything else—in peace as in war— a simple and com- 
pelling Gospel, preached by men who believe it with all their minds, feel it with 
all their hearts, and prove the sincerity of their faith by their conduct. 

In line with the request of the Federal Government, Augustana College has 
geared its program to meet the demands growing out of the present crisis. New 
courses have been added to the curriculum, such as aviation (primary, secondary, 
and non-college), nurses’ training, and special courses in mathematics and phys- 
ics. The program for the school year has been accelerated by eliminating the 
various vacat.on periods. The summer school has also been extended, thus offer- 
ing opportunities for a student to complete the regular requirements for gradua- 
tion in two years and eight months of continuous study. 

The Selecive Service Act and the demand for workers in war industries have 
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made serious inroads on the student population, particularly in the weeks follow- 
ing the entry of the United States into the war. Leaders in state and education 
predict an even more serious drop in student registrations for the coming year. 
Every effort is being made to meet this situation by a curtailment of teaching 
staff and a temporary consolidation of course offerings. However, in spite of the 
many rapid adjustments which the colleges have been forced to make, each month 
brings increased complications to be met and, if possible, to be solved. The out- 
look is uncertain for Christian Higher Education. But we believe in our mission 
re pray God for grace to face each new day’s tasks with courage, wisdom, and 
aith, 

Last fall the new athletic field and stadium were dedicated and presented to 
the college by the Athletic Association. This fine addition to the physical educa- 
tion facilities represents a value of approximately $50,000. Repeated requests have 
been received from the government for intensified programs in physical education 
to include increased intramural activities and intercollegiate competition, calling 
for the participation of all students in some form of organized physical activity. 
The college is well equipped to comply with this new demand. 


Faculty 


Mr. Palmer Eide, of the Art Department, and Miss Hilda Dahl, of the Train- 
ing School, were granted leaves for the year 1941-1942. Mr. Eide is studying at 
Yale University under a scholarship in Art from that institution. Miss Dahl is 
studying at the University of Washington in Seattle, and will receive her master’s 
degree this spring. Both Mr. Eide and Miss Dahl will return to the college in the 
fall. Miss Marion Utley has served as temporary teacher in Art, and Mrs. Iola 
Aalbue has served as temporary supervisor in the Training School. 

The following instructors were added to the faculty for the school year 1941- 
42: 

Mr. Keith Case, Dean of Men, and instructor of Dramatics and Speech. 

Miss Ruth Nelson, instructor of Voice and Public School Music. 

Mr. Harry Hendrickson, instructor of Economics. Mr. Hendrickson was 
called into the service at the beginning of the second semester. His courses for 
the second semester were taken care of by the Department of Social Studies. 

Mr. Donald Gregory, who served as assistant in the Art Department in the 
school year 1940-41, was inducted into the service last summer. His position was 
left vacant. 

Several of the faculty members have been notified by their respective boards 
that they may be called into the armed service of the country in the very near 
future. Some have already been notified that they will not be deferred beyond the 
first of June of this year. 

The war has come and revealed to us the appalling need of the hour. The 
material need is apparent. It is hurled at us from the housetops. "Buy more de- 
fense bonds; keep them flying,” is the slogan of the day. Americans accept this 
responsibility calmly and willingly. However, the acute need of the present crisis 
must not escape us. The chief need ig not material but spiritual. Without mini- 
mizing our material support for the war effort, we must implement our Christian 
colleges more effectively for the supreme task which they face. We believe that 
God has called us to a special mission. That mission is to undergird the lives of 
young men and women with an overpowering faith in an imperishable gospel; an 
undying faith in a living Christ; and a certainty, which is established by the issues 
of life, that the kingdom of God will endure even in a day of crumbling maxims 
and crumbling empires.

The total figure for both semesters indicates an increase of one per cent over 
the preceding year. Although this increase is slight, it reveals a healthy condition 
in view of the fact that the average decline in the college registration for the 
country is between ten and twenty per cent. A number of the students dropped 
out of school after the close of the first semester. However, his number was offset 
by a substantial number of transfer students registering the second semester.

To the Board of Education of the Norwegian Lutheran 
Church of America 
Gentlemen: 

The college year 1941-42 marks the Fiftieth Anniversary of Concordia Col- 
lege. The Golden Jubilee Homecoming and Founders Day was observed October 
10-12, with Dr. T. F. Gullixson and Dr. J. C. K. Preus together with representa- 
tives of sister institutions bringing us the messages. The mission of the Christian 
college in a bewildered age was clearly and impressively presented to large 
audiences. 

Every educational institution makes use of great milestones in its history to 
review the devotion and sacrifices which have made possible the existence and 
development of their institutions. Concordia College was fortunate in having a 
pioneer president, the Reverend R. Bogstad, who agreed to edit a book on “The 
Early History of Concordia College.” This publication appeared in book form 
last fall and covers in a complete and fascinating manner the struggles and suc- 
cesses of the first twenty years. It is perhaps the most detailed account of the 
founding and early history which has been written concerning any of our educa- 
tional institutions. We express our sincere appreciation to Reverend Bogstad for 
his significant contribution to the observance of the Golden Jubilee year. We trust 
that it may receive a wide circulation. 
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For many years the Board of Directors and the friends of the college have 
looked forward to the Fiftieth Anniversary as a time when the serious needs of 
the college for more buildings might be satisfied. Plans were formulated as early 
as 1936, but financial conditions in the territory and the Centennial Appeal of our 
church necessitated the postponement of fund raising for other purposes. The 
Directors of the college petitioned the Board of Trustees of our synod for permis- 
sion to ask our people in the Concordia territory for a Golden Jubilee gift in 
1942, This request was granted. The districts of Northern Minnesota, North Da- 
kota and eastern Montana are, at the time this report is written, engaged in gath- 
ering a fund to pay off the bonded indebtedness on Fjelstad Hall. Should addi- 
tional funds be raised, this money will be used to supply long-awaited buildings 
to care for the steadily increasing enrollment. The appeal of our church has found 
a ready response among our church members and reports from the various circuits 
indicate that the results will be encouraging. We have just learned that the congre- 
gations of the American Lutheran Church in this territory have volunteered to 
participate in the Golden Jubilee Gift, as an expression of good will and apprecia- 
tion for the services rendered their young people by the college. Several congre- 
gations of other synods are likewise participating. This voluntary expression of 
inter-synodical cooperation is not only an appreciated encouragement in a time 
of real need, but augurs well for collaboration in the future. Concordia is the 
only Lutheran college remaining in this large Lutheran territory. To care ade- 
quately for the educational needs of her Lutheran young people, the college 
should have enough buildings to accommodate a thousand students. Two addi- 
tional buildings would provide facilities for seven hundred and fifty or eight hun- 
dred. Less than the price of one Douglas Bomber will provide Christian education 
opportunities for 200-300 more young people. Who can measure the value of this 
investment in Kingdom service? We must and we will perform our Christian 
duties as citizens of our beloved land in this time of crisis, but will not every 
child of God heartily agree with the great Christian financial advisor, Roger 
Babson, when he said recently: 

“We are willing to give our property and even our lives when our country calls 
in time of war. Yet the call of Christian Education is today of even greater 
importance than was ever the call of the army and the navy.” 

Complying with the request of the federal government, Concordia has ad- 
justed her program to wartime needs. Summer sessions will be offered, making 
it possible for students to complete a college course in three years. Many new 
courses have been introduced, including a commercial department, Civilian Pilot 
Training, a five-year course in nursing education, leading to B. A. and R. N., and 
an enlarged program of physical education. More than one hundred Concordians 
are now in the service of their country and many others are filling positions of 
trust in non-military departments of the nation. Concordia is pledged to an “all 
out” service of our country in this world crisis. 

We have been greatly encouraged this year by another increase in enrollment, 
when practically all institutions have reported a decrease from 5 to 25 per cent. 
Health conditions have been exceptionally good. The organizations have rendered 
commendable service. The work on the campus is carried on in overcrowded 
quarters, but we are hopeful that the church’s “Golden Jubilee Gift Appeal’ will 
provide more ample quarters in the future. 

The business administration of the college is to be commended for the faithful 
and efficient care of college property and funds, The endowment fund of over a 
half million, contributed in 1926, has not only been preserved during the depres- 
sion years, but actually increased. The budget of the college has again been 
balanced and all accounts paid. Extensive improvements in college buildings 
have been effected each summer, but limited means leave many needed improve- 
ments to be provided in the future. We trust that our church, at the forthcoming 
general convention, may substantially increase the appropriation for our educa- 
tional institutions. It will be impossible to meet rising costs, with the appropria- 
tions which have prevailed during depression years 

We wish to express our appreciation to all who have contributed to a worthy 
observance of the Fiftieth Anniversary. Vor gifts, greetings, encouragements 
and prayers we humbly and gratefully thank you. Our colleges will need the 
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support of our pastors, alumni, parents and other friends in directing young peo- 
ple to our institutions, if enrollments are to be maintained next year. A word of 
encouragement is often all that is required. Our young people need the sustain- 
ing influence of the Word of God in the bewildering and chaotic days. Letters 
from our students in military service are filled with thankfulness to God for the 
opportunity of attending a Christian college. May this privilege be accorded 
many of our future draftees. 


The Golden Jubilee commencement will take place May 31 to June 2, 1942. 
The baccalaureate sermon will be given by the Right Reverend Rudolph M. 
Fjelstad, president of the Northern Minnesota District and the commencement 
address will be delivered by Dr. A. J. Aasgaard, president of the Norwegian 
Lutheran Church of America. Eighty-four will receive bachelor of arts and bach- 
elor of music degrees. 

As we leave behind the fiftieth milestone in the history of Concordia College, 
we look forward with gratitude to the increased service which, by the Grace of 
God, we may render our church and our country. May the motto of the college 
“to God alone belongs the glory” be written across the pages which record the 
unwritten history of the years which lie ahead.

Grace and peace! 

Another school year is draw.ng to a close. This has been for Luther College, 
as for all other colleges in America, a memorable year because of the draft and 
the attack on Pearl Harbor which brought us definitely into the War of the 
Continents. 

The war will seriously affect our colleges. Å reduction in enrollment of 25- 
50% is predicted for next year. Especially if the draft age is lowered does the 
situation become serious. Luther, with a larger percentage of male students, will 
in any event be asked to contribute a proportionately larger share to the nation’s 
war program. In fact the situation is such that the Church must face the issue of 
whether Luther, and perhaps our other colleges, shall live through this crisis. 
Special study, special attention and special treatment of our colleges will there- 
fore no doubt be required from now on. [ take for granted that the Church will 
guard with sacrificial care the institutions that are her own children and at the 
same time, under God, her unfailing source of strength. But steps to safeguard 
them must, as I see it, be taken now. 

In the class of 1941 seventy-two received their B.A. degree. Eight received 
the certificate for elementary teachers, having completed the two-year course 
preparatory to teaching in the elementary schools. 

This year’s graduating class numbers sixty-two, and twelve are completing 
the two-year course. 

The work during the present school year has been carried on without serious 
interruptions of any kind. Quite a few cases of flu developed in the early spring 
of this year, but no very serious case has occurred. The health of the students 
and faculty has otherwise been good, for which we thank God. 

The enrollment this year was not up to last year’s enrollment, but good when 
compared with other years. As I have pointed out in former reports, it is very 
important for the college to maintain and, if possible, increase its enrollment, 
because the cost to the college per student becomes less and less until you reach 
about 1000. And it is much easier to operate within our budget if we have even 
500 students than it is with 300. The people who are instrumental in sending us 
good students are therefore rendering us a great service in a material way as 
well as enabling us to accomplish more for the Kingdom of God. 

Last summer death visited the home of one of our families and took away 
our beloved Professor, Dr. William Sihler, who up to the summer of 1940 had 
taught continuously at Luther for fifty years. He gave the commencement ad- 
dress at the close of that school year. At that time he was already a sick man, 
and this was his last official act at the college. An operation seemed to give 
temporary relief. But it was temporary only. Little by little his strength was 
sapped. On July 7, 1941, he slept away and was laid at rest in the Lutheran 
Cemetery at Decorah. 

Professor Sihler was a splendid teacher, a unique character, loved by the 
many students and former students who had sat at his feet during their college 
careers. He was original in his methods, and taught a wide variety of subjects, 
until the last few years when his whole time was given to German. He will be 
missed for a long time at the college. And those who had him as a teacher 
will keep him in loving remembrance as long as they live. 

The following other faculty changes have occurred. Dr. Norlie, approaching 
the age of retirement as a teacher, accepted a position last fall as cataloguer in 
the library at St. Olaf College. Professor A. O. Davidson, former superintendent 
of schools at Springfield, Minnesota, an alumnus of Luther College and later a 
graduate student at Harvard, was called to fill the vacancy and has successfully 
taught education and psychology at Luther this year. He has also had charge of 
the Placement Bureau. Now he is about to be called into the service. Mr. Elmo 
Gulsvig, Mr. Philip Ambuel, and Dr. Harold Orwoll, all of whom assisted part 
time in the Chemistry Department, have been called into industrial chemistry 
with the DuPonts. Mr. Robert Jacobsen will shortly join them, it seems. Mr. 
Paul Kuhl, who preceded Mr. Ambuel as instructor in chemistry, has enrolled 
in the medical school of the State University of Iowa. Mr. Eliel Fritz has come 
here to fill the vacancy in the chemistry department temporarily. Mr, Erling 
Struxness has similarly come to fill the vacancy left by Dr. Orwoll and Philip 
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Ambuel in the Biology Department, where they each gave part time service. Miss 
Gertrude Sovik, a daughter of Missionary Erik Sovik, a graduate of St. Olaf 
College and later a graduate student at the University of Detroit and the Univer- 
sity of Iowa, has taught German and physical education for women. Miss Ella 
Valborg Rolvaag, a daughter of the late Professor and Mrs. Rolvaag, who has 
received her B.A. from St. Olaf, her M.A. from Wisconsin, and has studied a 
couple of years in Norway, has been added to the staff as instructor in English 
and Norse. Professor Lambert Orton (Aarthun), who has received his under- 
graduate training at Northern State Teacher’s College, Aberdeen, S. D., and 
Lake Forest College, and his Master’s degree at Northwestern University, fol- 
lowed by further graduate work at the University of Chicago, has temporarily 
filled the position left vacant when Prof. Theo. Nickel left for Concordia Sem- 
inary, and has also taught Spanish. Mrs. Margaret Minge Perret, who taught 
piano and music theory, had to discontinue her work here at the close of the 
first semester, her husband having taken a position in the Northwestern Univer- 
sity Medical School, Chicago. To fill the vacancy Mr. Richard Hervig, of Sioux 
Falls, S. D., who has a bachelor’s degree from Augustana College, Sioux Falls 
and a Master’s from Iowa in music, has been called. He has taken over all the 
classes in theory formerly taught by Mrs. Perret and Prof. Donald Larson, while 
Mr. Larson has taken over Mrs. Perret’s piano pupils. Prof. Morton O. Nilssen, 
who had taught Christianity here for a number of years accepted a call to a con- 
gregation in Villa Park, Illinois, last summer. This gives him an opportunity to 
continue his graduate work at Northwestern. Miss Carrie M. Anderson, who 
taught the Christian education classes in the Christianity department, also re- 
signed last summer in order to continue her graduate work in Chicago. The col- 
lege has been fortunate in obtaining the services of the Reverend L. N. Field, 
of Kalispell, Montana, as professor of Christianity. He is a son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Fred N. Field of Fergus Falls, Minn., attended Park Region Luther College 
three years, St. Olaf one year, receiving his B.A. at the latter institution, his B.D. 
from Luther Theological Seminary, and his M.A. from Columbia University in 
hymnology. He has written a notable thesis on Bach which will be published by 
Augsburg Publishing House. Sociology has been taught at Luther during the 
past year by Mr. Frank Miller, a young attorney of Decorah. He is a graduate 
of Luther College, has received his legal training at the University of Iowa, and 
is a member of the firm of Hauck and Miller, Decorah. To fill the vacancy as 
instructor in speech, which was filled temporarily by Miss Evelyn Steele, in 1940- 
41, Mr. Kenneth Berger was called last year. He is from Duluth, Minn., has 
received his undergraduate training at St. Olaf College and his graduate work 
at Minnesota. It is worthy of note that in his first year at Luther one of his ora- 
tors, Karlton Rosholt, of Williston, N. D., received first place in the National 
Speech Tournament. Miss Martha E. Selness, our library assistant, entered wed- 
lock last summer. To fill her place in the library, Miss Margaret Borg-Breen was 
called. She is a daughter of Rev. and Mrs. E. Borg-Breen, of Spring Grove, 
Minnesota, and a graduate of Luther College. Besides the training received under 
our own Dr. K. T. Jacobsen in library science, she has studied library science 
at the State University of [owa.

The Alumni campaign for a building fund with a women’s dormitory in view 
has been carried on very unostentatiously but with some success. Better than 
$80,000.00 has been pledged and about half of this paid in. On account of the 
Centennial ingathering no general campaign has been attempted, but it is hoped 
that following the Centennial a campaign may be inaugurated which will provide 
funds for other buildings which are needed. 

The College has during the past year participated in a study on teacher edu- 
cation carried on under the auspices of the North Central Association. Dr. C. R. 
Waldeland has been the director. In this capacity he has attended a six weeks 
summer “Work Shop” at the University of Minnesota. The study has led to 
some important discoveries and stimulated interest in further self analysis. 

A defense committee has been set up under the chairmanship of Prof. D. T. 
Nelson. This committee has among many other things arranged for a speaker 
on defense every Tuesday following chapel. 

The various organizations on the campus have been active as usual. The 
Luther College Concert Band under the direction of Dr. C. A. Sperati has made 
a successful tour. The Schola Cantorum under the leadership of Prof. Lambert 
Orton expects to go out immediately after commencement. The Women’s Chorus 
has also made a tour under the direction of Miss Clara J. Hoyt. All of these 
organizations have done very well and are a credit to the institution. 

The faculty has worked together in the most excellent harmony. The ambi- 
tion of each member seems to be to do something for each student and through 
them for the College, our Church and our Country. 

It is important, as always, to have a good student body. We have much to be 
thankful for in this respect. The number of scholarships and good positions which 
our graduates receive immediately upon receiving their degree indicates that our 
students are of good caliber and have accomplished something during their years 
in college. But if this is to continue from year to year our church people must 
continue to support the institution by sending us good material to work with, 
i. e., talented Christian boys and girls. 

There is much uncertainty on account of the war. Thirty-seven boys have 
left us on account of it. Four teachers have left. Several others are no doubt 
leaving before another school year opens. Twenty seniors and juniors are en- 
rolled in V-7 of the Navy. Girls are encouraged to become nurses. What next 
year and the following years have in store for us we do not know. We do know 
that God lives. He has called us into His service and He has, no doubt, work 
for us to do also in the days that lie ahead. We thank Him and our Church for 
the year that is past and pray that God's blessing may continue upon our schools, 
upon our Church and upon our country, that whether peace among nations will 
come or not this year, we may have that "peace which the world cannot give.”

President’s Annual Report 


To the Board of Education of the Norwegian Lutheran Church: 

I am herewith submitting to the board a very brief report covering the schoo 
year 1941-42. We opened school on September 15 and shall have commencement 
exercises on June 2 instead of June 9 as announced in our catdlog. The change 
in date has been made because of war conditions. We expect to graduate a clas: 
of 177 this year. 

Last year was a peak year in every respect. The enrolment was the highes: 
in our history and the income correspondingly high. On account of the wai 
clouds hovering over the country, we feared very much that the enrolment thi: 
year would shrink to a much lower figure. We have, however, no reason tc 
complain. We have reached a total of 1,125—561 men and 564 women. The aver. 
age is about 61 below the average of the two semesters last year. The income 
on the other hand, will represent about 125 students less, due to the fact tha 
many of our men have had to drop out after registration to go into war service 
Through long experience we have discovered that it is easier to expand thar 
contract and we shall therefore feel the effect of the lessened income along every 
line. : 

Not many changes were made in the faculty. Six gave up work at St. Ola 
and ten new members were added. Two returned from leaves of absence and fiv: 
are on leaves of absence this year. Several members of the faculty are in the 
service and others will be going. Ansgar Sovik will become a chaplain in the 
navy. At the end of the school year Sandquist from the Department of Englist 
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and Speech, and Grangaard of the Department of Physical Education for Men, 
will be leaving. Mr. Solum of the Department of Mathematics, who has been 
absent on leave all year, is in government work in Washington. William Benson 
is still serving as chaplain in the army. Except where absolutely necessary, these 
men will not be replaced. The members of the faculty have gladly and willingly 
divided up the work and have assumed additional loads. 

The health of the students has been uniformly good, far better than we had 
reason to expect. The work has gone on without interruption and we are now 
approaching the end of what we shall all of us have to concede is a good year, 
and that in spite of the irregularities and interruptions that have come in. Disci- 
pline has been good, though we shall always have instances that cause anxiety 
and trouble. 

The health of the faculty has not been quite as good. In several instances they 
have had to take time off, but so far it has not interrupted the work very much. 
Mr. H. B. Hanson of the Department of Religion underwent a serious operation 
shortly before the Christmas holidays and another later, and Mr. Bly, the regis- 
trar, recently suffered a severe heart attack and will be forced to remain away 
from his work for several weeks. ; 

The spiritual life of the college is sometimes on a high plane and then will 
come periods when there seemingly is a sag. Under the leadership of Professor 
Dybvig we have had some fine Lenten meetings where the attendance has been 
practically 75 per cent of the student body. The students contributed at each of 
the Lenten services a goodly sum to orphaned missions and the war service of 
the National Lutheran Council. Spiritual Emphasis Week this year was particu- 
larly good. Dr. E. M. Hegge of Chicago was the sole speaker. There was prac- 
tically a 100 per cent attendance on the part of the faculty and student body 
throughout the meetings. 

The outstanding feature of the year has been the building and moving into 
the new library. Contracts were let the first part of January, 1941. A more fortu- 
nate time could not have been chosen. The cost of the library, at least as we 
figure it out preliminarily, will come to 38c a cubic foot, where the administration 
building, constructed in 1924 and 1925, cost 42c. The exterior of the building is 
very much like the administration building. The inside has been finished and 
furnished in such a way as to make the building very attractive. Messrs. Lang 
and Raugland, the architects, and the contractors deserve the commendation of 
all for their good work. We have had no more pleasant experience in the erection 
of buildings than in this instance. On March 28 we had Alumni Day, when the 
alumni and friends from a distance came to spend the day with us, visiting classes 
and taking part in a meeting to discuss the future of the Alumni Association. 
Then we had “open house” in the latter part of the afternoon for the alumni and 
in the evening for the general public. It was a real experience. This building is the 
gift of the alumni of St. Olaf to St. Olaf and the church. Sufficient has veen 
subscribed to cover the total cost but we still have about $75,000 to collect in on 
the pledges which, of course, is a problem during these times, but we have faith 
in the alumni that they will finish the task. 

On March 30 and 31 all the books and furniture were moved from the Steens- 
land library to the new building and by the opening of school after the Easter 
holidays, the new library will be taken into use. Moving from the old building 
‘o the new calls to mind the gift of Consul Halle Steensland way back in 1902. 
The total cost at that time, only $13,000, was large for that day, small when we 
think of the almost astronomical figures that are commonly used now in these 
days of war. From 1902 until today this little building has served us well. It has 
heen crowded with books and students far beyond its capacity, but we owe a 
debt of gratitude to Consul Steensland and his family for what they did in the 
old days. All honor to his memory. 

The question of dedication has been up for consideration, whether it should 
take place at commencement in June this year, or be put off until the celebration 
of the hundredth anniversary of our church. We are inclined to favor the latter 
as it would be a fine way in which to mark the progress of the church in the 
huilding of its institutions. The church and St. Olaf are under obligation to the 
alumni for the manifestation of love and loyalty they have given. The gifts in 
many cases represent real sacrifice. Other friends have voluntarily stepped in and 
helped. Just a few can be mentioned here. Arthur Andersen of Chicago has 
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continuously been interested. Birger Osland, also of Chicago, has been active in 
gathering funds and friends who by their gifts have spurred us on. In early 
January, Frederic Schaefer and family of Pittsburgh gave us $20,000 for endow- 
ment. These men are particularly interested in the Norwegian-American Histo- 
rical Association, the archives for which are located at St. Olaf. The Norwegian- 
American Historical room was furnished by a group which includes, in addition, 
Olaf Halvorson of Huntington Park, California, S. J. Arnesen of Brooklyn, and 
J. A. Holmboe of Oklahoma City. Ivar Dahl of Albert Lea, Minnesota, has also 
added his gift. 

The Hauge room, set aside as a memorial, is the result of the gift of $28,000 
by the Red Wing Alumni. It is built in the form of a little chapel and will be the 
center for the voluntary religious activities of the school. 

Then a word in regard to the coming year. There has never been a time 
when the liberal arts colleges, in which the church is particularly interested, have 
been more at sea than now. The technological schools, usually maintained by the 
state, fit right into the picture as we shall have to live it for the duration of the 
war. We are taking steps to offer the courses that are necessary and advisable 
in view of wartime, and the government on its part is doing everything in its 
power to encourage young people to continue their education from high school 
into college. 

After very thoroughly studying the problem of what to do in regard to sum- 
mer courses for acceleration, the faculty decided that it was not advisable for St. 
Olaf to have a summer course: first, because our students come from an eco- 
nomic level that cannot afford a twelve-month year of schooling; and second, 
because twelve months of school is bad both for students and members of the 
faculty from a physical standpoint. Where students financially find it possible 
to attend a summer school, we rather recommend that they go to some well- 
established school and then come with the extra credits necessary for the com- 
pletion of the four-year course at St. Olaf. By taking eighteen hours each of the 
three years and two summer courses, at some well-established summer school, 
preferably, the required 128 credits for graduation can be earned 

One thing is very evident, namely, that there is no substitute for a good edu- 
cation, and the liberal arts college, with all its faults, is today recognized as the 
best type of educational institution in the country. It really may not prove any- 
thing and still, it is an indication: in the book called "Who's Who,” giving the 
names of 32,000 men and women who, according to this standard, have made 
good, over 88 per cent are college men and women. It makes no difference 
whether they go into the professions or into business, whether it be in peacetime 
or wartime. College men and women are offered the best opportunities because, 
through a liberal arts education, they have acquired the ability to learn and to 
think and to act, characteristics that are of real value in times like these. So, we 
want to call upon the church, its pastors and members, to exert unusual effort 
this year to get young people to go to our church colleges, and we emphasize 
church colleges as we need more than ever to strengthen in our young people 
their Christian faith and the philosophy of life that is based on this faith. We 
are hunting for security today in so many ways, through insurance, through the 
acquisition of property and position. We are, however, discovering the truth 
of what is said in the Bible, that it is not by power nor by might but by God’s 
Spirit that things are done and established 

We do not have a complete record of the men—graduates and students—who 
have gone into the service, but they constitute a large number, and uniformly 
they come back from their army experience and tell us that a Christian liberal 
arts education is worthwhile in helping to resist temptation and all the evils they 
come in contact with, and to make it possible for them to render a larger and 
finer service to the country in its time of need. St. Olaf, without reservation, 
takes its stand with the country in fighting for democracy and liberty and free- 
dom, which are gifts from God that have been handed to our people and which 
we want to transmit to our children and children’s children. We have no hesita- 
tion in praying that the Lord will bless our President and those upon whose 
shoulders we have laid the heavy responsibility for decision. We bless and pray 
for our country and its armed forces in their flight for the objectives we as a 
Christian people have set before ourselves. We, who in many respects must 
stand on the side lines and serve, can serve best by maintaining in full strength

the spiritual forces that can only come from the Spirit. In this way unitedly we 
can go forward with faith and hope that victory will be ours.

Our hope and prayer is that we shall be 
able to come through the difficult times that lie ahead ready and able to perfcrin 
an even greater service in time of peace.

PACIFIC LUTHERAN COLLEGE 
President’s Annual Report 


“Acceptable to God and approved of men” (Rom. 14:18). 

As followers of the Lord Jesus Christ we desire our college and its work to 
be “acceptable to God,” that is, truly Christian, and “approved of men,” that is, 
fully accredited. Just because the world continues to need so sorely the Christian 
testimony, so the church college needs the accreditation and approval of com- 
petent men. 

Two years ago Pacific Lutheran College gained state approval as a four- 
year College of Education with the understanding that this accredited status 
should become permanent in 1942 if further annual inspections revealed satis- 
factory progress. Next June is the month of decision. Furthermore, the college 
should seek regional accreditation as a four-year college at the hands of the 
Northwest Association of Secondary and Higher Schools next November if the 
state approval is gained in June. 

In all matters of educational policy and scope the college counsels with the 
proper state and regional educational authorities; it also asks the advice of the 
Intersynodical Advisory Committee representing the three Lutheran synods that 
support the school by annual financial appropriations. It is the hope of the 
college that its status as a four-year College of Education and as a senior College 
of Liberal Arts may be established beyond question before next fall. 

The war has intensified the need of close cooperation with our national gov- 
ernment. The college has continued to give the government full cooperation 
in all projects which the faculty and the administrative officers believed would 
make the college of greater service to our country. The summer session of 1942 
will be adjusted to war-time needs and to the demand for an accelerated college 
program through the year. Freshmen may enter on June 10 

This year’s operations are expected to absorb last year’s deficit. The Golden 
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Jubilee Campaign with objectives set up by the accreditation needs is under 
way and is giving the director, Rev. Mikkel Lono, much encouragement. War or 
no war, this campaign could be postponed no longer because of the accreditation 
situation. 

The Golden Jubilee Campaign is the N. L. C. A. aspect of the larger Golden 
Jubilee effort, direction of which is in the hands of an intersynodical steering 
committee, and the culmination of which is set for October 14, 1944, the Golden 
Jubilee date. 

Recognition of the successful intersynodical cooperation at Pacific Lutheran 
College through more than a decade caused the college corporation (our Pacific 
District in convention assembled) to revise the articles of incorporation last May 
with the result that the Board of Trustees now consists of seventeen voting 
members and one ex officio member (the president of our Pacific District). Nine 
voting members represent our Pacific District, three the Northwestern District 
of the American Lutheran Church, three the Columbia Conference of the Augus- 
tana Synod, and two the Pacific Lutheran College Alumni Association. The 
Columbia Conference will probably allow the California Conference of the 
Augustana Synod to select one of its representatives, and similar action is 
possible in the Northwestern District. 

Few changes in the teaching and administrative personnel of the college 
occurred this year. Mr. Lowell J. Satre, with degrees from St. Olaf College and 
the State University of Iowa, became teacher of Latin and Greek, and Mr. 
Eugene W. Caddey, a graduate of the University of Washington, took charge 
of the Physical Education program except for football. Miss Astrid E. Kasen, 
R.N., replaced Mrs. Ellen Hunter West as college nurse; Mr. Donald B. Gilbert- 
son became secretary of the Development Association and bookkeeper for the 
Golden Jubilee Campaign; and Mr. Karl E. Weiss, prominent Tacoma musi- 
cian, took over Mrs. Weiss’ instruction in piano. The college mourns the sudden 
death of field agent Paul A. Preus on June 22, 1941. God bless his memory. 

The enrollment, totaling 549 for the year, reached its sixteenth successive 
annual high, but the through-the-year attendance was considerably reduced the 
‘second semester because of the call to military service. In spite of distractions, 
however, the students have won unusual recognition in many fields, most con- 
spicuously in athletics (football), music (the Choir of the West), and forensics. 
‘The Christian family spirit continues dominant. 

The need of Christian educational service seems greater than ever. Pacific 
Lutheran College, though located in a restricted area from a military point of 
view, is aware of significant opportunities and leaves its future trustingly in the 


hands of our Lord.

WALDORF COLLEGE, FOREST CITY, IOWA 
ANNUAL REPORT FOR 1942 


For Waldorf College this is the 38th year of service in the church. In 1943 
when the Norwegian Lutheran Church will hold its Centennial celebration, 
Waldorf College will observe its fortieth anniversary. 

During 1941-42 the enrollment has been normal. In a report to the Board of 
Education it was noted that in February the enrollment was three students less 
than the preceding year. There was an increase in the number of women students 
and a slight decrease in the number of men enrolled. 

There are no mortgages on college property and no notes payable. Balanced 
budgets have been the rule. Over a ten-year period the total current income has 
exceeded total current expenditures. 

It is difficult to predict what effect the war will have on the college, but 
certain facts are evident. Since the average Waldorf College student will com- 
plete two years of college and be graduated in his nineteenth or early twentieth 
year, the Selective Service will not affect enrollment to any great extent unless the 
age limit is lowered. Three students left college to begin military service during 
the school year. Only a small percentage of the faculty men are likely to be 
called for military service under present regulations. Shortage of certain mater- 
ials and increased costs, especially in the dining hall, are new problems, 

Waldorf College is in a position to make desirable adjustments to war con- 
ditions without sacrificing spiritual or educational values. A V-1 pre-induction 
program has been approved by the Navy department whereby Waldorf College 
men can enlist and be allowed to graduate before beginning actual service. The 
health and physical education program has been enlarged. The teacher training 
curriculum has been revised to meet the demand for more grade school teachers 
in city and rural schools of Iowa. The business training curricula have been 
pointed more definitely to civil service and employment in war industries. The 
two-year courses in engineering are expanded to meet civil service requirements 
for positions as engineering aides and scientific technical assistants. An increased 
emphasis is placed on the importance of the Christian message in a confused 
world and upon Christian leadership training for the post-war period. 

The following degrees were granted to two year college graduates in June, 
1941: Associate in Arts, 16; Associate in Education, 29; Associate in Com- 
merce, 15; Associate in Science, 4. 

Ninety per cent of the liberal arts and science graduates for 1941 continued 
their education in college or professional school this year. One hundred per cent 
of graduates of the class of 1941 in business and teacher training are employed 
in positions for which they were preparing, or have continued their education. 

Fourteen of the men enrolled at Luther Theological Seminary this year are 
graduates of Waldorf College. 

Every student at Waldorf College takes the series of courses in the Christian 
faith which together comprise a two-year unit in Christianity. At present the 
sophomores are studying the organization of a typical congregation, the duties 
of the congregation boards, committees, and officers. Attendance at the student 
devotionals has been very good, and a very wholesome attitude has been shown 
in all the student activities. The daily chapel service is devotional in nature 
and contributes much to the strength of the Christian program of the college. 
In every department and every sphere of activity, the aim is that Waldorf shall 
be a truly Christian college.

Fifty-eight freshmen were enrolled, a few special students wer 
added later. The sophomores did not return in as big a number as was expectec 
Twenty-four returned. The chances for jobs were too alluring, Two have bee: 
inducted into the army, other boys and girls have entered into some defens 
work or other, leaving at present sixty-three regular college students. The spiri 
among the students has been exceptionally fine, and the teachers have exhibite: 
a wonderful loyalty to the college and have cooperated splendidly. 

Everything seemed promising and the hopes for the future were bright whe 
came the catastrophe on Sunday, March 8, the first day of the circuit meeting 
While all were in church, except one teacher, fire broke out in the girls dor 
mitory. The wind was terrific and burning shingles blew over on the boys dor 
mitory and set it aflame. Two fire companies were at work but in face of th 
wind nothing could be done. The boys’ belong./ngs were saved, but most of th 
girls lost all except what they wore. 

The citizens of Clifton opened their homes and before the buildings wer 
consumed, all students had been provided for. Voluntary contributions fror 
many sources came in fast. In a few days the girls’ loss had been restored 
One day of class work was lost. 
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The boys dormitory was a brick veneer building built in 1897. The girls dor- 
iitory was a brick structure erected in 1908. 

In reviewing the many years of service that this community has received from 
je college, we have much to be thankful for. The good Lord has been kind to 
lifton College, and we look upon the destruction of the dormitories as a 
1astisement for our sins and shortcomings. With full faith in God and full 
ssurance that the college is working in a big cause, efforts will be made to 
build as soon as time permits.

‘he Board of Education, N. L. C. A. 
'steemed Sirs: 

The College Conference established by the Convention of 1936 to “co- 
perate with the Board of Education, the Board of Trustees, and the Steward- 
hip Secretary in realizing the aims and furthering the objectives of the church 
1 its Educational Mission” has held two meetings during the past biennium. 

The Conference officers are Dr. C. M. Granskou, V. Pres., Prof. J. L. Ren- 
ahl, Secy., and the undersigned. 

Out of discussion of the topic: “The enlarged program of the Student Ser- 
ice Commission of the American Lutheran Conference as it relates to the 
ducational program of our church” came the following conference recom- 
nendations: 

1. “That our church establish a comprehensive youth department in order to 
trengthen and unify all youth work in our synod. (The thought is that the 
/.P.L.L., the L.D.R., and the Student Service all be headed up in one 
epartment.)” 

2. "That we ask our Church Council to give consideration to the advisability 
f asking the American Lutheran Conference to extend the mandate of its 
student Service Commission to include American Lutheran Conference Colleges 
n its student service work.” 
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.3. “In order to remove confusion in the minds of students and in order tha 
the N.L.C.A. may make its natural contribution in the field of Lutheran studen 
work, that we explore the possibility of co-ordinating the work of the L.S.U 
and the L.S.A. in such a manner that the projects and purpose of the L:S.U 
and the arrangement of control be conserved as under the present set-up.” 

Out of discussion of the topic ‘‘Where are our professionally trained leader 
for Lutheran Welfare Work in America and Why?” came these recommendations 

1. "That the proper agencies of the church bring to the people of our churcl 
the need of trained social service workers.” 

2. “That, if possible, ‘stipends be made available through the church fo 
graduate work in social service. ” 

Other topics under discussion were: 

“Our Educational Machinery and Home Missions.” 

“Our Schools and Synodical Unity.” 

“Spiritual Emphasis at Our Colleges.”

REPORT OF THE BOARD 


In presenting this report for Home Missions on the twenty-fifth anniversary 
of the organization of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, the Board of 
Home Missions is mindful of the open door that, through the grace of God, has 
been set before our church. Both in the United States and Canada there are a 
great many congregations that have developed from small home mission begin- 
nings to strong and vigorous churches. Through the faithful work of home mis- 
sion pastors, laymen and members, the work has grown. Today we thank God 
for having called us to be His co-workers in Christ Jesus in this great field. Our 
church has heeded the call to care for those of our own household. There are 
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many who thank God today for the ministry of our church, that through the 
activity and work of home missions these have been reached with the Gospel. 
Large possibilities lie ahead, both in city and in country. The present emergency, 
gathering thousands of people in congested areas, presents new problems but 
also new possibilities. A great deal of this work must be done jointly with other 
brethren of our faith. Some of it will be our responsibility alone. Our Lord and 
Savior said, “I must work the works of Him that sent me while it is day; night 
:ometh when no man can work.” 

May there be that sense of urgency and need, driven by the constraining 
love of Jesus Christ, that will bring our beloved church to extend her borders 
into fields and territories yet untouched by the Gospel! 

To God we return humble and sincere thanks for His blessing upon our Home 
Mission activity during these twenty-five years. We pray for the forgiveness of 
Sur sins and transgressions that may have hindered the work. His Holy Spirit 
ind His grace have ever been new over us in our missionary endeavor. 


CHURCH MEMBERSHIP 


The emphasis on the need of Home Mission planning and effort in self-sus- 
taining and larger congregations is bearing more and more fruit. Our General 
Secretary reports an increase in membership for 1940 of over 20,000. This has 
come through the Home Mission spirit of pastors and workers in the congrega- 
tion, the help and assistance that has been received through the Faith in Action 
orogram, as well as the increase in membership in actual Home Mission congre- 
zations. There is no royal road to increase in membership, either in the Home 
Mission or in the self-sustaining congregations, except the method that our 
Master pointed out when He said, “Go out in the highways and byways and 
urge them to come in.” It means personal contact by pastors and other congre- 
zational workers with the unchurched, the indifferent and the negligent. No 
pastor can compensate with all his other contributions if he neglects this type 
of work. After all, he must be the example for other workers in the congrega- 
tion and lead the way. A great number of our pastors are faithfully and energeti- 
cally seeking to bring in adults and little children who are outside the fold. In 
comparison with other church bodies, and especially our own Lutheran synods, 
the ratio of increase in our own church is remarkable. We are deeply grateful 
to every one who under God is working in this program of the Kingdom. 


HOME MISSION STATISTICS 


The following figures give the Home Mission situation today as to pastors, 
congregations, membership and appropriation. As a matter of comparison the 
figures for 1940 are also given. These figures have been compiled from the 1940 
and 1941 annual report and the quarterly reports received from the Home Mission 
Jastors.

It will be noted that the total membership in the 236 Home Mission parishes 
for 1941 is 53,011. In other words, the total membership in the Home Mission 
congregations is somewhat under one-tenth of the entire membership of the 
church, which is reported for 1940 to be 570,330. 
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HOME MISSION DISBURSEMENTS 


During 1941 there was expended the sum of $141,584.55, or at the rate of 
$233.23 per congregation, an average of $2.67 per member. Ås will be noted, there 
has been an increase in the cash disbursements for the districts again this year. 
The projected appropriations for the coming year will even increase this amount 
to some degree. 

The amount expended for other activities during the past year was $43,167.13, 
which includes Immigrant and Seamen's Missions, Deaf and Blind Mission, Beth- 
any Indian Mission, Evangelists, Eskimo Mission, Emergency and Vacants, 
Traveling Expenses, Book Mission, Bible Societies, WCAL, Home Mission 
Office and Canada Seminary. 

The prorated amounts were $23,235.42. Probate Committee expenses $957.83. 

It is the thought and hope that of the amount collected for Home Missions 
every effort should be made to increase the amount actually expended in the 
building of new congregations so that institutional expenses and overhead would 
be secondary. There was a time when this situation was nearly reversed, but 
today the increase in amounts expended in the districts has gone up from 
$109,798.67, including vacants and emergency, in 1937 to $143,859.90 in 1941, an 
increase of $34,061.23 during four years. 

The total amount disbursed for 1941 was $226,582.86. 


THE BUDGET 


The amount expended must remain at the same figure as last year until there 
is an increase in income. There must be a planned and definite aim to make the 
Home Mission aid appropriated for each district a revolving fund. The gradual 
decrease in Home Mission grants could then be used to develop additional new 
work. This must ever be in the mind of the Home Mission committees, who are 
the stewards of the church for the distribution and management of these appro- 
priations in their respective territories. 


DISTRICT HOME MISSIONS 


Some years ago we were faced with difficulties and handicaps because of 
drought and crop conditions. Great movements of people were taking place, 
especially toward the Pacific Coast. In other cases these movements were directed 
toward the larger cities of the country. The average rural congregation is faced 
with a serious situation when one by one families of younger people leave them 
for other parts of our country. Great attention should be given to the rural 
areas of our church today. This part of our work has been, and will be for years 
to come, the backbone of our church body. Many of these congregations are 
small and probably attempts should be made to consolidate some of them, because 
of improved road conditions, in order to bring about more effective service. 
Nevertheless, in proportion to their numbers, they have been at all times gen- 
uine supporters of the general work of the church. Often, even in the city and 
village congregations, the influx of members from rural congregations has given 
added strength to the building of the church. At present many of the church 
bodies are giving serious attention to the rural problem. We have always served 
a great rural constituency and our responsibility is probably as definite and as 
intimate as any church group in the United States. 

At the same time the increase in population in urban areas, on account of 
greater possibilities for work, and, especially at present in defense work, demands 
intelligent and consecrated consideration. 

Each year we receive from our seminary increasing numbers of young men 
who are eager to go into these mission fields and, with direction and planning, 
their work should prove most effective. The church owes a debt of gratitude to 
our many pastors who have served on the far-flung Home Mission lines, in city 


and in country. 
CHURCH EXTENSION FUND 


This fund shows an increased balance for the year. Through constant appli- 
cation and attention to the collection of payments, Mr. Nasby has been able 
to bring about the idea of the revolving fund in Church Extension so that, al- 
though there have been no gifts to speak of for this fund for many years, it is 
probably doing more effective work now than in some of the years past. 
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In addition to giving attention to the Church Extension loans, Mr. Nasby 
has assisted some congregations, whose loans could not be handled by us, to 
secure such loans from other sources at a reasonable rate of interest and in 
sufficient sums for their needs. He has personally met with a great number of 
pastors and officers of Home Mission congregations that are receiving Church 
Extension loans and helped them to a considerable degree with their plans for 
financing and repayment.

IMMIGRANT AND SEAMEN’S MISSIONS. 


Because of the war situation a great deal of additional work has come to a 
number of the institutional missions of this department. The workers in these 
institutional activities are seeking to take care of their part of this responsibility. 

a) The Norway House, Brooklyn, N. Y., is operated as an Immigrant Mis- 
sion until such time as there may be a possibility of disposing of the property. 

b) The Ketchikan Seamen’s Home has carried on Christian work among 
sailors and fishermen on that far north coast. The following local board was 
selected to exercise supervision of the Home Mission Board for this institution: 
Rev. G. B. Odegaard, Mr. A. M. Bue, Mr. E. Sunderland and Mr. M, J. Bugge. 

c) The San Francisco Seamen’s Mission is conducted until such time as ar- 
rangements can be made to close this activity. 

d) The Norwegian Seamen’s Mission in Seattle, Wash., conducts regular 
mission activity as well as a rooming house for sailors and seamen in the building 
owned by the church. 

e) The Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Home in Bremerton, Wash., which has been 
under the care of Pastor and Mrs. Theo. Hokenstad for many years, is now 
operating under the control and supervision of the National Lutheran Council 
Service for Soldiers and Sailors. The building has been turned over to the 
Commission for the duration of the war. The Commission expended money for 
repairs, improvement of the building and furniture and has placed the Rev. T. 
O. Svare in charge as pastor and director for this camp center. The Rev. Mr. 
Hokenstad is giving all his time to the increased demands of the local congre- 
gation of which he has been pastor. We are deeply grateful to Rev. and Mrs. 
Hokenstad for the fine piece of work they have rendered during these many 
years. It was through their active contacts with the navy men that the Commis- 
sion was able to move in and continué these contacts in such a splendid way. 
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We are deeply indebted to the men and women who are working in the insti- 
tutional missions of the Home Mission Department for their faithful and loyal 
efforts on behalf of the church and the Lord and Savior Jesus Christ. May God 
bless them and make them a blessing for the many among whom they labor. . 


ALASKA MISSION 


The Eskimo mission fields are served by Pastor and Mrs. S. S. Klyve at 
Teller, Pastor and Mrs. Elmer H. Dahle at Shishmaref and Miss Helen Frost at 
Igloo. Last summer Rev. and Mrs. Klyve took a short vacation to the States in 
order to spend a couple of months with their children and also attend to neces- 
sary medical and dental work. They returned to Alaska last fall. This field is not 
large and does not hold out any great increase in numbers, but that group of 
Eskimos has been entrusted to the care of our church and if they are to have the 
Word of God and sacraments in their midst, it is our responsibility to maintain it 
among them. There is a deep and earnest interest in the work of the Alaska 
Mission among many of its friends in the States. The largest single group 
devoting both funds and interest to it is the Lutheran Daughters of the Reforma- 
tion. We are thankful to them for their maintenance of the Shishmaref station. 


BETHANY INDIAN MISSION 


The superintendent, Pastor E. W. Sihler, has presented his annual report 
showing that the work has been carried on faithfully during the past year. Miss 
Anna Mathison discontinued her service last summer to marry. In her place we 
were fortunate to secure, for the time being, Miss Margaret Landahl, who is on 
leave of absence from the China Mission. 

The old frame church, across from the mission buildings, and that belonged 
to the mission, has been taken down. It involved only expense for repairs and 
was not used, Instead of building a larger church for the Indian work, a fine 
chapel has been fitted up in the main building of the mission, which was dedi- 
cated this spring. This will give opportunity for all services that are needed. 


DEAF, MUTE AND BLIND MISSION 


During the past year the new church building erected in Faribault was com- 
pleted. It was dedicated in the afternoon of Easter Sunday, 1941. It is a beautiful 
stone structure, well equipped with basement and gallery rooms, and will prove 
a genuine mission station for this far-reaching and important work of our church. 
Our missionary, the Rev. H. O. Bjorlie, is caring for the work here and asso 
supervising the work in the neighboring states. As was reported to the board 
at the time the building plans were approved, a gift of land received in south- 
western Minnesota was to be used towards the erection of this church. However, 
the Board of Trustees has felt that it would be advantageous to wait before 
putting this land on the market. It represents roughly a valuation of $10,000.00. 
Through the good offices of Dr. Shurson, the Home Mission Department received 
from Iver O. Aspenholt a gift of $6,900, which can be applied on the emergency 
grant from the Home Mission funds towards this church, It is the understanding 
that if funds come in otherwise to take care of the amount involved in the erec- 
tion of this church, this gift can be used for other purposes. At present, with the 
conservative value of the gift of land from southwestern Minnesota and this 
additional gift, there remains $9,000.00 to be raised for the payment of this grant. 
Dr. Shurson is giving fine assistance in contacting friends of this mission, and I 
feel that within a reasonable time there will be gifts to take care of this grant 
and replace the emergency appropriation from our funds. 


EVANGELISTS 


Rev. P. Nordsletten, Rev. C. K. Solberg, Rev. C. M. Hanson and Mr. E. L. 
Scotvold have been engaged the past year in conducting evangelistic meetings in 
different parts of our church. There is a constant growing request for these repre- 
sentatives of the Home Mission Department. The services of these brethren have 
been allotted as fairly and equitably as could be done under the circumstances. 
Whether the number should be increased and the time assigned to individual 
districts enlarged, is a question that might be profitably discussed. The Eastern 
District at its last convention requested that the full time of one evangelist 
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ught be assigned to that district. Similar requests for part time assignments 
ave been received from other districts. 


BOOK MISSION 


This year the Rev. Olaf Guldseth requested that he be relieved of his work 
s executive secretary and director of the Book Mission. The committee on 
ook Mission, representing the different activities, accepted his resignation and, 
n behalf of the cooperating activities, expressed thanks to him for the many 
ears he has labored in this important and necessary branch of the work of the 
(ingdom of Christ. 

At his retirement it became necessary to elect a successor. The committee 
rranged for a definite appropriation from each of the budgeting boards so that 
he salary and office expense of the new secretary would be taken care of in 
his way and that the entire amount received in gifts would then be used for 
rinting and distribution of tracts, On this basis, the Rev. M. O. Sumstad of 
koland, Iowa, was called and accepted the call. He has taken up the work and 
esides in Minneapolis. He has for many years been chairman of the Book Mis- 
ion Committee and Mrs. Sumstad has given a great deal of help in translations 
nd preparation of many of the pamphlets and tracts issued. The committee felt 
hat they were very fortunate in securing Rev. Sumstad as the director of the 
vork, knowing also that Mrs. Sumstad will give a great deal of her time and 
nterest to this activity. We welcome him in the name of our Lord into our 
nidst in this work. 


PRINTED MATERIAL 


In addition to the regular pamphlets and tracts published by the Book Mis- 
ion, Dr, Jacob Tanner has prepared three brief tracts on baptism. These are 
iow ready and printed. While it was the primary purpose to supply them to 
tome Mission pastors, they will also be available for other congregations and 
yastors. The place of baptism in our teaching and preaching must be stressed 
onstantly. These tracts are admirably fitted for this use. 

Under the supervision of Rey. A. S. Burgess, who is also on the staff of our 
tome Mission Department for part time publicity work, a fine illustrated 
yooklet has been prepared, giving in pictures the work of the Home Mission 
Department. It seems to have met with genuine approval as requests for large 
1umbers of them have been received from all parts of the church. It is the inten- 
ion to continue printing these pamphlets and to furnish them until possibly 
ther similar material will be prepared. 


BIBLE SOCIETIES 


Again we are reminded of the work of the American Bible Society. At its 
neeting last fall, attention was called to the fact that the great publishing house 
ffices of the British Bible Society have been bombed and destroyed. A great 
leal of the work of distributing the Scriptures, which has been carried on by the 
3ritish Bible Society, had now come to the American Bible Society. The work is 
ar-reaching, both in the homelands and on the mission fields. Our board is giving 
in appropriation each year, which it is possible we can with good purpose in- 
srease from time to time. The printed Word of God must, after all, be ever 
present where missionary work is to be done. 


LUTHER THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY, SASKATOON 


At the Canada District meeting at Outlook last year the church received the 
irst fruits of this seminary when Candidate of Theology, John Precht, was 
ordained on a call to mission congregations in Canada. Truly, it was a day of 
small beginnings and yet there was a deep sense of gratitude to God in that 
assembly when this young man was presented to the Christian ministry. This 
year five young men will receive their candidate certificates at the seminary. 
[heir training has been of the same quality and the same character as that re- 
juired of our candidates in the United States, There is an urgent need for pastors 
n Canada. There are today probably thirteen vacancies in the Canada District 
and there are five men from the seminary in Saskatoon to fill the calls. We are 
seeking to get candidates from our seminary in St. Paul to assist in this emer- 
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gency and hope that there may be some. The problem that faces the Canad 
seminary, the same as the one at St. Anthony Park, is the question of the incom 
ing classes—how far there can be exemption for men who as yet have nc 
entered the seminary when the draft regulations are carried out. This is 
problem for the seminary authorities to work out with the colleges. 

No investment we have made in Home Missions will possibly have more fat 
reaching importance on the Home Mission fields than this humble effort t 
establish the seminary at Saskatoon. We are deeply grateful to both Dr. J. EF 
Lavik and Dr. Iver Iversen as our faculty representatives at the seminary, an 
especially to Dr. Lavik as president of the institution, who has also acted a 
house father for the young men and given them a place to stay in his own hom 
We have had fine cooperation with the members of the Manitoba Synod facult 
and all in all it has presented an educational institution of theological rank we 
worthy to be represented.

Report for 1941 


“These things have I spoken unto you, that in me ye might have peace. In 
the world ye shall have tribulation: but be of good cheer; I have overcome the 
world.” John 16:33. 

1941 was a year of conflict, and many were the tribulations which a large part 
of humanity had to go through. The conflict did not only rage on the visible 
plane, but behind the aggression, the cruelty and the greed we sense the spiritual 
host of wickedness. One is reminded of Rev. 12:12—"Woe to the inhabitants of 
the earth and of the sea! for the devil is come down unto you, having great wrath, 
because he knoweth that he hath but a short time.” 

It is therefore not strange that in the Foreign Mission work, that advance 
movement of the Lord’s army into enemy territory in a spiritual sense, the wrath 
of the “Prince of the power of the air” is especially felt. If in this conflict we 
are tempted to grow weary, to lose heart, we are reminded by the Master that 
we should be of good cheer. He, our Lord and Master, has overcome the world. 


CHINA 


The conflict in China entered upon its fourth year in July. Twice during 1941, 
in January and in October, our field in South Honan was overrun by the Jap- 
anese, who entered the cities Sihsien, Chengyang, Junan, Kioshan and Suiping 
on our field. Parts of these towns were destroyed by fire, and much looting took 
place. However, our missionaries were not assaulted, and no damage is reported 
to any mission property during these raids. But we have received word that the 
class building of the American School was burned after America entered the war. 
The Japanese advance in October coincided with the capture by the Japanese of 
the important railway center Chengchow in northern Honan. When the Chinese 
were able to retake Chengchow and drive the Japanese back across the Yellow 
River, the advance in south Honan also stopped so at the end of the year the 
position was about what it was the year before—Sinyang and Loshan remained 
occupied by the Japanese, but the other stations on our field remained free. 

During the year our missionaries in the occupied areas were advised to come 
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home, we have now only five missionaries left in Japanese occupied territory in 
China — Rev. Ingvald Daehlin and Miss Olive Christensen in the Hankow- 
Shekow area, Rev. H. M. Nesse and Miss Marie Anderson in Sinyang, and Miss 
Martha Kulberg in Loshan. : 


The American School for Missionaries’ Children which had been located in 
Hongkong since the beginning of 1938 was also advised to come to America. 
The teachers and children arrived in the U. S. A. in February. The School con- 
tinued at Luther College, Wahoo, Nebraska, till the end of the school year. 


West China. For some time our Board has felt the importance of beginning 
work in West China where many people from the Eastern provinces have found 
refuge. It was decided that the Rev. Geo. O. Holm should proceed to West China 
and investigate the situation there with the view of locating a field, and that our 
new missionaries who were studying the Chinese language at the Language 
School in Baguio, P. I., might go to West China when passports for China could 
be obtained. However, with the treacherous and sudden attack upon America by 
Japan on December 7th the whole situation was changed. It became impossible 
to follow the program outlined. Communications across the Pacific stopped as 
far as passenger traffic was concerned. 


From China we have received two cables sent by Dr. Skinsnes and dated 
Chungking, January 15th and February 3rd, 1942, stating that all our mission- 
aries were safe. We have also received several radio messages via Chungking 
from our missionaries in Honan and Hupeh to the effect that they are well, and 
that the work continued uninterrupted. 


THE PHILIPPINES 


Our new missionaries continued their study of the Chinese language at 
Baguio during 1941. As the College of Chinese Studies in Peking opened a 
branch at Baguio with Mrs. Hays in charge and expert teachers from Peking 
were brought to Baguio, that place seemed especially equipped for the study of 
Chinese. Our missionaries were making good progress in their language study. 
They also had opportunity to do some evangelistic work among the natives. 


When the American School in Hongkong closed, Ruth Gilbertson, who was 
acting Principal since the death of Rev. Aalbue, went to Baguio and joined the 
group there in studying Chinese. In the summer Esther Olson and Gladys Ander- 
son came to Baguio from our field in Honan. 


On December Ist a baby girl was born to Rev. and Mrs. Hinderlie. 


When with the attack by the Japanese on America we were brought into the 
war the Philippines immediately became a battle zone. With amazing rapidity 
the Japanese landed troops on the islands and conquered most of Luzon. Manila 
was occupied January 2nd. Our missionaries in Baguio together with other mis- 
sionaries in that part of the P. I. were cut off from communication with Amer- 
ica. At the time of writing no word has come from our missionaries in the Philip- 
pines since the fall of Manila. We can but pray that God in His mercy will 
continue to keep His protecting hand over His servants. 


Every effort is being made to establish contact with the missionaries in the 
occupied areas. 


MADAGASCAR 


Our Madagascar field had a peaceful year, as far as the field itself is con- 
cerned, but as no passenger steamers call at the Island we cannot book mission- 
aries for that field, nor have we any assurance that our missionaries due home 
on furlough will be able to leave the field. In October an American freight 
steamer called at Fort Dauphin. Rev. and Mrs. P. A. Bjelde, Mrs. Olaf Carlson 
and children, Miss Laura Olson and the Rey. and Mrs. Geo. W. Anderson and 
children were able to get to Durban, South Africa, on that boat. The Andersons 
had to remain in South Africa due to Mrs. Anderson’s illness. She was taken to 
a hospital near Durban. Latest information indicates that she is better, but it 
may still take some time before she will be able to continue the voyage to 
America, The rest of the party reached America safely in the beginning of De- 
cember. Later: Madagascar has now been occupied by the Allies and it is hoped 
more communications will be resumed. 
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SOUTH AFRICA 


Our South African field, like our Madagascar field, has not suffered directly 
because of the war, but indirectly, of course, the war is felt. This is now the 
only one of our fields accessible by steamers direct from the U. S. A., but of 
late travel on the Atlantic, too, has become rather unsafe. Miss Olga Guttorm- 
son, who was returning to our field in South Africa on the Steamer “Zamzam” 
which was sunk by a German raider in the South Atlantic in April, was taken 
Oo Germany, as she is a Canadian. She was kept in an internment camp for a 
while, was later released and taken to Berlin. The latest news we have from her 
s a cable through Geneva, dated January 24th, stating she is well. 

The Rev. and Mrs. J. N. Otte returned to South Africa in September on the 
Steamer “City of New York” and reached the field safely. 

The Rev. Norval Hegland who was booked to sail on the same boat was 
unable to leave as the entrance permit to the Union of South Africa had not 
een granted him in time. Later the permit arrived and he was booked to sail 
n December. However, just before the date of sailing, the State Department 
-efused to revalidate his passport, so he was not able to leave. He is at present 
teaching at Concordia College. Rev. Hegland was on March 14th this year united 
n holy matrimony to Miss Margaret Naeseth of Morrisonville, Wis. 

The other missionaries due to sail for South Africa are the Rev. and Mrs. C. 
Gerald Lygre and Miss Millicent Haugebak. Entrance permits to South Africa 
have been granted the new missionaries, but there still remain the questions of 
passports and sailings. 

Miss Anna Olson, at a request by missionaries in Tanganyika through the 
Lutheran World Action, was released from January 1, 1942, for service in Tan- 
sanyika because of the tremendous need there, caused by the repatriation of 
German missionaries. If Miss Haugebak is able to sail, she will take Miss O1- 
son’s place as nurse at Luwamba until the way opens for her to Madagascar. 


MISSIONS CUT OFF FROM THEIR HOMELANDS 


On all our fields we work in close contact with missionaries from Norway, and, 
especially in South Africa, we also cooperate closely with missions from Germany. 
These our sister missions have suffered much because they have been cut off from 
their homelands. We have through the Lutheran World Action been able to render 
considerable financial assistance especially to the Norwegian missions, and we hope 
this assistance will continue as long as it is needed. Up to the end of 1941 our assistance 
had only been financial, but, as stated, Miss Anna Olson will in 1942 take up work on 
the field of the German missions in East Africa, and just at the time of this writing we 
have received a plea from the field of the Norwegian Missionary Society’s field in 
South Africa for two American nurses, as they are unable to get reinforcements from 
Norway. This request has been transferred to the Luthean World Action. 


FURLOUGHED MISSIONARIES 


As the missionaries on furlough from China and Madagascar were unable to leave 
for their fields at the expiration of the furlough period, they are being advised to take 
temporary work in the homeland. At the time of writing, the following missionaries 
have accepted such temporary work: the Rev. Wm. Trygstad, Pierre, S. D.; the Rev. 
S. Tverberg, Harlowton, Mont.; the Rev. Geo. O. Holm, Crosby, N. D.; the Rev. 
C. N. Halvorson, Norway, Kansas; the Rev. Edgar Sovik, Dallas, Texas; Miss Lillian 
Landahl, Cyrus, Minn. (teaching); Miss Margaret Landahl, Wittenberg, Wis.; Miss 
Gertrude Sovik, Decorah, Iowa. 

Sister Oline Egedal, who spent her furlough in Norway and was unable to get - 
hack to Madagascar or come to this country, was placed on the retirement list as from 
January 1, 1942, until such time as she will be able to leave for the field.

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Mission Films. The field men and the Mission Secretary have used films from 
the various mission fields in connection with mission meetings. These films are quite 
popular. 

Maps. We have maps of our field in China for sale at the price of 75 cents. 
A picture map of our field in South Africa sells for $1.00. 

Class in Chinese. As our missionaries recently called to China are unable to 
proceed to the Language School, an arrangement has been made with Luther Theo- 
logical Seminary to conduct a class in Chinese language, geography and history at the 
Seminary, Wednesday and Thursday afternoons. The teachers are Professor Syrdal 
and the Mission Secretary. Missionaries on furlough from China are asked to lecture 
from time to time on special subjects. There are at the time of writing five enrolled in 
this class. 

THE 100TH ANNIVERSARY OF THE NORWEGIAN 
MISSIONARY SOCIETY 


The Norwegian Missionary Society celebrates this year its 100th anniversary. The 
jubilee year is quite different from what it was hoped it would be, and because of the 
international situation it will hardly be possible to have representatives from other 
lands present during the jubilee festivities. We remember with thanks to God the 
great work done by the N. M. S. these 100 years, and we send brotherly greetings to 
the Home Board and to the mission fields of the N. M. S. May God grant that soon 
the fields again may be able to establish contact with their home base, and that the great 
and blessed work so wonderfully carried on by the mission friends in Norway may be 
resumed and permitted to continue as before to the extension of God’s Kingdom in 
various parts of the world. 

SCHREUDER MISSION

BOARD OF FOREIGN MISSIONS. 


FOREIGN MISSIONS RESOLUTIONS 


1. The Norwegian Lutheran Church in convention assembled renders glory to 
God who has enabled His servants in the Church to preach the saving Gospel among 
the benighted peoples in pagan lands also during the last biennium, whereby thousands 
on our mission fields have been brought to a saving knowledge, a blessed Christian 
experience, and a readiness to endure hardships in Jesus’ name. 

2. The Church is cognizant and appreciative of the sustained and increasing mis- 
sion interest manifested from year to year in the congregations as evidenced by the 
cheerful giving to missions; the fine mission leadership on part of the pastors and 
lay leaders; the increasing number of Christian young people, possessing college, Bible 
school, hospital, medical and seminary training, who tender their services as valiant 
soldiers of the cross on the far-flung mission fields in foreign lands. 

3. To the various organizations—the Women’s Missionary Federation, the Luther- 
an Daughters of the Reformation, the Luther League, the Lutheran Students’ Union— 
the Church records its sincere gratitude for their loyalty to the Church, and their fine 
example of organized mission endeavor, and prays for the continuance of such loyal 
cooperation. 

4. Foreign Missions has received during the year donations in the form of bequests 
for this phase of the Lord’s work. These friends of missions are no longer with us 
but their works do follow them, and the gifts make possible the further extension of 
the Kingdom of God. The Church gratefully acknowledges all such gifts and through 
its Board of Foreign Missions pledges to use them in accordance with the expressed 
wish of the donors. 

5. The Church recognizes a distinct loss to its mission force in the departure of 
Miss Nora Rosvold to be with the Lord, She was a devoted and faithful missionary 
serving on the China field since 1921 and until she was disabled by illness a few years 
ago. The Lord called her home July 29, 1941. Many whom she befriended in China 
will rise up and call her blessed. 

6. The world conditions are serious. World powers are at work directed and 
goaded on by the powers of darkness to undo in a few years what Christ through the 
Church during centuries has built up. While the world conflagration is made terrific 
by the ingenious use of carnal weapons, the real victory can only be won with spiritual 
weapons by spiritual forces. God can and will do a mighty work among the nations, 
if and when the faithful saints in the Church in all lands call upon the Lord of the 
Church in penitence, faith and a willingness to labor in trials and endure afflictions 
like the Master. 

The Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, in humble submission and devotion 
to the Lord, calls upon its members to humble themselves before the Lord, and in 
prayer and supplication to intercede that the Lord may bring His cause to victory in 
His own season and in His own manner to the glory of His name. 
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7. The Church recognizes that its membership must be kept informed about the 
work of Foreign Missions by personal contact through conferences and testimony on 
the part of missionaries on furlough. It also recognizes the importance of the printed 
word and urges the members to secure mission information through subscribing to 
"The Missionary,” "The Lutheran Herald,” "Lutheraneren,” as well as by securing 
books of information and inspiration about our mission work. 

8. The Church is mindful of the tense mission situation, and the hardships that, of 
necessity, our missionaries have to undergo, especially those in areas occupied by 
enemy nations. It recognizes the zeal, love and devoted sacrifices of the missionaries, 
as well as the concern felt by relatives at home as to the safety of their dear ones. The 
Church through its Board of Foreign Missions will do all in its favor to establish 
contacts with the missionaries in occupied mission areas, and transmit such information 
as is available to the immediate relatives at home. Of necessity at all times the work 
of Foreign Missions is fraught with danger, and especially at present. Our cause 
shall be victorious, and we shall be victors in death and separations. 

9. The Church recognizes the fine response on the part of our pastors and church 
members in behalf of the Orphaned Missions. These missionaries and native Christians 
are our brethren in the faith, and the ravagings of war have cut off their support from 
the churches or organizations in the European home lands. The Church, therefore, 
approves of the urgent appeals of the Lutheran World Action as well as that of our 
own Church Council and Board of Foreign Missions. We urge that our people rally 
to their support as long as the emergency exists. 

10. In the present international, fluctuating and chaotic state, doors to former 
mission fields may be closed and others may be opened. The Lord can open doors 
when others are closed to us. The "Call of Macedon” may come from unexpected 
quarters. 

fn view of such rapid and critical changes in international affairs as are affecting 
our mission fields, the Church authorizes its Board of Foreign Missions, if feasible, to 
begin new work in other fields, such as West China or Latin America, that we may 
not retrench in our allotted work of evangelizing the world. This is not to be con- 
strued as abandoning any old fields where work can continue, 

11. The Church recognizes and approves of the effort of our Seminary in coopera- 
tion with the Board of Foreign Missions to conduct at the Seminary a class in Chinese 
language, geography and history for missionaries, recently called to China, yet unable 
because of the war, to proceed to the Language School on the field. 

12. The Church realizes that, while mission work is being greatly hindered on the 
China field especially, there is preparatory and interim work that can be done that 
will facilitate the mission work when peace obtains again. It commends to the Mission 
Board the importance of securing qualified translators of Christian literature, theologi- 
cal and devotional, to secure their printing and have these potent means in readiness 
when full work can be resumed. 

13. The Norwegian Missionary Society, with which we cooperate on various for- 
eign mission fields, celebrates this year its one hundredth anniversary. The century rep- 
resents a Christian accomplishment of a high order and a devoted self-sacrificing mis- 
sion endeavor on the part of this group of the mission friends in Norway 

The Norwegian Lutheran Church of America sends fraternal greetings to the 
mission forces and native churches on the various fields as well as to the mission 
friends and the Mission Board in Norway. May the Lord enable them to carry on!

REPORT FROM THE BOARD OF CHARITIES 


To the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America— 

It is again incumbent upon the Board of Charities to give an accounting and 
a report of its stewardship for the biennium to the General Convention. For that 
reason, this report covers two years and also gives a proposed set-up for budget 
and work for the next two years. 

A great deal of credit is due to the managers, superintendents and local 
boards for the conscientious consideration of the work in the different institu- 
tions. The complete survey of the charitable institutions of our church presents 
an encouraging picture. As to indebtedness and financial deficits, they have 
practically all been wiped out and assets either in property or cash have been 
accumulated in nearly all of the institutions. 

This year the church is celebrating the twenty-fifth anniversary of its 
organization. During these twenty-five years, there has been raised through the 
budgets of the church for the Department of Charities $3,757,672.40. To this 
must be added the legacies for institutions or the general work amounting to 
$712,066.00, making a total of $4,469,738.40. Then when we consider the constant 
intake of gifts “in natura” as well as personal donations and gifts through me- 
morials and otherwise, we have reason to thank God for the generosity and 
svmpathy of our people for caring for those who have been entrusted to us. 
During the twenty-five years, the Sunset Homes have cared for 1,538 men and 
women; the Children’s Homes have cared for 4,262 children, and the Rescue 
Homes gave care to 3,230 adults and 3,321 babies. It is rather presumptuous to 
outline at this time programs and policies for the future. We are in the midst of 
a great war that will have serious effects even in the social structure. We should 
attempt to continue to place our charitable institutions on as sound and well 
established a basis as possible so they will be able to reasonably take care of the 
demands that may come to them in the years that lie ahead. 

To the managers, superintendents, matrons, members of local boards and 
workers in the respective institutions, we wish to extend, on behalf of the 
Board of Charities, our deep appreciation and gratitude for their faithfulness. 
Without their consistent and continuous loyalty. interest and love for the work, 
it would not have been possible for the board to have carried this great 
responsibility on behalf of the church. Above all do we thank our Heavenly 
Father, who through His Son had compassion on those who were suffering, 
lonely, and the little children: for His protective care over the institutions and 
those who are in them. To His name be the glory. 

BUDGET INCOME AND LEGACIES 

Receipts from the congregations for 1940 were $129,883.42 and for 1941 
$140,046.48. In addition to these amounts, which total for the two years 
$269,929.90, in memoriam gifts, contributions, legacies and money from individu- 
als and counties reached the amount of $114,976.10 for our Children’s Homes 
and $133,573.65 for our Old People’s Homes, making a total income for the two 
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years when the Fett and other gifts are consolidated of $518,479.65. Of this 
padunt, about $74,983.00 came from private gifts and legacies 
, In 1940 the bequests to the Department of Charities reached $19,646.22 and

BUDGET DISBURSEMENTS 
The peated disbursements for 1940 were $131,780.64 and for 1941 $140,046.48. 
PROPOSED BUDGET FOR 1943 AND 1944 


In view of the fact that the general budget has been stabilized at $1,005,000.00, 
the proposed budgets for 1943 and 1944 for the Board of Charities will remain 
the same in its asking, namely $151,507.54. 

As you will note by the report of the Stewardship Secretary, the Board of 
Charities received the next to the lowest percentage of the actual income 
according to the voted amount of the four departments, namely 92.4%. The 
apportionment was $151,507.54. The actual cash income from the budget was 
$140,046.48. Attempts should be made to bring up the charity budget apportion- 
ment to the full amount. When we realize that some years back Charities was 
voted nearly $250,000.00 and we are only asking today for a little over 
$150,000.00, there is no reason why, with a little more understanding and educa- 
tion as to the needs of this great department of the church, the additional 
$11,461.08 should not be forthcoming. 


SUNSET HOMES 


The Homes for the Aged cared for 414 old people in 1940 and 410 old people 
in 1941. A great many of the ones cared for at the present time are in the 
Homes on the basis of old age pensions which they are receiving. This makes 
a very satisfactory arrangement for the old people themselves as well as giving 
greater financial stability to the budgets of the individual institutions. 

In 1941 these Homes operated at a total cost of $92,739.95, or an average of 
86c per person per day. Appropriations from the church amounted to $19,305.41, 
donations $6,903.68, from estates and legacies $7,180.23, and support paid from 
counties or individuals $59,185.70, or a total of $92,575.02 for the support of the 
old people in the Homes. In analyzing this amount, we find that $33,389.32 was 
received directly or indirectly from the church and $59,185.70 in support money.

In consideration of the fact that we are celebrating the twenty-fifth anni- 
versary of our church, a brief historical sketch is submitted of each of the insti- 
tions under the direction of the Board of Charities as follows: 
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AASE HAUGEN HOME 


The Aase Haugen Home, located three and a half miles southwest of 
Decorah, Iowa, was officially opened for residents by the Board of Directors 
on March 3, 1915. Two residents were present. The first, Ivar A. Brandt, had 
been admitted on February 15. On March 3, 1915, the Board of Directors 
elected the Rev. Otto E. Schmidt permanent manager of the Home, and he has 
continued in that office until the present time. The Home was dedicated by 
Dr. J. N. Kildahl on June 30, 1915. 

This Home has a capacity of 50 residents, has had an average of about 45, 
and had a total of 246 residents during the. first twenty-five years—1915-1940. 
Sources of income are foods and earnings from the 620 acre farm; cash and 
property from people entering the Home; gifts in cash and in kind from 
societies and individuals; and appropriations by the Norwegian Lutheran Church 
of America. 

Miss Aase Haugen, who died August 13, 1910, at the age of 69, had a para- 
graph in her will bequeathing all property owned by her at death to the United 
Norwegian Lutheran Church to be used in establishing and maintaining a home 
for aged people to be known as “The Aase Haugen Home.” This gift included a 
farm of 240 acres of fertile land with necessary buildings, several springs and a 
stone quarry. 

In 1911 the Decorah Circuit elected Rev. O. E. Schmidt to solicit subscrip- 
tions in the congregations of the circuit for a building for the proposed home. 
People subscribed $32,483.00 and paid three fourths of this amount in cash. At 
the 1912 meeting of the United Church, the synodical board of trustees recom- 
mended that the proposed Aase Haugen Home be established on the Aase 
Haugen farm near Decorah, Iowa. By resolution the church authorized the 
board of trustees to proceed with the erection of a building for the home. 

At the meeting in 1913 the United Church elected a board of six directors for 
the home. In the spring of 1914 this board accepted a bid of $28,528.00 for the 
erection of the building, and a bid of $6,385.00 for the heating and plumbing. 
The building was completed late in December, 1914 

By the purchase of additional land, the size of the farm has been increased 
from 240 to 620 acres. Three wild-life sanctuaries have been established for 
the protection of birds, and many trees have been planted. The whole farm is a 
wild-life refuge—no hunting or trapping being allowed on it. 

The building faces east, is 96 x 57 feet, has a high basement, two stories, and 
attic; brick and tile walls, and tile roof. In this home the residents receive 
healthful food, have comfortable rooms, are cared for as needed by nurse and 
Aoctor, and at life’s end are laid away in the cemetery of the home. Devotions 
are conducted each evening and divine worship every Sunday morning. By 
radio, services are received daily. 


BETHANY HOME 


As the need of a Home for the Aged was felt, a house and four lots were 
bought in Bawlf, Alberta, Canada, for $3,200.00. The home was opened on 
October 1, 1922. Rev. N. R. T. Braa was first pastor and manager, 1922-26; 
Rev. J. O. Jovaag, 1926-29; John Soberg, 1930-38; Deaconess Marie Weiks has 
been superintendent since December 1, 1938. 

The Board of Charities appointed Rev. S. S. Westby to solicit funds for the 
home in Alberta and Saskatchewan when the home was begun. During the years 
that Dr. J. R. Lavik and Rev. J. J. Akre were presidents of the Canada District, 
considerable money was given for a building fund, as the building first secured 
was always looked upon as a temporary home, but in the hard times of 1932 to 
1938 this money was used for current expenses. However, since 1940, $1,984 has 
been transferred from the current account to the building fund and $1,273 has 
come in as donations and from estates for the same fund, so that in December, 
1941, there was $3,257.00 in the building fund account 

The capacity of the home is 25 residents; the total since opening is 469; in the 
years 1939-41 there were 96. 

The Bethany Home is owned by the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America 
and receives support monthly from the synodical treasury. Recently 16 acres of 
land adjoining the home were bought and are used for pasture. 
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The W. M. F. district convention in 1939 adopted a resolution encouraging 
ladies aid societies and other friends to support the home. Gifts from friends 
in the states are much appreciated. 

Those who have served as pastors for the home are: N. R. T. Braa, J. O. 
Jovaag, O. B. Sanders, Peter Lerseth and the present pastor, A. K. Odland. 


BETHESDA HOME FOR THE AGED 


The Bethesda Home for the Aged was built in 1914 on the Children's Home 
property. The homes are about 20 rods apart, thus making two separate 
institutions, the one not interfering with the other. They are under the manage- 
ment of the same Board of Directors and the same manager. Each home has its 
separate matron and separate household. In 1932 an addition was built to the 
Home for the Aged, increasing the capacity of the home from 32 to 50 residents. 
a kone is modern in every way and affords a peaceable and comfortable home 
or all. 

There are men who should be given credit for contributing greatly for the 
erection of the Bethesda Home for Aged, namely Mr. Olaus Rendum and Rev. 
J. A. Quello. The first had the money and a generous heart. The second had 
enthusiasm, push and a sincere Christian devotion to deeds of charity. The 
donation of some $14,000.00 by Mr. Rendum formed the nucleus about which 
was raised the balance needed for the building. The cost of building and 
equipment was estimated $38,000.00. The home was paid for with money in 
the treasury at the time of its opening. It was dedicated Ocober 18, 1914, and 
opened for aged people immediately. This home belonged to the former Hauge’s 
synod. 

The addition built in 1932 is valued at $30,000.00. At the time of contracts 
let for this building, this amount was to be cash, but due to economic conditions 
part of this was tied up and could not be raised. There was therefore a debt 
of $4,000.00 on this new addition at the time of completion. It, however, has 
since been liquidated. 

The following have served as managers since the opening of the home: 
J. J. Nygard, 1914-17; A. W. Amundson, 1917-20; and J. O. Johnson, 1920 to 
date. 

The number of inmates cared for since the beginning of the home totals 
205, while the average number per month is approximately 50. 


COEUR D’ALENE HOMES 


The Coeur d’Alene Homes constitute one institution officially called the 
Homes for the Aged. The plural form probably comes from the fact that there 
are two main buildings. These are solid brick, two stories and a basement. 
These buildings and 32 acres of land which had constituted the plant of the 
Coeur d’Alene College, were bought from the Columbia Conference of the 
Augustana Synod in 1920 by the Rocky Mountain Lutheran Charity Association. 
This association was organized by members of the Rocky Mountain District 
of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America. Membership in the association 
is now limited to members of Lutheran churches. There is an elected board of 
directors of nine members that has general supervision of the home and elects 
the superintendent. The home is operated under the Board of Charities, submits 
monthly and annual reports to this board, and receives an annual appropriation 
from them. 

The assets of the home are $87,296. There is no debt and no endowment. 
Cost of operation in 1940 was $15,001.21. 

The first residents were received in 1921. The home has cared for 210 old 
people. The 46 rooms are usually all occupied. More than 50% of the residents 
have been here from seven to fifteen years. Average age at the end of 1941 
was 7914 years. The managers of the homes have been: Rev. T. Himle, 1921-23: 
Rev. H. J. Stolee, 1923-25; Rev. C. F. Johnson, 1925-32; Rev. H. B. Kildahl 
1933-37; Rev. Chr. Thompson since 1938. 

This home is located in Coeur d'Alene, Idaho, a town of about 10,000 on a 
four-lane highway 34 miles east of Spokane, Wash. 

Devotions are conducted morning and evening. On Sunday there is worship 
in the chapel. 
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HOMME HOME FOR THE AGED 


The late Rev. E. J. Homme established the Homme Home for the Aged in 
Wittenberg, Wisconsin, in 1881. This home in east central Wisconsin was 
the first of its kind among Norwegian-American Lutherans. Pastor Homme 
was manager until his death in 1903 when the United Church took over the home. 
Since then it has been under church supervision. 

The average number of residents has been 59; average age at admission 
has been 76, average length of stay eight years, which gives an average age at 
death of 84. 

Collectively they have contributed 60% of the operating cost of the home; 
the church has paid nearly 20%; about 20% has come from occasional gifts, 
legacies, and interest on endowments. At the beginning of 1942 the home had 
total assets of $118,516.00 and no debt. 

At present 35% of the residents pay on the monthly basis, and this plan is 
the choice of 80% of those who apply for admission. The management of the 
home much prefers the monthly payment plan to life contracts. 

There is an organized church at the home, Tabitha, to which residents may 
belong. There is a chapel in the building in which divine worship is conducted 
every Sunday morning. Devotions are conducted twice each week day. 

In the beginning of 1942 peace, harmony, and contentment characterized the 
63 residents, according to the report of the manager, Rev. H. M. Mason. 


JOSEPHINE OLD PEOPLE’S HOME 


John Hals of Stanwood gave $10,000.00 to Our Savior’s Lutheran Church of 
Stanwood for the erection of a building for the home. This was completed in 
1908, and A. R. Thompson, the first manager, took up his duties on October 
15th, that year. Christian Rodum, Farmington, Mont., was the first resident. 

Because the sum paid for life membership during the first years was rarely 
over $500.00, the home depended greatly on donations and on support from the 
Norwegian Synod. The home now belongs to the Norwegian Lutheran Church 
of America and receives monthly appropriations from the synodical treasurer. 
This together with life membership fees and monthly payments meet expenses. 

The number of residents since 1908 is 119. The average number of residents 
1939-41 is 19. The great majority of the residents have been Lutherans and mem- 
bers of our synod. 

The superintendent is Rev. G. A. Hanson and the matron is Mrs. G. A. 
Hanson. 


SKAALEN HOME FOR THE AGED 


The Skaalen Sunset Home is located about three miles northeast of Stough- 
ton, Wisconsin, on the homestead given by Mr. and Mrs. Gjermund Skaalen. 
The offer of their farm of about 200 acres for founding a home for old and 
homeless people was made to the Norwegian Synod in convention in 1896. The 
offer was accepted. 

Under the leadership of Rev. M. P. Ruh, $15,000.00 was raised for a building. 
The building, which is still in use, was erected in 1899, and on January 25, 1900, 
the home was opened with 10 residents and Rev. M. P. Ruh, superintendent. 

The Skaalen Home is equipped to care for 42 residents. Since 1900 about 
275 men and women have lived here. The average length of stay in the home is 
10 years. During the past three years the average number cared for each year 
is 48. In 1917 the home became the property of the Norwegian Lutheran Church 
of America, and since that time it has operated under the direction of the 
Board of Charities. : 

Each year five pastors in the vicinity give spiritual care to the residents, 
visiting and conducting devotions in the rooms of those who are confined and 
conducting public worship in the chapel each Sunday. 

Admissions to the home have been restricted to members of the N.L.C.A. 
since the home has not even been able to care for all of these. 

The following have served as superintendents: Rev. M. P. Ruh, 1900-04; Rev. 
U. C. S. Hjermstad, 1904-07; Mr. C. L. Hauglid, 1907-11; Rev. M. O. Borge, 
1911-19; Rev. B. J. Larson, 1919-27; Mr. A. S. Bragstad since 1927. 
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STORY CITY OLD PEOPLE'S HOME AND HOSPITAL 


This institution is located at Story City, Iowa. Money was solicited and 
given, contract for: building let, and the buildings completed in January, 1914. 
Rev. and Mrs. K. O. Gutteboe were called to be superintendent and matron. 
They accepted and took charge of the home March 1, 1914. Rev. O. P. Vangs- 
ness dedicated the home on June 30, 1914 

In 1918 the stockholders voted to authorize their board of directors to 
transfer the home and property to the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America. 
The church accepted the gift, and since then the home has been under the 
supervision of a board of directors elected by the church. 

There is a ladies auxiliary board in Story City and the Ladies Aid societies 
of Story City have a monthly meeting whose proceeds are given to the home 
and hospital. Support in money and merchandise also comes from other 
churches and societies. 

There have been 174 residents in the home since its founding. The average. 
number for the years 1939-41 was 31. There is a waiting list of applicants. 

Rev. Peder Buland has been superintendent and Mrs. Buland has been matron 
since December 1, 1938. 


PLEASANT VIEW LUTHER HOME 


When in the early summer of 1937 the Pleasant View Luther College Corpor- 
ation decided to discontinue Pleasant View Luther College Academy and Junior 
College, it was decided that the corporation should reorganize and obtain a 
charter to operate a home for the aged. This was done, and the charter desig- 
nates the institution as Pleasant View Luther Home, Inc. Rev. T. J. Knutson 
was called to be superintendent. Remodelling of the girls” dormitory was begun 
on September Ist, and the home was opened on November 1, 1937, with seven 
residents. 

In May, 1938, 200 acres of good Illinois land was given the home by Mr. and 
Mrs. T. T. Fletcher of Newark, Ill. In the summer of 1938 three-fifths of a 139- 
acre farm was given to the home by Mrs. Mary Jasinsky. In 1939 an 80-acre 
farm was given to the home by Oley Nelson and family of Morris, Illinois. 

The home has cared for 66 residents. The average during 1939-41 has been 
about 25. The capacity is 31. At the end of 1941 the home was full and there 
was a waiting list of applicants. In the four years ending November 1, 1941, 
there were 13 deaths. 

The large gifts mentioned in the foregoing had the effect of giving the home 
a sound financial rating and gave the many friends confidence in the enterprise. 

Rey. T. J. Knutson has continued as superintendent, 


CHILDREN’S HOMES 


The number of children cared for during 1940 in our six Children's. Homes 
was 378 and during 1941 358. Some of these, of course, are there only for a short 
while, awaiting placement or return to their families. Others will continue to 
stay in the homes until they reach the age when they can go out in life for 
themselves. 

At the end of the fiscal year, December 31st, 1941, the Children's Homes had 
operated at a total cost of $90,648.16 (farm and similar expenses are not included 
in this total). The average cost per child per day was $1.15. $24,000.00, or 30c 
per child per day, was appropriated from the Norwegian Lutheran Church of 
America. In addition, from church sources there were donations in the amount 
of 22c per day and from estates and legacies 25c per day; a total of 77c per day 
from all church sources in 1941. During this year the sum of $28,563.42 was 
received from counties, parents or others for care of children committed to us, 
or 36c per child per day. This makes from church sources 77c per day and from 
outside support 36c per day.

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BELOIT CHILDREN’S HOME 


This home is at Beloit in the northwest corner of Iowa on the Big Sioux 
River and about two miles from Canton, South Dakota. The home was estab- 
lished here in September, 1890, when Sisters Martha Langaunet and Agnette 
Fagerlie came from the Lutheran Deaconess Home in Minneapolis. The first 
child, a baby boy from St. Paul church near Elk Point, S. Dak., was admitted 
a short time later, and since that there has been a total of 982 children. There 
was an average of 60 in the three years 1939-41, 

The external reason for the founding of a home at Beloit was that the 
United Church, established June 13, 1890, had at Beloit two buildings and about 
20 acres of land. The Norwegian Augustana Synod that united with the Anti- 
Missourian Brotherhood and the Conference to form the United Church in June, 
1890, had maintained its theological seminary at Beloit in 1881-90. There was a 
two-story frame recitation building and a brick veneer dormitory. Prof. David 
Lysnes, who taught there, died on August 11th, 1890.. Prof. George Sverdrup 
was one of the speakers at the funeral on August 14th. 

As the theological seminary was to be at Augsburg Seminary in Minneapolis, 
Prof, Sverdrup had the opportunity to see and say whether this was a fit location 
for a children’s home. He approved. Other deaconesses, who followed the first 
two, are: Christine Olson, Jensine Erickson, Henrikke Berg and Hedda Herman- 
son. Deaconesses managed the home for eight years. Thore Gunderson was 
superintendent 1898-1915. T. T. Thompson was superintendent and Mrs. 
Thompson matron 1915-26. Since 1926 Rev. Torgeir Thompson has been super- 
intendent and his wife matron. 
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_ One of the original buildings burned, the other was remodelled, new build- 
ings erected, several hundred acres of land bought, and dairying and stock 
raising introduced. 


BETHESDA CHILDREN'S HOME 


In November, 1895, at a meeting of the South Dakota circuit of Hauge Synod, 
the subject of a children’s home was discussed. Ata circuit meeting in Newman 
Grove, Neb., February 26-29, 1896, a committee of seven men was elected to 
solicit money and land for a children’s home. At the meeting of Hauge Synod 
in Roseni Church, ten miles south of Beresford, S. D., in June, 1896, this 
committee reported that it had cash and subscriptions in the amount of $2,800.00 
and 20 acres of land. The land was given by Mr. and Mrs. Donohue, Mr. and 
Mrs. George Byrnes, and Mr. and Mrs. Theodore Fisher. 

Hauge Synod accepted these gifts, decided to establish a children’s home, and 
elected Rev. G. L. Graven, Halvor Jacobson and T. L. Torgerson a committee 
to hold the land and money in trust and to take charge of building operations. 
On July 14th, 1896, this committee let contracts for excavation, basement and 
well. On September 19th, 1897, the home was dedicated by the Rev. O. A. 
Utheim, President of Hauge Synod, assisted by Pastors O. A. Oppegaard, G. O. 
Vik, C. J. Olberg, A. O. Mortvedt, Lars Harrisville, G. L. Graven, J. B. A. Dale, 
and T. T. Carlson. The building was valued at $10,000.00. On dedication day 
$971 was raised toward paying the debt of $4,500.00. 

The home was opened on October Ist, 1897, with Miss Mary Lohre as matron, 
and one child. J. P. Langbak served for three or four months as manager in 
1898. Rev. and Mrs. O. A. Utheim served as manager and matron for about a 
month in the fall of 1898. They were followed by Holger Olson, Rev. and Mrs. 
Hektor Moe, 1900-03; Mr. and Mrs. P. C. Nielson, 1903-04; Mr. and Mrs. A. W. 
Amundson, 1904-05; Mr. and Mrs. G. G. Walen, 1905-10; Miss Amanda Hendrick- 
son, matron, 1910-15; J. J. Nygaard, manager, 1910-17; Mrs. Nygaard, matron, 
1915-17; Mr. and Mrs. A. W. Amundson, 1917-20; Mr. and Mrs. J. O. Johnson 
since 1920. 

In 1898 Miss Rena Rolfson Sinclair was engaged as teacher to give the 
children public school instruction. Classes were conducted on the third floor of 
the main building until 1909 when a school building was erected. In 1938 the 
school was discontinued and since that time the children have attended school 
in Beresford, 

The board of directors bought 210 acres of land in 1900-03, making a farm 
of 330 acres. This gives the boys an opportunity to learn farming and dairying 
and also supplies the home with dairy products, meats and vegetables. 

Many of the boys and girls, who have been brought up here, return to the 
home for Christmas and other festival days to meet former residents, the 
manager and matron. The number of children, 1897-1941, is 552. The average 
during 1939-41 has been 35 to 40. 

From its beginning until the present time, there have been 20 lay members 
and 13 pastors on the board of directors of the home. 


HOMME CHILDREN’S HOME 


On July Ist, 1881, Rev. E. J. Homme, Winchester, Wis., began the construc- 
tion of the building at Wittenberg which was to be a home for both aged and 
orphans. This was the first children’s home built by Norwegian Lutherans in 
America. It has continued without interruptions. The children’s home got a 
separate building in 1883 and was under the care and direction of Pastor Homme 
until his death in 1903. Then his institutions were given to the United Norwe- 
cian Lutheran Church. 

Pastor Homme established a sawmill where most of the material was cut for 
the various buildings. In 1895 he erected the building for the children’s home 
one mile north of Wittenberg, which is still in use. 

In September, 1883, there were 29 children in the home. The total number 
of children the sixty years is not known, but the average may have been 70 . 
a year. After the fire in the Stoughton Home in 1926, there were over 100 chil- 
dren here. During 1940-41 the average number has been about 40. 

Until recently the plan was to provide a home for children until they were old 
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enough to go out and care for themselves, but since the organization of the 
Lutheran Welfare Society of Wisconsin it has been the aim of this home to place 
children in foster homes. In 194] one-third of the children in the home were 
placed in foster homes under the supervision of the Welfare Society. 

In December, 1941, there were 42 children in the home. Ten of these children 
will return to their own homes; 12 are kept here temporarily because of death of 
mother and incapacity of father; 2 are awaiting court decisions for permanent 
placement; 3 prefer to remain here until they are through high school; 6 are 
here because foster home care failed; 5 await foster home placment; 2 are here 
by preference of father; 1 can be placed in foster home but relatives object; 1 will 
probably receive foster home care before he enters high school 

The present superintendent is Rev. F. B. Anderson, 


LAKE PARK CHILDREN’S HOME 


Mr. and Mrs. L. W. Pederson homesteaded on the quarter section on which 
the buildings of the Lake Park Home now stand. The first children were 
admitted in the fall of 1895, and the first year the home was cared for entirely 
by Mr. and Mrs. Pederson. 

The Home was enlarged, and in 1886 the original farm home and an additional 
forty acres of land were deeded to a corporation organized to conduct this 
children’s home. 

In 1905 this corporation transferred the property to the United Norwegian 
Lutheran Church, and in 1917 the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America 
became the owner of this home and property. Home and field work were under 
the supervision of the Board of Charities. 

About 905 Children have been cared for since the home was begun, The 
average number of children the last three years is 45. 


MARTIN LUTHER CHILDREN’S HOME 


The Martin Luther Children’s Home is located on a farm of 108 acres two 
miles northeast of Stoughton, Wisconsin. The home was begun in 1889 by the 
Norwegian Synod in Madison, Wis., in buildings vacated by Luther Seminary 
when that institution was moved to Minneapolis. The first superintendent was 
Ola A. Solheim who was a strong Christian character and capable teacher. He 
taught Christianity, Norse, and vocal music. Mrs. Solheim faithfully and effi- 
ciently assisted him. In March, 1890, there were 19 children. On May 7th, 1893, 
the first class—6 members—was confirmed. 

In the fall of 1891, Mr. and Mrs. Gjermund Skaalen of Stoughton gave the 
home a farm of 52 acres. During 1893-94 money was collected for a new build- 
ing, and this was completed in the spring of 1894. Management, staff and 42 
children moved from Madison to the new home building in the middle of April, 
1894. As his last official act, President H. A. Preus dedicated this building on 
May 13th, 1894. His text was: “Whosoever shall receive one such little child 
in My name receiveth Me.” Rev. O. E. Brandt delivered an address in English. 

A few months after the dedication of this building, Gjermund Skaalen and 
his wife, Rebecca, added 56 acres to their former gift of land to the home; in 
November, 1895, they gave the home $4,000.00 in cash. In 1896 a boys’ hall was 
built for $1,500.00, and in 1899 a residence for the superintendent and a barn 
were built. 

In 1898 there were 87 children in the home. By 1903, 181 children had been 
cared for and 68 confirmed. From 1903 to 1925 there were from 90 to 120 
children each year. In 1922 a school house was built, and since then the eight 
grades of the regular state course have been taught. One period a day is also 
given to teaching the Catechism and the Bible. 

On Palm Sunday morning, April 5th, 1925, the main building burned to the 
ground. The present $45,000.00 building was opened for use in October, 1927. 
A boys’ building of native limestone was completed in 1936. This building was 
dedicated as the Halvor Homme Memorial Boys’ building because Halvor 
Homme, who died in 1926, willed the home about $9,000.00 which was used 
in the erection of the building. 

About 700 children have been cared for in the home since 1889. There has 
been an average of 57 children in the home 1939-41. In the past 18 years, 45 
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boys and girls from the home have attended the Stoughton high school. In the 
school year 1941-42, 14 were enrolled. 

Since 1917 the home has belonged to the Norwegian Lutheran Church of 
America and has been under the supervision of the Board of Charities. The 
superintendents of the home have been: Ola A. Solheim 1889-1901; L. Thoen, 
1901-02; Rev. A. Bredesen, 1902-06; Rev. A. K. Lockrem, 1907- 09; Osmund 
Gunderson, 1909-11; Rev. M. O. Borge, 1911-17; Rev. N. A. Stubkjaer, 1917-26; 
AMS: Bragstad since April 1927. 


PARKLAND LUTHERAN CHILDREN’S HOME 


This home is owned and operated by the Norwegian Lutheran Church of 
America, and is approved by the Department of Social Security of the State of 
Washington. It was founded October lst, 1902, at Parkland by Rev. and Mrs. 
Tobias Larson. On February 16th, 1922, the home was moved to Everett and 
occupied the building formerly used*by Columbia College. It was originally 
supported by the Norwegian Synod. About 1,050 children have been residents, 
many for ten years or more, The average number 1939-41 is 62 

With the exception of a small children’s home operated by the Lutheran 
Free Church at Poulsbo, Wash., the Parkland home is the only Lutheran 
Children’s home west of Beresford, S. D. Children have come from Washing- 
ton, Montana, Idaho, California, Oregon, British Columbia and Alaska. 

The children are encouraged to take a normal attitude toward activities of 
youth, their own situation, planning for the future, and their life’s work. The 
home endeavors to give the children the same opportunities as parents give 
their own children. After leaving this home, children are welcomed back at any 
time as visitors. 

This home accepts children of any religious faith, but seeks primarily to serve 
the children of the Lutheran Church. The children here are instructed in the 
fundamental doctrines of the Lutheran Church, and a positive, personal relation- 
ship with Christ is emphasized as the foundation of their lives. 

The present superintendent is Arthur H. Olson. 


WILD RICE CHILDREN’S HOME 


In June, 1898, Jens Urdahl, a member of Wild Rice church, Twin Valley, 
Minn., offered to give to the Minnesota District of the Norwegian Synod, then 
in session in Sheyenne Church near Kindred, N. D., 120 acres of land and 
$1,000.00 in cash for the founding of a Children’s Home. The offer was accept- 
ed and the founding of the Wild Rice Children’s Home was authorized. How- 
ever, the gift was exchanged for a quarter section of land on which there were 
buildings suitable for a children’s home. To make this exchange possible, 
$1,500.00 was raised in the Wild Rice parish and given to the Synod. The home 
began its work in the fall of 1898 and was dedicated by Dr. V. Koren in 1900 
when the synod meeting was held in the Wild Rice church. 

The home was filled within a short time, and additions were made from 
time to time until in 1927 the number of children was 120. The average after 
the first five years was above 75. Because of the stricter requirements of the 
State Board of Control, the number of children was slowly decreased from 1928 
until March 18th, 1931, when the main building burned. The number then was 
67 and these children were transferred to other homes, but the work was carried 
on in supporting them. From 1931 to 1938 the farm was operated as church 
property. 

In 1938 the home was changed to a Summer Camp for girls. A cabin was 
built and each year five or six groups of ten girls have been given free care for a 
period of two weeks each. It is planned to remodel the hospital building into 
summer quarters for girls. The girls are benefitted physically, mentally, socially, 
and above all spiritually. It is the intention to offer the same opportunity to 
boys. 

Every year friends of the home give it gifts, and for the past ten years 
there has been annually a bequest in someone’s will. The home is without 
debt, has endowment and building funds of over $50,000.00 and has farm buildings 
and ‘equipment in the best of repair. 

The present supervisor is H. N. Bentley. 
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LUTHERAN WELFARE SOCIETIES 


At present the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America is giving its support 
and co-operation to Lutheran Welfare Societies that are conducting home find- 
ing and child placing- activities in different states, as follows: North Dakota, 
South Dakota, Minnesota, Iowa, Wisconsin and Illinois. The total amount 
appropriated in 1941 by the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America to these 
Societies was $18,324.98. In addition to this amount, the Societies have received 
considerable sums through memberships and contributions from congregations 
belonging to the N.L.C.A. as well as other gifts. 

The North Dakota Lutheran Welfare Society has established a Children’s 
Receiving Home at Devils Lake, N. D. In accordance with the Nellie Svee fund, 
money has been allotted to this undertaking of caring for children in this home 
to the amount of $7,043.15 during 1940 and 1941. This legacy specifies that the 
money should be used for the care of children in North Dakota. 

The Minnesota Lutheran Welfare Society elected Mr. J. L. Roney as its 
Executive Secretary to succeed Mr. S. H. Holstad who reached the retirement 
age. The Board wishes to express to Mr. Holstad its appreciation for his services 
in Christian social welfare as carried out in the Welfare Society. We are mindful 
of his earnest efforts to bring the work of the Society to the understanding and 
appreciation of the community at large as well as to the church. This has resulted 
in increased income for the Society, and we know that- the Society will reap 
the benefits of these efforts in the years to come. We thank Mr. Holstad for his 
service and work and wish him God’s blessing in the years that still lie ahead. 

The Wisconsin Lutheran Welfare Society has appointed the Rev. H. J. Whit- 
ing as Executive Secretary. He was installed in his work last fall and comes 
highly recommended as a man deeply interested in the work of the church as 
well as in the general problems of child welfare, 

To all the workers in these societies as well as the members of their Boards of 
Directors, we extend our Christian greeting and express our gratitude for their 
conscientious responsibility in caring for the task which the Church has 
committed unto them.

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LUTHERAN GIRLS’ HOME, MINNEAPOLIS, MINNESOTA 


Pastors and laymembers in the Twin Cities felt the need of Christian rescue 
or welfare work; so in 1912 the Rev. A. O. Aasen, then pastor of Immanuel 
Lutheran Church in Northeast Minneapolis, organized the Norwegian Lutheran 
Rescue Home—which name was later changed to the Lutheran Girls’ Home—and

January, 1942. 


Their first matron was Sister Johanson, who was succeeded by Miss Marie 
Bremseth. In the fall of 1916 Miss Bremseth resigned, and Mrs. Lina Formo 
was called to take her place, a position she held until her death on March 9th, 
1933, when Miss Ottelie Hugelen became the superintendent on March 20th, that 


same spring. 
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In 1917, the corporation was enlarged to include active pastors of the Norwe- 
gian Lutheran Church of America in the Twin Cities, and nine of these constitute 
the official Board of the Lutheran Girls’ Home. 

During these years, the Lutheran Girls’ Home has cared for 3,095 adults up 
to January lst, 1942, and we know that most of these girls have ‘left the home 
better girls with a resolve to live close to Christ who cares for us all. 

The Lutheran Girls’ Home receives support from the Norwegian Lutheran 
Church, the Minneapolis Community Fund, Ladies’ Aids of our synod, and 
also many L.D.R.’s, as well as other friends of the home, for which the home is 
indeed grateful. 

The Lutheran Girls’ Home Auxiliary has also given of love and material 
gifts to the many who have come to the home for protection and care. 


NORTH DAKOTA HOUSE OF MERCY, FARGO, N. D. 


In January, 1919, Dr. H. B. Kildahl, then Executive Secretary of the Board 
of Charities of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, requested Rev. J. D. 
Runsvold of Fargo to promote the organization and incorporation of a society 
to do home finding and rescue work. A charter was obtained from the state on 
February 24th, 1919. The first meeting was held on March 19th, five directors 
were chosen, and Rev. A. C. Barron was elected superintendent. Rules were 
pase his and the organization was called the Lutheran Children’s Home Finding 

ociety. 

On February 28th, 1922, the Board voted to buy a small, fully equipped 
hospital building for $20,000. This was called the Receiving and Rescue Home. 
Possession was taken on June 10th, 1922. Pastor Barron continued the home 
finding work, and Mrs. Oline Washuus was chosen superintendent of the Rescue 
Home. The first license was received from the state in December 1922. 

In 1924, Mrs. Washuus resigned her position, and on March Ist Miss Nora 
Dahl, a registered nurse, succeeded her. In 1926 Miss Selma Karlstad was ap- 
pointed superintendent. In 1928 the Society received an appropriation from the 
state, largely through the efforts of P. O. Sathre. 

The work has grown from caring for nine girls and fifteen babies to an aver- 
age of 106 girls and an average of 94 babies a year. Two nurses and a house 
physician give physical care. There are regular classes in Bible, sewing, cooking, 
commercial subjects, infant care, and hygiene, The home aims to help the girls 
adjust socially upon dismissal from the home. The spiritual program is stressed, 
and seeking to lead every girl to know Christ as her Savior. During the past three 
years 10 adults have been baptized, 18 confirmed and 155 infants baptized. When- 
ever possible, the girls are given opportunity to attend services in the church. 
Occasional church and communion services are held in the home. 

Miss Paula C. Iverson has been superintendent since 1931. 


LUTHERAN HOUSE OF MERCY, SIOUX FALLS, S. D. 


The Lutheran House of Mercy is maintained by the Lutheran Welfare 
Society of South Dakota and is located at Sioux Falls. This property was 
bought in November, 1920, for $12,000, and was opened for service May Illth, 
1921. Through the efforts of the W.M.F. of South Dakota District the debt on 
the property was paid by January 10th, 1935. Another lot has been added to 
the grounds. Individual loans of $9,000 made it possible to buy house and lots. 
The work has been financed by the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, 
by the local community chest, by gifts from the W.M.F., by individual gifts and 
by funds collected from residents. 

There is a local board of directors of thirteen men and women. James OF 
Berdahl, Rev. H. J. Glenn and Dr. C. Rebekka Strom. have served since 1921. 
Miss Bertha J. Bragstad has been superintendent from the beginning. 

During these twenty years, there have been 766 unmarried mothers and 1,060 
children in the home. Four hundred and sixteen children have been adopted in 
foster homes. From 1938-1941, 98 unmarried mothers and 164 children were 
cared for, 

This is the only institution in the state for the specific care of unmarried 
mothers, and it works in close relationship with the State Division of Child Wel- 
fare. Its motto is: “The soul of charity is charity to the soul.” 
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BETHESDA MISSION 


The Bethesda Mission is located in the city of Brooklyn, and its chief concern 
is the single, homeless men. Under the direction of Tobias Rettedal, it is seeking 
not only to give lodging and food, but above all to bring the Word of God 
to these men who need this comfort and direction. 

In 1940 Bethesda Mission served a total of 24,219 meals (this included coffee 
and cake after services), and gave: lodging to 18,365 men. They distributed 385 
garments, and visited 179 patients in hospitals. 

In 1941 this mission served a total of 25,102 meals and gave lodging to 
14,915 men. Four hundred and seventy-three garments were distributed, and 183 
jobs were secured for the men.

RED WING TRAINING SCHOOL 


At the State Training School in Red Wing, Minn., the church is co-operating 
with the authorities at the school in the religious care of the boys. The Rev. 
M. E. Nesse has been appointed Protestant chaplain by the State for this institu- 
tion. A part of his salary is supplied by the Board of Charities as well as books 
and other equipment which is needed for this work. There is a great opportunity 
to help guide these boys and to direct their lives. Pastor Nesse is doing a 
creditable work and has the full co-operation of the school authorities. We 
extend our appreciation to the superintendent of the school, the local pastors 
and all who are helping to give these boys a new start in life. 

Rev. Nesse conducted 29 Sunday morning worship services with an average 
attendance of 233. Number of communicants 62. Three adults were baptized 
and 20 were confirmed. 2 

STATE SCHOOL, OWATONNA 


The work at the State School at Owatonna, through co-operation with our 
congregation in Owatonna, Rev. O. C. Fjelstad, pastor, has been carried on as 
in previous years. More than 60 children are brought in by bus every Sunday 
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morning for Sunday School and services. During the past biennium there have 
been baptized 7; confirmed 15; 16 are at present in the confirmation class. A 
number of children are enrolled in Bible classes at the school. One week of 
religious instruction is given to all the children at the State School. 


CITY AND INSTITUTIONAL MISSIONS 


This work is conducted by individual pastors who have been called into this 
work by the Board of Charities on behalf of the church. Their work consists 
in visiting hospitals where the Lutheran Welfare Societies have not taken 
over this branch of the work; also other institutions of a‘charitable nature under 
state or government control. 

In 1940 our city missionaries visited 68,290 patients in 305 institutions 9,215 
aoe and distributed 130,675 tracts, papers, books, Gospels, Testaments and

DEACONESS HOMES AND HOSPITALS 


September 13, 1941, the Nurses Home of the Deaconess Home and Hospital 
in Chicago was dedicated. It is finished and without any debt. Last year our 
Chicago Home sustained a great loss in the death of Sister Ragna Nord, who 
was superintendent of the Training School from the time of its beginning. She 
represented a fine type of Christian personality with great talents and gifts which 
she used in the service of the Lord. May God bless her memory. 

The Deaconess Home and Hospital in Brooklyn, N. Y., under the direction 
of the Rector, Dr. C. O. Pedersen, is carrying on the work as outlined in 
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previous reports: Welfare work in the city, children’s home finding and placing, 
summer camp outside of the city of New York, and general welfare work. In 
addition to this work, through the influence of the authorities at the hospital, 
it was also possible to secure the appointment of a Lutheran pastor as Protestant 
chaplain for the Queens County hospital, which is one of the large hospitals 
in New York. :

Therefore great 
care should be exercised at all times not to consider the election of members to 
these boards as simply perfunctory, but such persons should be elected as are 
genuinely interested, and who have the qualifications to guide and direct as well 
as to assist the superintendent and the workers in their many local problems. 

We express our gratitude and whole-hearted appreciation to the many friends 
who have made this work of the church possible through their prayers, their 
love and their means. 

We urge pastors and members of our congregations to call attention to 
this work which is done for the “least of these,” whom the Lord loved so much. 
We would encourage the giving of gifts through wills and legacies, either 
for the individual institutions or to the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America 
for the Board of Charities, to be administered according to the needs of the 
different institutions. A great deal of the effective work that has been accom- 
plished by Old People’s Homes and Children’s Homes has been through larger 
gifts received in wills and testaments. Such gifts are scrupulously administered 
by the church for that particular institution or that interest which is designated. 

In closing, the Board of Charities thanks Almighty God for His loving care 
of those who are in need of help and have been entrusted to our church. It is 
alone through His grace that we are permitted to partake and share this 
love which Jesus Christ evidenced for those who were sick and hungry, in 
need and in prison, and the little children.

DEACONESS HOME AND HOSPITAL, CHICAGO 


On motion made, seconded and carried, the following by-laws of the Lutheran 
Deaconess Home and Hospital, and the rules and regulations of the Deaconess 
Committee of the Lutheran Deaconess Home and Hospital, adopted February 
19th, 1942, by their local Board of Directors, were approved for recommendation 
to the Annual Convention of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, to be 
held in June, 1942, for approval: 


BY-LAWS OF THE LUTHERAN 
DEACONESS HOME AND HOSPITAL 
Feb. 19, 1942 


ARTICLE I 
THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES 


SECTION 1. The management of the aforesaid association shall be vested in 
a Board of seventeen trustees. The members of this association shall consist of 
the persons who are the pastors and delegates entitled to vote at any regular or 
special meeting of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America and such other 
persons as they may elect or determine. The regular meeting of this association 
shall be held during the regular meetings of the Norwegian Lutheran Church 
of America by such meeting of said Norwegian Lutheran Church of America 
resolving itself into a meeting of this association which shall thereupon pro- 
ceed to elect trustees and transact such other business as may come before 
such meeting, Trustees shall be elected for a term of four years (and until 
their successors are duly elected and qualified), with the exception of the 
President of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, the President of the 
Board of Trustees of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, the Rector 
and Sister Superior. The persons elected by said Norwegian Lutheran Church 
of America as President of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America and as 
President of the Board of Trustees of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of 
America, respectively, and as Rector and Sister Superior, respectively, of the 
Lutheran Deaconess Home and Hospital of Chicago, shall by such election 
ex-officio be elected as the remaining four of said seventeen trustees and shall 
hold their office as such trustees, respectively, as long as they remain such 
President of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America and President of the 
Board of Trustees of said Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, and as 
such rector and Sister Superior, respectively, and their duly elected successors 
from time to time as such President of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of 
America and President of the Board of Trustees of the Norwegian Lutheran 
Church of America and Rector and Sister Superior, respectively, shall ex-officio 
succeed them as trustees, respectively. All persons elected trustees shall ex- 
officio be members of this association. 


SECTION 2. The Board of Trustees shall elect a President, a Vice-President, 
a Secretary, an Assistant Secretary and a Treasurer who shall hold their re- 
spective offices for one year, or until their respective successors are elected 
and have qualified. Such elections shall be held at the regular meeting of the 
Board of Trustees held in the month of February each year, which shall be the 
annual meeting of the Board of Trustees. 


SECTION 3. The Board of Trustees shall exercise the general corporate powers 
conferred upon them by the Statutes of the State of Illinois and such other 
powers as are conferred by the By-Laws of the association. 


SECTION 4. The Board of Trustees shall have the power to suspend or dis- 
charge for good cause any officer of the association, demand for inspection 
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at any time from any officer all books, papers and other documents relating 
to the business or affairs of the association and shall fill all vacancies. 


SECTION 5. In case a vacancy occurs on the Board of Trustees, the same 
shall be filled by a majority of the remaining members of the board until the 
next regular meeting of the association when such vacancy shall be filled by an 
election by the membership of the association. 


SECTION 6. The Board of Trustees shall elect an Executive Committee of 
Nine (9) of its members, who shall have power to manage the affairs and funds 
of the Association between the regular meetings of the Board of Trustees and 
perform such duties as the Board of Trustees may prescribe or direct or refer 
to them for consideration or action. 


SECTION 7. The Board of Trustees shall elect a Deaconess Committee of 
seven (7) members who shall hold office for one year and until their respective 
successors are elected and qualified. The Rector and Sister Superior shall be 
included in this number as ex-officio members. This committee shall have 
full power and authority to handle all matters pertaining to the work of the 
Deaconess and the Administration and conduct of the Deaconess Training School 
between the regular meetings of the Board of Trustees and shall perform such 
other duties as the Board of Trustees authorize and direct, and shall be governed 
by rules and regulations passed and approved by the Board of Trustees. 


SECTION 8. The Deaconess Committee shall submit a budget to the Board of 
Trustees at their annual meeting. The budget when approved by the Board 
of Trustees shall be for the ensuing year and all items included in said budget 
shall be considered an order on the Treasurer to expend such funds for the 
respective items set forth in the budget when requested by the Deaconess 
Committee. Any expenditures not provided for in the budget must be approved 
by the Executive Committee or the Board of Trustees. 


SECTION 9. The Board of Trustees and the Deaconesses shall consider and 
suggest candidates for the offices of Rector and Sister Superior to the Nominat- 
ing Committee of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America. 


(a) The Board of Trustees shall seek permission of the association (the 
association consisting of persons who are pastors and delegates entitled to 
vote at any regular or special meeting of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of 
America, and such other persons as they may elect or determine) to determine 
the salary and allowance of the Rector and Sister Superior. 


(b) The Rector shall be an ordained minister of the Norwegian Lutheran 
Church of America. He shall be the pastor and spiritual advisor of the 
institution and as such shall have the general supervision of the Deaconess 
Training School and be responsible for the religious instruction required 
in the Training school for Nurses. The Rector shall be the head of the 
Deaconess activities and shall consult with the Sister Superior in all 
matters pertaining to the welfare of the deaconesses. He shall also perform 
such other duties and services as commonly pertain to the duties of the office 
of the Rector. 


(c) The Sister Superior shall be a consecrated deaconess in the Norwegian 
Lutheran Church of America. She shall be directly responsible for the 
personal and spiritual welfare of the deaconesses. She shall supervise their 
training and assign their duties. She shall perform such other duties and 
services which commonly pertain to the office of the Sister Superior of a 
Lutheran Motherhouse and function in all matters under the general direction 
of the Rector. 


SECTION 10. The Board of Trustees shall appoint a Superintendent or 
manager and such other employees as they may deem necessary or convenient 
and determine their salaries or wages or they may delegate those powers to 
the Executive Committee or to some other committee. 


SECTION 11. The Board of trustees shall hold stated regular meetings on 
the third Thursday of February, May, September and November of each year. 
Special meetings of the Board may be held at any time at the call of the

President or Vice-President or upon the request of the Deaconess Committee 
or Executive Committee. 


SECTION 12. The Board of Trustees recognizes the name of and approves the 
association known as “The Lutheran Deaconess Association.” It is understood 
that the members of this association are to be limited to consecrated Deaconesses 
of the Lutheran Deaconess Home and Hospital. 


ARTICLE II. 
Meetings of the Association 
The regular meetings of the association shall be held during the regular 
biennial meetings of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America as prescribed 
by the Articles of the Association of this Corporation. 
Special meetings may be held during any special meeting of the Norwegian 
Lutheran Church of America when notice thereof is given in the call for special 
meeting of said Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, 


ARTICLE III. 
The President 


SECTION 1. It shall be the duty of the President, or in his absence, the Vice- 
President, to preside at all meetings of the association and of the Board of 
Trustees and to sign all deeds, mortgages, trust deeds, and other documents to 
be executed. 


SECTION 2. The President shall have all such powers as are usual and inci- 
dent to his office and as are conferred upon him by the laws of the State of 
Illinois or by the By-Laws. 

ARTICLE IV. 

The Secretary 


SECTION 1. It shall be the duty of the Secretary, or, in his absence, the 
Assistant Secretary, to attend all the meetings of the Association and of the 
Board of Trustees, to keep the minues of such meetings and enter the same in 
a Book of Records kept for that purpose. 


SECTION 2. He shall send notices in writing to all Trustees of the regular 
meetings and of the special meetings of the Board and shall in such notice of 
any special meeting state the time, place and object or purpose of such meeting. 


SECTION 3. He shall attest all deeds, mortgages, trust deeds, bonds and 
other documents to be executed by the association and attend to all publications 
and perform such other duties as may be prescribed by the Board. Upon the 
election of his successor, he shall turn over to him all the books, papers and 
documents and other property of the association in his possession or custody. 


ARTICLE V. 
The Treasurer 


SECTION 1. The Treasurer shall receive all monies and funds of the Associa- 
tion and pay out only such monies as may be ordered by the Board of Trustees 
or its Executive Committee and see that correct accounts are kept of all 
receipts and disbursements with proper vouchers and make reports thereof to 
the quarterly meeting of the Board of Trustees and perform such other duties 
as the Board of Trustees or the Executive Committee may prescribe or direct, 
and after his successor has been elected and qualified to turn over to him all 
books, monies, papers and documents, and all other property of the association 
in his possession or custody without delay. 


ARTICLE VI. 
The By-Laws and Articles 
of Association 
The By-Laws of the association may be amended, changed, modified or added 
to at any regular or special meeting of the Board of Trustees by a two-thirds 
vote of the members of the Board of Trustees. Any proposed amendment, 
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change, modification or addition to these By-Laws must be submitted to each 
Board member by mail at least fifteen (15) days in advance of the day upon 
which action is to be taken. 


LUTHERAN DEACONESS HOME AND HOSPITAL 
RULES AND REGULATIONS OF DEACONESS COMMITTEE 


(Adopted February 19, 1942) 


1. The Deaconess Committee shall have authority to accept all candidates 
for the Deaconess Training School, the admittance of probationers, and shall 
recommend to the Board of Trustees those who in their judgment are eligible 
for admission to the Sisterhood as consecrated deaconesses. The Deaconess Com- 
mittee shall have full power to accept resignations or order dismissals of students 
and probationers. The Board of Trustees alone shall have the power to accept 
the resignation of a deaconess or request the dismissal of a deaconess. The 
Deaconess Committee, however, shall review all such cases and submit their 
recommendation to the Board of Trustees. The deaconess waives all her rights 
in the Pension Fund when she leaves the Sisterhood. 

2. Candidates for admission to the Deaconess Training School shall be Chris- 
tian women of the Lutheran faith, with at least high school education or its 
equivalent, Candidates should be between 18 and 30 years of age 

3. Students of the Deaconess Training School may be admitted as proba- 
tioners after they have been enrolled in the school six months 

4, Probationers may be considered for consecration after the requirements of 
the Deaconess Training School have been complied with 

5. A probationer or consecrated deaconess must wear the specified garb of 
the Sisterhood. 

6. As long as she remains a member of the Sisterhood, the Deaconess Home 
is to be considered as her home. 

7. Candidates admitted to the Training School shall be entitled to mainte- 
nance at the Home (including board, room, and laundry), but shall not be 
granted any monthly allowance. Probationers shall be entitled to maintenance at 
the Home and shall receive an allowance of $8.00 per month after the first year, 
and $10.00 per month until such time as they enter active service, or are conse- 
crated as deaconesses, Consecrated deaconesses and probationers, who have 
entered active service, shall be entitled to maintenance at the Home and shall 
receive a monthly allowance of $30.00. 

8. Students, probationers, and deaconesses shall be provided free medical 
care and hospitalization in case of illness. An allowance shall be paid the proba- 
tioner and deaconess during the period of illness as follows: 

(a) During illness the probationer shall receive her full allowance for a period 
of three months. At the end of this period the Deaconess Committee shall deter- 
mine the amount of the monthly allowance necessary to provide for her personal 
needs. In computing the years of service, the date the deaconess enters as a 
student shall be the date used. 

(b) During illness the deaconess with less than five years of service shall 
receive her full allowance for the first three months and then one-half of this 
amount for the next three months. At the end of this period, the Deaconess 
Committee shall determine the amount of the monthly allowance necessary to 
provide for her personal needs. In computing the years of service, the date the 
deaconess enters as a student shall be the date used. 

(c) During illness the deaconess with more than five years of service, but 
less than ten years of service, shall receive her full allowance for six months. At 
the end of this period the deaconess shall receive one-half of this amount for 
the next six months. At the end of this period the Deaconess Committee shall 
determine the amount of the monthly allowance necessary to provide for personal 
needs. In computing the years of service, the date the deaconess enters as a 
student shall be the date used. 

(d) During illness the deaconess with more than ten years of service shall 
receive her full allowance for one year. At the end of this period, the deaconess 
shall receive one-half of this amount for one year. At the end of this period the 
Deaconess Committee shall determine the amount of the monthly allowance nec- 
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essary to provide for her personal needs, In computing the years of service, the 
date the deaconess enters as a student shall be the date used. 

9. Consecrated deaconesses shall be members of the Pension Fund and be 
entitled to all its benefits. In computing the years of service, the date the dea- 
coness enters as a student, shall be the date used. 

10. Students shall be granted an annual vacation of two weeks. Probationers 
and deaconesses who have been with the institution less than five years shall be 
granted a vacation of three weeks with full allowance. Deaconesses and proba- 
tioners with more than five years shall be granted one month’s vacation with 
full allowance. After each ten years of service, the deaconess shall be permitted 
to take a vacation of three months with full allowance and an extra allowance 
of $50.00. In computing the years of service, the date the deaconess enters as a 
student shall be the date used. 

11. The deaconess shall not keep for herself any gifts which she shall receive 
because of her office as a deaconess, or for work that she performs in behalf of 
the institution. Any gift received shall be reported to the Rector or Sister Supe- 
rior, who shall refer the matter to the Deaconess Committee. The Deaconess 
Committee shall make recommendations to the Board of Trustees regarding the 
final disposition of such gifts. 

12. It shall be the duty of the Deaconess Committee to protect the interests 
of the deaconess in the Pension Plan, When deaconesses are assigned to serve 
in institutions or under the direction of the Board of Foreign Missions, or other 
agencies of the church, the Deaconess Committee shall have authority to make 


«all necessary financial arrangements, conforming with the rules of the Pension 


Plan, subject, however, to the approval of the Board of Trustees. Any arrange- 
ments which do not conform with the rules of the Pension Plan shall be referred 
to the Board of Trustees for action. 

13. When a deaconess resigns, she shall waive all her interests in the Pension 
Fund and all other arrangements made with her as a deaconess. She shall not 
be permitted to wear the garb of the Sisterhood nor use the title of Deaconess. 

14. When a deaconess of her own choosing elects to absent herself from the 
Deaconess Home longer than the vacation period or any leave of absence granted 
by the Deaconess Committee, she shall immediately be placed on the inactive 
list. The Deaconess Committee shall review the cases of deaconesses who are 
on the inactive list. When in their opinion the situation requires that the dea- 
coness be dismissed from the Sisterhood, they shall submit all facts in the case 
with their recommendations to the Board of Trustees for action. 

15. The Deaconess Committee shall have full authority to grant candidates, 
probationers and deaconesses leaves of absence. The committee shall not be per- 
mitted to grant an allowance during the leave of absence for a period of longer 
than six months. If the leave of absence is to be for a period longer than six 
months with allowance, the matter must be referred to the Board of Trustees 
for approval. The Board of Trustees shall also determine the status of the dea- 
coness in the Pension Fund because of such leave of absence. 

16. Where the candidate decides not to enter the Sisterhood, the Deaconess 
Committee shall make arrangements with such candidate for refund to the insti- 
tution of any sums of money expended for her maintenance and education during 
her years of training. Where the candidate serves as a student nurse or does 
other types of work during her training, consideration shall be given for this 
service in arriving at the amount of such refund, 

17. The Deaconess Committee shall in the event of the death of any student 
or probationer communicate with the family or representative of the estate of 
said deceased student or probationer and arrange for the burial and the expense 
of the burial incident thereto. 

18. The burial expense incurred by reason of the death of any deaconess 
while in the service of the institution shall be paid by the Lutheran Deaconess 
Hoine and Hospital. 


RESOLUTIONS ON PRECEDING REPORT 


The Board of Charities reports the following resolutions to be submitted 
to the General Convention of the Church: 
1. To our heavenly Father, who has made manifest His love and mercy 
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through His only begotten Son, we humbly express our thanksgiving and grati- 
tude. We are not worthy of His manifold blessings. We have sinned and come 
far short of the glory of God. May we, who have received mercy from Him in 
the forgiveness of sins and assurance of His grace, be merciful to others who are 
suffering, in need and sin. “Be ye merciful, even as your Father in heaven is 
merciful.” 

2. The church is deeply gratified that through twenty-five years our congrega- 
tions and individuals have contributed for Christian charity the amount of 
$3,757,672.40 and added to this sum $712,066.00 for legacies and donations, 
reaching a total of $4,469,738.40. In addition to the above there has been a con- 
stant stream of benefactions in smaller sums and gifts in kind to the individual 
institutions. The careful management of the institutions, as well as the support of 
the congregations, made it possible in 1939 to pay off all deficits accrued in the 
Department of Charities. As a result of this support, during the last twenty-five 
years the Homes for the Aged have cared for 1,538 men and women; the Chil- 
dren’s Homes have taken care of 4,262 children, and our Rescue Homes have 
given care to 3,230 adults and 3,321 babies. The figures for the Rescue Homes 
cover only the last eighteen years. 

During the last biennium there was received from the budget ingathering 
in 1940 the sum of $129,883.42 and in 1941 the sum of $140,046.48. In addition to 
the above amounts there was received approximately $74,983.00 from private 
gifts and legacies during the biennium. These amounts do not include support 
money received from individuals and counties for the care of children and old 
people. The church expresses its thanks to many congregations and individuals 
that have made it possible to receive this money during the biennium. 

3. The church extends its sincere thanks to all those who have served in the 
Department of Charities in various capacities, in institutions and activities and 
on boards. We express our sincere thanks and gratitude to them for their faithful 
and conscientious service in the work of charity. 

4. We welcome the Rev. and Mrs. F. B. Anderson who have taken up the 
work at the Homme Children’s Home in Wittenberg, and the Rev. T. C. Thomp- 
son as city missionary for Sioux Falls, South Dakota. May God give them much 
of His grace to serve in this work. 

5. The first of a number of Regional Conferences was held by the Depart- 
ment of Welfare of the National Lutheran Council in connection with our own 
Charity Workers’ Conference. We welcome this wider contact with the workers 
of other synods in this great field. 

6. Again the church expresses its appreciation and understanding of the 
work of the Lutheran Welfare Societies in which our church is cooperating. We 
commend these societies to the good will of our members and congregations as 
their service for the many homeless children can only be increased and made 
more effective as their means are increased. The following societies are receiving 
support in budget appropriation from the Department of Charities.

We extend a hearty welcome to Mr, J. L. Roney, who has been elected to 
take the place of Mr. S. H. Holstad as superintendent of the Minnesota Lutheran 
Welfare Society, who had reached the age of retirement. We also express our 
gratitude at the selection of Rev. Henry J. Whiting as superintendent of the 
Wisconsin Welfare Society. 

As this last year concluded the service of Mr. S. H. Holstad as superintendent 
of the Minnesota Welfare Society, we extend to him our heartfelt thanks and 
appreciation for the long and faithful service that he gave to our church during 
these many years and especially during these last years in the Department of 
Welfare. We wish him God’s blessing in his new field of work. 

7. The church notes with appreciation and joy that the Lutheran Deaconess 
Home and Hospital in Chicago was enabled to dedicate the Nurses’ Home in 
1941, which is completely finished and furnished. We extend to Superintendent 
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E. E. Hanson, the rector, the Rev. Martin Norstad, the Board of Directors, the 
deaconesses and the many friends of this institution our heartiest congratulations 
and gratitude. We covet for them increased opportunity for service in the 
Kingdom in this accomplishment. 

At the same time we note with sorrow the death of Sister Ragna Nord, a fine 
Christian personality, who with her fine training and Christian experience served 
as superintendent for the Nurses’ Training School until her death in 1941. Her 
memory will remain a blessing and an inspiration to the many who came in 
contact with her, and not least her pupils in the School of Nursing. We thank 
God for the sainted life of this noble sister. . 

8. The church is deeply appreciative of the work accomplished by the Norwe- 
gian Lutheran Deaconess Home and Hospital in Brooklyn, New York. It is one 
of the great institutions of our church in the Department of Charities. Through 
the careful and efficient supervision and management of its rector, Dr. C. O. 
Pederson, and its Board of Directors and deaconesses, it has made a place for 
itself in all the activities of Christian charity in that metropolitan center. They 
are faced with expanding their plant because of the growing needs as well as 
confidence in the work of this institution. We appreciate the fine spirit of cooper- 
ation and support given by our pastors and congregations on the Atlantic Coast. 

9. The church calls attention to the need of constant, sympathetic help and 
encouragement to the maintenance of our Rescue Homes, especially during these 
times of stress and strain. The personnel of these institutions is probably carry- 
ing a greater burden of sorrow and suffering than in any other field of activity 
in our institutions of charity. We commend the workers in these homes for their 
faithful Christian work. We thank the pastors who are giving their service. May 
these institutions continue in the spirit of the Master to raise the fallen and to 
heal the broken-hearted. 

10. During the past biennium the church has had the opportunity to care for 
414 old people and 378 children in 1940, and in 1941, 410 aged and 358 children. A 
visit to these homes, whether among the children or the aged, by our people 
would serve as an inspiration in the work that is being done by the church in 
this field of endeavor. We are grateful for the type of management in these insti- 
tutions and for the splendid financial condition resulting from this management. 

11. The convention requests the Board of Charities to publish in pamphlet 
form its report to the convention with the resolutions adopted, for free distri- 
bution. 

12. The church, mindful of the many gifts constantly received at our Chil- 
dren’s Homes and Homes for the Aged from the members of our congregations, 
expresses sincere gratitude and thanks for this generosity. We would urge that 
pastors and congregations through societies, as well as through individuals, 
visit these institutions and keep informed and in contact with the work that is 
being conducted in their territory. There is nothing that gives greater encourage- 
ment to the workers in these institutions than the contact with our pastors and 
congregations through personal visits. We wish especially to emphasize the 
annual festival day celebrated in most of our Homes. We hope that many can 
set aside that day for a visit to the institution in their vicinity, and that through- 
out the year Ladies’ Aids, young people’s societies, pastors and members will 
make it a point to spend a little time with the children or with the aged. 

13. The church expresses deep interest and concern in the work of our hospi- 
tal and city missionaries. The work of bringing the Gospel and comfort of Christ, 
by these many faithful workers, will reveal its fruit on His great day, when even 
a cup of cold water given in His name shall be remembered by Him. May God 
give added strength and grace to these men and women to bear these burdens 
and to carry on this work during these trying and difficult times. 

14. The church requests that the same budget appropriation, namely, $151,- 
507.54, be voted for each of the two years in the next biennitim. In voting this 
budget we realize that it is only through voluntary gifts and legacies as well as 
added support money that this work can be carried out. We therefore urge our 
members and congregations to seek to increase the giving to the budget set-up 
for the Department of Charities. We call attention to the fact that during these 
last years the budget has been balanced every year. In addition, before the 
beginning of the Centennial Appeal, the Department of Charities liquidated its 
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accumulated deficits. The institutions in their individual accounts are also balan- 
cing their budgets. 

15. After consideration and in view of the fact that there is a need in Minne- 
sota of a Home for the Aged, the Board of Charities recommends the following 
resolution for adoption by the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America: 

Be It Resolved, That the Board of Charities, with the approval of the Board 
of Trustees, be authorized to begin a Home for the Aged at the former Red 
Wing Seminary. Full authority is given to the board to organize and establish 
this institution, with the definite understanding that no indebtedness be incurred 
in the establishment of same. 

Further, Be It Resolved, That this institution shall be under the control and 
dirsgtg of the Board of Charities in the same manner as other Homes for the 

ged, 

Further, Be It Resolved, That the name of this institution shall be Red Wing 
Seminary Homes for the Aged. 

16. As an appendix to the report, the proposed changes in the constitution 
of the Lutheran Deaconess Home and Hospital, Chicago, Illinois, are submitted 
for consideration and approval. It will be necessary that the corporation of the 
Deaconess Home and Hospital also take similar action on the proposed consti- 
tution. 

17. The Board calls attention to the expiration of terms of members of Board 
of Directors of the respective institutions in the Department of Charities, as 
noted in the Annual Report. 

18. It will be necessary for the conventions, either because of expiration of 
term, or removal, to elect members to fill the terms of the following: 

Terms expiring in 1942; 

Rocky Mountain District: Rev. H. Siqueland. 
Iowa District: Rev. P. F. Kjorlaug. 

Removed to other districts: 

Rev. O. G, Fjelstad from the Eastern District. 
Rev. R. Ofstedal from the North Dakota District. 

The above resolutions are respectively submitted to the convention of the 
Norwegian Lutheran Church of America. The board desires to express its appre- 
ciation to the church for the opportunity that has been given to serve our 
beloved church in this field of work.

Report of Board of Trustees 


THE TWENTY-FIFTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE BOARD OF 
TRUSTEES AND THE TREASURER 


To the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America: 


“And He said unto them, render therefore unto Caesar the things which be 
Caesar's and unto God the things which be God's” (Luke 20:25). 

_ “He sent His word, and healed them, and delivered them from their destruc- 
tion” (Ps. 107:20). 

We do not tire of reminding ourselves of the fact that the Church exists for 
one purpose only—the salvation of souls to the glory of God. 

This is accomplished by the maintenance and promotion of the means of 
grace whereby the kingdom comes to us. All through the Old Testament dis- 
pensation we find that the Lord has made use of earthly means to further the 
cause of His kingdom. 

Reiterated statements appear as a red thread through the books of the Old 
Testament regarding the many and various kinds of offerings His people were 
to bring for the furtherance of His cause, concluding with a denouncement 
because they had robbed God of tithes and offerings. 

In one of the last acts of His earthly career, we observe Christ sitting over 
against the treasury beholding how the multitude cast money into the treasury 
and commending the poor widow who out of her poverty had contributed more 
than others. He also rebuked those who criticized when the precious ointment 
was poured out which He said was for His burial. 

Christ also set an example of loyalty to the government by diligently paying 
tax and tribute as required by ordinance and law. 


I 
TWENTY-FIVE YEARS IN RETROSPECT 
“Render unto God the things which be God's.” 


Twenty-five years ago three church bodies comprising 453,563 members 
banded themselves together and amalgamated activities, institutions, and funds, 
in order to be better able to combat the evil forces of aggression and to strength- 
en the ranks in the conquest for souls to be won for the kingdom of God. 

Judgment day only will reveal the unnumbered who have rendered their 
hearts to God and joined the ranks of the soldiers of the cross. We rejoice 
because of the many who have rendered their hearts to God and have become 
consecrated laborers in the vineyard of God. Our Church also has reason to 
rejoice because of the fine financial support rendered during these twenty-five 
years of the existence of our Church for the purpose of sending forth the Word 
of God that the nations may be healed from their destruction. 

At the time of the union the three uniting bodies greeted one another without 
any indebtedness. 

While the three church bodies had employed the custom of submitting an 
amount to cover overhead expenses and for Christian Education as a given 
amount to be raised by their congregations, the new church body included the 
voted amounts for overhead expenses with the appropriations for the four 
major activities. Later an amount was added for Pensions. The total amount is 
apportioned to the congregations in amounts based on ability, former experience 
and size of the congregations. 

Gathered from the treasurer’s reports we submit the following tabulation 
which gives a summary of contributions for the general work of our Church 
during this twenty-five year period:

This summary does not include receipts-for the Church Extension Fund, Pension 
Fund, treasuries of subsidiary organizations, and other funds which have been 
handled by the synodical treasurer’s office. 


The Lord has added His blessings to the ingathering from year to year to such 
an extent that a total amount of $22,429,928.80 was contributed during the twenty-five 
years for the regular budget of our Church. 


The Board of Trustees in deep humility expresses its most sincere gratitude 
to Almighty God for the blessings He has added to the efforts of our Church in its 
ingathering of funds during these twenty-five years, for His protecting care in the 
preservation of the earthly means entrusted to its care, and for His promised bless- 
ings for the future. "Lo, I am with you alway, even unto the end of the world.” 


II 


DEFICITS 


For a number of years the four budgeting boards were permitted to use more 
money than the amount raised until a deficit totaling $1,246,301.39 was incurred. 


In 1923 the Board of Trustees recommended to the Church that an attempt be 
made to raise the deficit. In compliance with a resolution of the Church an ingathering 
was inaugurated and an amount of $582,231.87 was raised to apply on this indebtedness. 


This ingathering was halted in the midst of this endeavor in order to give the 
right-of-way to the Luther-St. Olaf Endowment Fund campaign. Because of the after- 
world-war depression and ingathering for other colleges, it was considered unwise to 
resume the deficit ingathering at that time. 


Meanwhile additional deficits were incurred totaling an amount of $1,246,301.39. 
The Board of Trustees together with our general president recommended to the 
Church that the Board of Trustees be authorized to adjust the expenditures in keep- 
ing with the receipts. This resolution was adopted by the Church in 1932. Since that 
time no further deficits have been incurred. 


The climax of the financial endeavors of our Church came when our people 
decided to raise a fund to liquidate the indebtedness of our Church, to raise an amount 
up to $200,000.00 for a library building at our seminary, and an additional amount 
to augment our Pension Fund by the time of the celebration of the Centennial of 
our Church. 


We trust that this financial retrospect of the last twenty-five years is a manifesta- 
tion of love for His cause who gave Himself for us. All we have is God’s—‘What hast 
thou that thou didst not receive?” “Render unto God the things which be God's.” 


III 
LOYALTY TO OUR GOVERNMENT 


During these twenty-five years our Church has been called upon to render unto 
our government as never before. 


It is now twenty-five years since our country entered the first world war, and 
now as we Close this first quarter century of the existence of our Church we are 
thrown into a world conflict where it appears that half of the world is pitched 
against the other half. 


The hand of the Lord is resting heavily upon the nations of the world today. — 
Our young men are being mobilized by the millions for military purposes, many of 
them sons of the young men who took part in the conflict twenty-five years ago. 
They are joining the armed forces in a titanic conflict for freedom to combat 
enemy aggression and spiritual destruction as already manifested in the occupied 
countries. 
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| In recognition of our responsibility to our government and the indoctrinated 
fact that our government is of God, the people of our Church have arisen and are 
rendering to our government what it calls for in means and manpower. 

The Board of Trustees commends our people for their loyalty and urges their 
continued support until victory by the grace of God has been won. Let us ever be 
reminded of the Master's example and command, “Render unto Caesar the things

It is gratifying to note that there was an increase in the contributions during 
the past fiscal year as compared with contributions in 1940, However, the Board of 
Trustees emphasizes the earnest plea of our stewardship secretary that special effort 
be put forth in all congregations to contribute at least the amount apportioned. This 
would make it possible to carry on the work as planned by the boards and voted 
by the Church at the beginning of the biennium. 

This year also certain properties have come to the Church which are now carried 
on the books at $1.00 each. When liquidated such properties will bring a substantial 
additional amount. ; 

The Board of Trustees extends sincere thanks to all individuals, congregations, 
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and organizations that by their contributions made it possible to carry on another 
year’s work, } 


It is ten years since our stewardship secretary took over the work of the 


budget ingathering. Steady progress has been made in this work under his 
leadership. The Board is deeply grateful to the stewardship secretary, Doctor 
Bergsaker, for his earnestness of purpose, his devotion to the cause, the service 
he has rendered our Church by the written and spoken word, and for the fine 
results of his endeavors in this very important work of our Church. 

The Board is deeply grateful also to all helpers in the districts, circuits, and 
congregations for efficient service rendered in the ingathering for the general 
work of our Church. 


V 
BUDGET ADJUSTMENTS 


In compliance with the resolution adopted by the general convention in 1932 
and the amendment to the constitution adopted at the last general convention 
with regard to safeguarding the credit of the Church, the Board of Trustees 
made arrangement with the budgeting boards whereby the disbursements were 
kept within the amount contributed during the fiscal year. 


The Board realizes that this places a hardship upon the boards and the - 


workers under the respective boards, and that the work of the Church is there- 
fore naturally curtailed. 


The Board of Trustees expresses appreciation to the budgeting boards and 
the workers under the respective boards for their fine cooperation in making it 
possible to close the accounts for the fiscal year without incurring an indebted- 
ness. 


VI 
ENDOWMENT FUNDS 


Gifts and legacies are received by the Church from time to time for its 
various institutions and activities, the donor specifying that the principal of the 
gift is to be invested and the income disbursed annually as designated. The 
amount of such gifts received by our Church during the past ten years is car- 
ried as the New General Endowment and totals $596,249.37. 


_ In addition to these gifts, annuity contract gifts totaling $94,403.25 are car- 
Shae on the books. These funds are invested under the direction of the Board 
of Trustees. 


The Board is glad to report that of all new investments made during the 
past ten years, only one mortgage has defaulted and gone to foreclosure. It is 
however anticipated that no loss will be taken on this property. For the fiscal 


year ended January 31, 1942, these new endowments earned a net income of 
$22,466.68, or about 3.98%. 


As new endowments are received and loans are paid, new investments are 
made. These investments are diversified by placing the funds in amortized first 
mortgage farm loans, monthly payment loans on city dwellings, government 
and other high grade bonds and stocks. 

With regard to the old endowments, the investment in real estate has been 
substantially reduced. During the past biennium endowment fund real estate 
totaling $137,646.39 was sold; during the same period real estate in the amount 
of $49,544.75, received as gifts and legacies, was sold. The Board is attempting 
to follow a consistent policy in disposing of endowment fund real estate, par- 


ticular emphasis being placed on the sale of the more distant and scattered 
properties. 


The Board extends to the manager of the Investment Department, Mr. T. 
G. Overson, and his associates sincere thanks for their achievement in rebuilding 
the funds that through the years of depression became impaired, and for their 
endeavors in obtaining the best returns, from the real estate holdings, as well 
as the funds otherwise invested. Å 
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VII 
LEGACIES AND GIFTS 


It is gratifying to note that according to the treasurer's report legacies and 
large special gifts totaling an amount of $114,480.14 have come to the Church 
through the past year. This amount together with the amount received through 
similar gifts in 1940 totals $183,388.87 for the biennium. 

The Board of Trustees hereby expresses deep sympathy with all who mourn 
the loss of those who so kindly remembered the Church in their last wills and 
horde It extends sincere thanks to all who may have had a part in these 
gifts. 

Another list of names of donors has been entered in the records of our 
Church. To the departed these bequests become beautiful memorials. Gifts from 
the living are examples for emulation. 

The fact that individual members of our Church, even quite early in life, 
write their wills and testaments indicating that a certain part of their earthly 
possessions shall go to the Church at the time of their demise, is a manifesta- 
tion of their faith in Him and their love for His cause who taught us to pray, 
“Thy kingdom come.” It is also an acknowledgment that they are only stewards 
and that their prosperity is due to God’s gracious providence. 

Today the Christian Church needs an unlimited increase in income because 
of the present world conditions and what eventually: will follow. Opportunities 
will present an unprecedented challenge to our Church that will require that the 
regular giving by our people be augmented by bequests and large personal gifts. 
Tactful and intelligent effort should be put forth to induce persons with means 
to perpetuate their service for the kingdom here on earth even after they have 
entered the rest that remaineth to the children of God. 


VIII 
CENTENNIAL APPEAL 


Based on the treasurer’s report $312,487.14 has been received through the 
past fiscal year for the Centennial Appeal. The money was applied on the in- 
debtedness from time to time as it came in. 

The Board of Trustees hopes that the work of getting subscriptions in con- 
gregations where this work has not yet been completed and of collecting unpaid 
pledges may be continued, making it possible to realize the objectives set forth 
by the Church in the Centennial Appeal. 


IX 
SALARIES—DISTRICT PRESIDENTS 


In view of the fact that the districts have not been able to make definite 
arrangements to provide residences for their presidents, the Board of Trustees 
recommends that the salaries of the district presidents be increased from $2,750.00 
to $3,000.00 a year, and that their allowance of $150.00 a year for stenographic 
help be continued. ss ; 


RED WING SEMINARY 


The Board of Trustees submitted the foliowing resolution to the Church at 
its General Convention in 1938: | 

“Resolved: The general convention recommends that the main building of 
Red Wing Seminary be remodeled into a home for aged ministers and other 
church workers, if found expedient by the Board of Trustees and Board of 
Pensions. Le i i: ; 

“Resolved, that all previous resolutions pertaining to the disposition of this 
property and institution be and hereby are rescinded, and be it finally, 

“Resolved, that in the carrying out of this project authority and power to 
act be given to the Board of Pensions together with the Board of Trustees, 

“and WHEREAS, the Board of Trustees and the Board of Pensions, ac- 
cording to legal counsel, concluded that monies designated for pension cannot 
be used for the purpose of remodeling the main building of Red Wing Seminary, 

“BE IT RESOLVED, That the matter regarding the use of Red Wing 
Seminary be referred to this General Convention for renewed consideration.” 
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The matter was referred to a special committee which submitted the fol- | 
lowing resolution: : 

“Moved and seconded that the matter of the disposition of the Red Wing 
Seminary property be referred back to the Board of Trustees of The Norwe- 
gian Lutheran Church of America with full power to act.” 

On June 10, 1940, the Church adopted the following resolution: 

In view of the resolution pertaining to Red Wing Seminary, passed by the 
General Convention this morning, ( 

“Be it resolved, that all former resolutions by the Church pertaining to 
Red Wing Seminary be and are hereby rescinded.” 

The Board now desires to report that the property could undoubtedly have 
been disposed of had it not been for certain restrictions that would have to be 
placed in the deed with regard to the use of the property. The Board of 
Trustees is of the unanimous opinion that at no time should the property be 
used for anything that would be detrimental to or in violation of the principles 
and spirit of our Church. ; V 

The following resolution was adopted by the Board of Trustees at a meeting ~ 
held February 12, 1942: 

"Resolved, That the Board of Trustees recommends to the Board of Chari- , 
ties that it consider the possibility of taking over the Red Wing Seminary ]

property to be used as an old people’s home and that the Board of Trustees 
pledges its cooperation.” 

At a recent meeting of the Board of Charities, the following resolution was 
adopted: 

“Moved, seconded and carried that the matter of expending funds from the 
Charity Department for the beginning, support and maintenance of an old > 
people’s home in Red Wing be left to a committee consisting of Rev. R. A. 
Harrisville, Dr. J. A. Aasgaard, and Mr. C. L. Nasby, with power to act.” 

This is the status of the Red Wing Seminary property at the present time.

Report of Board of Trustees 


STEWARDSHIP SECRETARY 


To the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America: 


_ “And Jesus came and spake unto them, saying, All power is given unto me 
in heaven and in earth. Go ye therefore and make disciples of all the nations” 
(Matt. 28:18-19). 

Obedient to this last commission of our Lord Jesus Christ, our Church is in 
the midst of her great work both at home and abroad. Her task is a God-given 
task. It is His work and His will. This gives us courage and inspiration. 

“Enlarge the place of thy tent, and let them stretch forth the curtains of thine 
Teves spare not, lengthen thy cords, and strengthen thy stakes” (Isaiah 

This is our challenge. In the changing current of government and politics, 
in the midst of war and bloodshed, the confusion in thinking, the great change 
in the whole social order, the great shifting of population in the rural areas, the 
concentration of the human masses in the cities, the gradual breaking down of 
the moral life, the commercialized amusements, the hopelessness of the modern- 
istic religion, and the restlessness of this generation, the call comes to us with 
renewed emphasis; “Enlarge the place of thy tent, lengthen thy cords and 
strengthen thy stakes.”

It was our hope and prayer that we, for 1941, could reach $1,005,000.00, or 
the budget voted by the Church—which is the amount needed. We fell short of 
this goal. The sum of $930,921.99 was the result of the united effort for the 1941 
fiscal year—an increase of $65,813.75 over 1940. This is encouraging, considering 
the large number of special appeals that were made throughout the Church. It 
shows that among our people there is an upward trend in contributions to the 
missions and activities of the Church. 

The same progress has been made in the matter of support of the work of 
the Church as indicated by the following tabulation of amounts for the last

The budget deficit as of December 31, 1932 was $889,001.76 (See Annual 
Report for 1933, page 25). Special deficits and advances to Institutions in the 
amount of approximately $463,519.87 constituted an additional indebtedness of 
the church. Therefore the total deficits and advances on January 1, 1933 amounted 
to $1,352,521.63. Since that time no deficit has been incurred in the current budget | 
of the church or debt increased by advances. On the other hand, surplusses were 
applied, up to 1938, to reduce this deficit and debt incurred by advances. In 1938 
the liquidation of the balance of the entire debt of the church in the amount of 
$1,056,640.95 became the main objective of the Centennial Appeal.

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STEWARDSHIP DEPARTMENT 
1. General Principles 


The aim of the Stewardship Secretary (through the work of the Stewardship 
Department) is not only to assume the responsibility for the budget ingathering 
and to supervise all collections authorized by the Church, but also to develop a 
strong spiritual incentive for all Christian giving in our Church. Our endeavor is 
to create a better understanding and appreciation of all the broad implications of 
Christian Stewardship in Christian living. 

Stewardship plays a large part in the Christian's life. When we sing, "We 
give Thee but Thine own,” we are stating a solemn truth. But many Christians 
do not seem to grasp the spirit of Stewardship. They seem to think that money, 
property, and giving are secular, belong to the world and have nothing to do with 
Christianity. It is of cardinal importance that they recognize the Lordship of 
Christ. Many accept Him as Savior, but fail to acknowledge Him as Lord. Some 
acknowledge Him as Lord but fail to conform their lives to this doctrine and to 
make Him Lord—that is, Master and Owner of all they are and have. It is im- 
possible for Him to be the Lord of a man’s life, and not the Lord of his sub- 
stance. He does not concede to a divided ownership. He is either Lord of all or 
not Lord at all. 

There is a Bible plan for Kingdom finances. It provides that every member is 
to bring to the Church on the first day of the week a definite part of his income, 
“as the Lord has prospered him,” as an act of worship, and to put that offering 
into the treasury of the Church for the support of the entire program of the 
Church. This program is a unit and includes the life of the individual Christian, 
the program of the Church in the local community, and the work of the Church 
at large. Next to the blessing of God, its success depends upon wholehearted 
unity, cheerful cooperation and enthusiastic activity on the part of all Christians. 
To develop a program that will help the individual to administer as a faithful 
steward, not only what he gives to God, but also what he keeps for himself, 
remains the objective of our Stewardship Department. We all realize that a pro- 
gram like this demands everything we have. 


2. The Working Plan 


In keeping with the objectives of the Stewardship Department an effective 
program of extension and publicity has been set up. This should serve to create 
a better understanding and a keener interest in responsibilities as individual 
Christians, not only for the great work of the Kingdom, but also for the work 
of the local congregation. The greatest cause in the world should be given wide 
and effective publicity. Go and tell what is happening and how people can help. 
The lack of interest and support is due far more to general ignorance concerning 
the work of the Church, its purpose and its activities, than to deliberate opposi- 
tion. 

Several folders and pamphlets have been printed during the year to spread 
knowledge and information. Judging by the large number of letters of apprecia- 
tion, “MY FATHER’S BUSINESS” is well received and renders a blessed 
service. Ten issues a year—averaging 48,000 copies each issue. This publication 
is sent on request to pastors, missionaries, teachers, institutional directors, offi- 
cers of the congregations and of the organizations, as well as in larger quantities 
to be distributed to the entire membership. 

“SIX STEPS IN STEWARDSHIP” has just been printed. Step one, 
"MACEDONIAN GIVING”; two, "HIS CANDLE MAKERS”; three, 
(BENDING EHE -TWIG"; "four, “THE: KEY -TO POWER iaaivest5 Yo- 
TEMATIC GIVING”; six, “AN EXPANDING CHURCH.” "WHAT'S 
WHAT IN OUR ALLOCATION SET-UP” is another pamphlet printed lately 
and is much in demand. Besides these publications, other folders, tracts, offering 
envelopes, and necessary information for the Penny-a-Meal Plan have been sent 
out on request. (No material is sent out unless requested.) The label for the 
container this year is beautiful and will preach a powerful sermon in every home 
where the plan is used. The little folder by the Rev. S. T. Sorenson, “SO 
LARGE A GIFT,” brings a fine message. One of these folders is placed with 
every Penny Bank. Our film which was prepared for the Centennial, and of 
which we have six sets, has been in use all the time throughout the Church.

Not only is the printed word used for Stewardship development in the con- 
gregation and the individual member, but so also is the spoken word. Invitations 
for speaking appointments come constantly from all parts of the Church. With 
the exception of a few Sundays at the beginning of the year, every Sunday is 
taken for preaching purposes—preaching from two to five times a Sunday. In 
addition to Sunday appointments there are Stewardship and Circuit meetings, 
pastoral conferences, talks to smaller groups; also talks at conventions of the 
Women’s Missionary Federation, Lutheran Daughters of the Reformation, Young 
People's Luther League, and the Brotherhood. We are thankful that our pastors, 
members and friends are willing to listen to our messages. We just mention a 
few of these things to give a little account of our time. The personal contacts 
made in our travels and at all these meetings render probably the greatest service 
to our Church. 

We have nine District Stewardship Secretaries—one in each district; 104 
Circuit Stewardship Secretaries. Many of these are giving generously of their 
time and talents, gratis, for the budget ingathering and Stewardship development. 


THE CIRCUIT 


The following resolutions were adopted by the General Convention two years 
ago. (See pages 196 and 197 of the ANNUAL REPORT for 1940, Part I.) 

“Whereas, the Circuit has been and is the important unit in the organization 
of our Church, and 

“Whereas, experience has shown that the Circuit, because of its compactness 
and opportunities for frequent consultations, is the important unit in the stew- 
ardship program of our Church, 

“Therefore, Be It Resolved, that the Church urges the Circuits to give stew- 
ardship an important place in its working program, and perfect a working or- 
ganization for stewardship education as well as allocating and gathering the 
needed funds, 

“Be It Further Resolved, that the Church recommends the setting aside of 
one session of each Circuit meeting for the consideration of stewardship, and 
also the adopting of a program which will best serve to bring information 
concerning stewardship and the work of the Church into the local congregation, 
and 

“Be It Further Resolved, that the Church urges each Circuit to provide for 
the election or appointment of a stewardship committee, of such size as may 
meet the needs of the Circuit, for purposes of stewardship education, allocation, 
and assisting in the ingathering. (preferably five or seven members of which at 
least half should be laymen.)” 

An effort has been made to carry out these resolutions. Ever so many circuits 
have provided for the election or appointment of a stewardship committee. Our 
goal is that every circuit complies with the resolution to elect or appoint such a 
committee, We are happy to say that many of these committees, under the lead- 
ership of the Circuit Stewardship Secretary, have rendered a good service for the 
budget ingathering and for stewardship education. 

The objective of our Stewardship Department, therefore, is not only the budg- 
et ingathering and supervision of all collections authorized by the Church, but 
also stewardship development in the congregation and the individual member. 
Its goal is a stewardship-minded ministry and a stewardship-minded laity. Its 
objective is to make it clear that stewardship is faith in action; that it is love in 
action; that it embraces all human values, time, talents, personalities, money and 
spiritual resources; that it takes into account every phase of human living; that 
it is the investment of our whole life for God; that stewardship means that God 
is Absolute Owner of everything material and spiritual: that true stewards not 
only recognize God as Absolute Owner and acknowledge their stewardship to 
Him, but translate such recognition and acknowledgment into action; that stew- 
ardship includes trusteeship, partnership, and fellowship. 

Friends, to carry out this program, power IS needed. Jesus says: “But ye shall 
receive power, after that the Holy Ghost is come upon you: and ye shall be 
witnesses unto me both in Jerusalem, and in all Judea, and in Samaria, and unto 
the uttermost part of the earth.” (Acts 1:8.) This is our only source of power! 
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$1,005,000.00 is the voted budget for 1942 and I believe that the same amount 
should be recommended for each of the years 1943 and 1944. Our people have 
been given to understand that we will hold on to the present voted amount, at 
least until after the Centennial. Let us keep our promises to our people. 

Is it possible for our membership of 570,330 to raise $1,005,000.00? 


Yes, it is— 
If we have a consuming zeal for the Kingdom. 
If we make an early start. 
Yes— 
If we follow St. Paul’s admonitions and instructions in 
our giving. (1 Cor. 16:2.) 
By 
1. Systematic Giving. 
2. Regular Giving (weekly). 
3. Proportionate Giving. 


As we are entering upon another biennium and standing on the threshold of 
the second century in the life and work of our Church, the following objectives 
are recommended for our prayerful consideration and should constitute the goal 
of our efforts and sacrifices: , 

1. To develop a deeper appreciation of God’s blessings upon our Church and 
to develop a keener sense of responsibility for our many opportunities. 

2. To kindle greater enthusiasm for participation in the work of the Church. 

3. To place greater emphasis on an expanding Church. Every congregation 
in the missionary Church of a missionary God must be a missionary congrega- 
tion! 

In obedience to the last commission of the Lord Jesus every individual mem- 
ber and every congregation should constantly become more eager to be repre- 
sented on every front, both in preaching and in teaching, to which His leader- 
ship has called His Church. 

4. That our Church may become a Church of larger vision and longer view, 
that sees her place—not in some narrow perspective—but in heroic proportions; 
that plans for the future, that projects, and expects great things from God. A 
Church with a zeal and aggressiveness such as St. Paul illustrated, occupying 
every point of vantage for Christ and the salvation of souls. 

5. To stress more the study of stewardship with all its implications in the 
home, in the congregation, in the Circuit and in the District. We believe that the 
answer of giving is through definite and planned education in stewardship as it 
is taught in the Old and New Testament. In addition, there are a good many 
helpful books and pamphlets on Stewardship that should be a part of every 
congregation’s library. 

6. To develop the Every Member Visitation and Weekly Giving. It is of 
vital importance constantly to stress more the Every Member Visitation. When 
Paul directed his converts: “Upon the first day of the week, let each one of you 
lay by him in store as he may prosper” (1 Cor. 16:2), he not only inaugurated 
a plan of Church support—the best yet devised—but he also emphasized the 
worship of God. “Bring an offering and come unto His courts” implies that we 
bring offerings every time we come. To worship the Lord with offerings every 
Sunday is as essential as to worship Him with prayer and praise. Even though 
the Church did not gain a dollar by this method, it should be used to deepen 
the interest in worship and to promote the weekly recognition that our income 
is of God, and that He may have a share of it every week. 

The Every Member Visitation and Weekly Giving is therefore of great im- 


‘portance for Stewardship development in the congregation and individual mem- 


ber. It demands thorough training and preparation. It is the most Scriptural and 
effective way to have our members face their responsibility to God as His 
Stewards. 

The Church again recommends that a united effort should be put forth that 
this Biblical plan may be introduced everywhere in the work of the Church. It 
will have a wholesome effect upon the spiritual life of our people and our Church 
will not lack means to go forward both locally and in its wider program. 
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THE CENTENNIAL 


Time is fast speeding on. 1943 will soon he here. The One Hundredth Anni- 
versary will be an outstanding event in the history of our Church. It will be very 
fitting and right that we bring God a generous thank-offering on that occasion 
as an evidence of our gratitude to Him for one hundred years of blessings upon 
our people. Our Church repeatedly decided that this be done ard started to pre- 
pare for it in 1938. Our people have so far responded nobly. 

This work is not finished. Much of it remains unfinished both in payment of 
pledges and in securing new ones. Many congregations have not been solicited 
and there are a large number where the solicitation has not been completed. 
Every member and friend of our Church, young and old, rich and poor, and every 
organization is to be approached personally and be invited and urged to have a 
part in the Centennial Thank-Offering. A tremendous task lies before us in com- 
pleting the Centennial Appeal. Our very best efforts will be needed. From Feb- 
ruary 1, 1941, to January 31, 1942, our cash income for the Centennial was 
$312,487.14. An opportunity like the Centennial will never come to us again. 
Every one should give a pledge of thank-offering and every one should consider 
his pledge a sacred promise to God and the Church. Å 

* * 


In looking back over these ten years of work in the Stewardship Department, 
our hearts are moved with deep gratitude to God for His unmerited blessings. 
Despite depressing economic conditions, droughts and grasshoppers, the program 
of active support of the work of the Church has gone forward steadily. An in- 
creasing interest and activity on the part of pastors and congregations is evident. 
With confidence in God's continued blessings and hope in the ever-increasing 
cooperation of our fellow Christians we can courageously face the future. 

To the officers of the Church, and its organizations; to the officers of the 
Districts, the Circuits and the congregations; to the representatives of the De- 
partment of Foreign Missions, and to the entire membership of our Church, we 
want to say a hearty “thank you” for your help and cooperation. It is appreciated 
more than we can tell.

SUGGESTED RESOLUTIONS BASED ON THE PRECEDING REPORT 
I Thanks to God 

Be It Resolved, that the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America in conven- 
tion assembled offers to Almighty God its deepest gratitude that even in the 
midst of war and attendant evils it is still His will that His tents shall be en- 
larged, His cords lengthened and His stakes strengthened. (Isa. 54:2.) _ 

Be It Further Resolved, that we thank Almighty God for having given to 
us as a church the call and challenge as to His people of old. May God grant that 
we be consecrated in accepting the challenge. 


II The 1941 Ingathering 
Whereas, in the year 1941 $930,921.99 of the annual budget of $1,005,000 was 
raised, showing an increase of $65,814.75 over 1940, and 
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Whereas, the summary of the ingathering for the ten year period 1932-1941 
shows a steady upward trend from $654,014.40 to $930,921.99, and 

Whereas, it is our opinion that, under the grace of God, this increase in con- 
tributions is a result of a ten year period of intensified stewardship education, 

Be It Resolved, that we give thanks unto the Lord for giving to our people 
the added grace and vision manifested in their increased contributions for the 
extending of the Kingdom. 

Be It Further Resolved that the church extends its thanks to the members 
of the congregations who have faithfully given of their means, to the pastors 
who have encouraged and directed the ingathering, to the District and Circuit 
officers, to the teachers and missionaries, and to all who have been faithful in 
their stewardship in furthering the cause of Christ and His Church. 


III Organizations 


Whereas, the Women’s Missionary Federation, the Men’s Brotherhood, the 
Young People’s Luther League and the Lutheran Daughters of the Reformation 
have rendered valuable service by contributing directly to the cause of our church, 
by effectively aiding in the training of an intelligent and loyal present and future 
church membership, and by contributing to the Centennial Thank-Offering. 

Therefore, Be It Resolved, that the church expresses its gratitude to these 
organizations for the material and spiritual contributions they have made to the 
church during the past year. 


IV Comparative Statement 


The paragraphs entitled “Comparative Statement,” “Contributions by Dis- 
tricts,’ and “Summary of Comparative Statement” are worthy of our special 
study, 

Whereas, the analysis of the Comparative Statement indicates that 1,022 con- 
gregations contributed in excess of their apportionment (108 more than in 1940), 
627 congregations contributed the exact amount apportioned (60 more than in 
1940) and 1,032 congregations contributed less than their apportionment (267 
less than in 1940) and 90 congregations did not contribute to any of the five 
activities (18 less than in 1940), 

Be It Resolved, that we acknowledge with gratitude the increasing number of 
congregations contributing larger amounts than last year, and 

Be It Further Resolved, that congregations that contributed less than their 
apportionment or nothing at all be urged to put forth every effort to do their 
fair share in the 1942 ingathering. It is plainly the teaching of our Lord and 
Master, that every congregation and individual Christian do their utmost for 
the Kingdom of God. 


V General Principles 


Recognizing that there is a "Bible plan for Kingdom finances,” that "We give 
Thee but Thine own” is a solemn truth and that “Christ is Lord of all or not 
Pordkat all” 

Be It Resolved, that we cease to secularize and aim to spiritualize the posses- 
sions that God has entrusted to us, that we regard it as a sacred privilege in our 
lives in Christ to make real the admonition, "Upon the first day of the week let 
every one of you lay by him in store, as God hath prospered him,” that we make 
the offering an integral part of our worship both as a congregation and as 
individuals. 

VI Working Plan 


a) Whereas, this convention recognizes the value of dignified and effective 
publicity as put forth in “My Father’s Business,” "Six Steps in Stewardship,” 
and "What's What in Our Allocation Set-Up” and other pamphlets and publicity 
given by the spoken word, 

Be It Resolved that the Stewardship Secretary be requested to continue such 
publicity and arrange for speakers for Mission Festivals, Stewardship Conferences 
and similar meetings, and 

Be It Further Resolved, that the Church urges our congregations to make 

‘diligent use of all publicity material released by our Stewardship Department, 
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 —that congregations and pastors assume the responsibility for the distribution 
of “My Father’s Business” and other available material. 

b) Whereas, the 1940 convention adopted a workable plan for the circuit 
(See Part I, 1940 Annual Report—pages 196-197, "The Circuit”), 

Be It Resolved, that we re-affirm that resolution and urge the adoption and 
utilization thereof in all circuits throughout the church. 


VII 1942 


Whereas, we realize that no goal is attained with thorough planning, and no 
plan is complete unto itself without its being put into effect, 

Be It Resolved, that in 1942 special emphasis be put on the six-fold goal and 
objectives: 

1. Development of deeper appreciation of God’s blessings upon our Church 
and develop a keener sense of responsibility for our many opportunities. 

2. Kindling of greater enthusiasm for participation in the work of the church. 

3. Placing greater emphasis on an expanding church. (Every congregation a 
missionary congregation. ) 

4. Enlarging our vision of the Kingdom of God that our church will have 
the zeal and aggressiveness such as St. Paul illustrated, occupying every point 
of vantage for Christ and the salvation of souls. 

5. Studying and emphasizing Stewardship in the home, congregation, circuit 
and district. : 

6. Putting into practice the Every-Member Convass. 


VIII Centennial 


Whereas, there has been a splendid response in many congregations in 
pledging to the Centennial Thank-offering, and 

Whereas, many have not fulfilled their obligations in payment of the pledges 
made, and 

Whereas, the cost of contacting these individuals is great, 

Be It Resolved, that as far as possible, the Centennial Committee of each 
congregation contact every individual contributor, urging payment. of pledges 
on time as stipulated by the pledge and fulfillment of our sacred promise to the 
Lord Jesus Christ and His Church. 

Be It Further Resolved, that we re-affirm the resolution based on the Pres- 
ident’s message to the 1940 convention, which we quote: “The Church urges 
all congregations that have not yet been canvassed for Thank-Offering pledges, 
or who have not completed this work, to complete the task at the earliest pos- 
sible opportunity. The Church covets for all its congregations and members a 
share in the joy and the blessing that will come to those who have done their 
part” (1940 Annual Report, page 25, paragraph 1b).

3. To assist our church membership toward an intelligent and informed 
understanding and appreciation of the life, work, and history of our church and its 
organizations by the publication of the material necessary thereto. 

4. To manage and operate the house of publication in such manner that its 
work may be continued and increase as the years pass. 


Resolved, That the N. L. C. A. does find itself in agreement with these objectives 
of the board of publication as stated in the foregoing. 


HONORING A FORMER MANAGER 


On Oct. 25, 1941, A. M. Sundheim was 80 years of age. The board of publica- 
tion sent him a letter and testimonial. For about 50 years Mr. Sundheim was 
occupied with the printing and publishing business of Lutherans in the U. S. A.

TEXTS FOR SUNDAY SCHOOLS, WEEKDAY SCHOOLS 
AND PARISH EDUCATION 


In 1941, 10,386 copies of the non-graded books of instruction in Christian 
truth—the Catechism, explanation of the Catechism, and Bible history—were 
distributed. 


Of the first graded system, edited by Rev. H. P. Grimsby and others, 7,902 
copies were distributed. 

Of the new graded system, including Grade VII, 122,000 copies were used. 

Of the Senior Confirmation Book, edited by Dr. Jacob Tanner, 8,022 copies 
were used by our church in 1941. 

The distribution of the newly edited Explanation of the Catechism by Rev. 
H. P. Grimsby reached 4,375 copies. 

In the post-confirmation courses there were 32,860 copies used by our 
classes. 

The distribution of texts for weekday instruction in Christianity was over 
14,000 copies. i 

Grade VIII of the new series has been edited by Rev. A. N. Rogness and is 
in process of publication. It will undoubtedly be ready for distribution before 
Sept. 1, 1942. 

The distribution of Sunday school periodicals for 1941 was 97,575 copies 
weekly. This includes Children's Friend, 37,473; Our Young People, 33,727; 
and Little Folks, 26,375. 

In 1941 the circulation of The Lutheran Teacher increased from 10,547 to 
11,093. ;

LUTHERANEREN AND LUTHERAN HERALD 


Lutheraneren has a circulation of 8,394 and Lutheran Herald of .47,337. While 
the number of subscribers to the former has been decreasing owing to the lan- 
guage transition and the death of old people, the Herald subscription list is the 
highest in its history. To reach every family and all the single individuals in our 
synod the list should probably be 100,000, so we still have some distance to go. 

The board of publication wishes to express its thanks to the pastors and 
others who have given of their time and effort in securing renewals and new 
subscriptions to our church papers. 

Augsburg Publishing House subsidized these two papers in the amount of 
$9,183 in 1941. 


Resolved, That the N. L. C. A. express its appreciation of the editorial quality of 
the two church organs, Lutheraneren and Lutheran Herald; and that the Church 
hereby thank all pastors and others who work for the circulation of these papers; and 
that the Church urge every family to subscribe to and read at least one of these papers. 


CHURCH MUSIC 


There has been a marked growth in the distribution of church music in 1941. 
Dr. F. Melius Christiansen and others are composing and arranging further 
numbers for publication. 

Resolved, That the N. L. C. A. express its gratification at the increased use of 
better music, and encourage its further distribution. 


LITERATURE FOR MEN IN OUR COUNTRY’S SERVICE 


About 111,250 copies of the Service Prayer Book, edited by Dr. N. M. Ylvis- 
aker, were distributed in 1941. 


Service to Service Men by Major Alva J. Brasted was also published. 


Resolved, That the N. L. C. A. rejoices in the publication of Christian literature 
for the men and women in the service of our country. Be it further 

Resolved, That we urge upon the members of. the Church to supply members of 
their respective congregations who are in the military service, with copies of prayer 
books, New Testaments, and Church papers. 


TOTAL DISTRIBUTION 


The 1941 distribution of Christian literature, music, and art amounted to 
24,539,565 individual pieces. In 1935 it was less than one-half of this quantity, 
and prior to 1931 less than one-third. 

Resolved, That the N. L. C. A. express its gratification over the greatly increased 
distribution of Christian literature, art, and music by the board of publication. 

The total net profit on operations by Augsburg Publishing House in 1941 is 
$30,641. Of this amount 80 per cent, or $24,512.80, has been paid to the fund of 
ministerial pensions and to the general fund of the N. L. C. A. The remaining 
20 per cent is used by the publishing house in its business. 

Resolved, That the N. L. C. A. express its appreciation to the management and 
employees of Augsburg Publishing House, and to pastors and other patrons and friends 
who contribute to the success of our publication business.

Report of Board of Pensions 


TO THE FIFTEENTH GENERAL CONVENTION OF THE 
NORWEGIAN LUTHERAN CHURCH OF AMERICA 


One of the basic principles underlying the Pension Plan for pastors and 
church workers is the Scriptural injunction “Bear ye one another's burdens.” 
Many burdens have been lightened and in some cases dire poverty has been 
averted through the ministrations of the pension system during the past twenty- 
five years. For the benefits that have been shared in behalf of pastors, widows, 
and their dependents, and for the prospect of a more adequate provision for the 
church workers who shall retire in the future, we express our heartfelt gratitude 
to God who has so manifestly bestowed His blessing on this important phase 
of the work of the church. 

When the Amended Pension Plan went into operation on February 1, 1941, 
it absorbed the Original Pension Fund which had been functioning since 1917. 
Although the old assessment plan was not sound in principle, nevertheless, it 
rendered a valuable service to the church and laid the foundation for the present 
legal reserve plan which has been established in accord with the science of 
modern pension systems. 

During the twenty-four years of its existence the Original Pension Fund paid 
out Å benefits to retired pastors, pastors’ widows and orphans a total of $1,461,- 
433.04. 

In spite of the fact that the resources of the plan were inadequate to carry 
the heavy load that was laid upon it, it was a great blessing to the 866 ministers 
and dependents who were recipients of its benefits, The amount paid annually 
to each full-time pensioner has ranged from a high of $431.16 in 1918 to a low of 
$120.00 in 1934. In the year 1940 at the end of which the old fund was closed, 162 
pastors and 240 widows received a total of $81,325.59. 

One personality has been outstanding in the history of the Original Pension 
Fund, namely, Dr. G. Smedal. Active in promoting pensions in the Norwegian 
Synod, Pastor Smedal served as president of the Board of Pensions in that group 
from 1913 to 1917. When the three synods united, he became a member of the 
Board of Pensions in the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America and from 
1920 until 1941 served as Executive Secretary. At present he serves the Board in 
an advisory capacity as Assistant Secretary. His devotion to the cause of min- 
isterial pensions, his keen insight into the problems of pension administration

| and his foresight in promoting the Amended Pension Plan have won for Pastor 
‘Smedal the respect of his associates and entitle him to the gratitude of the 
whole church. 
| Rev. Grant Milo Rundhaug, a valuable member of the Board of Pensions, 
| was taken by death on April 8, 1942. His loss is keenly felt by his associates 
| on the board who held him in high esteem because of his kind disposition, faith- 
| fulness and ability. Heartfelt condolences are expressed to the family with a 
message of gratitude for the service rendered by Pastor Rundhaug as a mem- 
| ber of this board. 
Since the unanimous adoption of the Amended Pension Plan by the Norwe- 
| gian Lutheran Church of America at its biennial convention on June 6, 1940, a 
vigorous campaign for enrollment of members and sponsoring agencies has been 
carried out by the Board of Pensions. As of May 1, 1942, there were 753 indi- 
vidual members and 1,115 congregations enrolled in the new plan. Approximately 
65% of the pastors and slightly over 40% of the congregations are premium- 
paying members which is very encouraging for the first year of the new plan. 
Following is a tabulation of the membership according to districts:

An intensive effort is being made to win the support of eligible individuals 
and sponsoring agencies that have not yet applied for membership. Laymen in 
non-member congregations are urged to take the initiative in bringing this mat- 
ter to a favorable decision in the local units as soon as possible, 

Congregations and pastors have fulfilled their premium obligations to the 
Amended Plan promptly and with a small percentage of delinquencies. A total 
of $20,876.48 was allocated in 1941 in accordance with the provisions of Article 
VI to the accounts of individual members from premium payments made by 
sponsoring agencies such as congregations, institutions and auxiliaries of the 
church. 

During the year 1941, the Amended Pension Plan paid pensions amounting to 
$84,089.23 to 183 pastors and 239 widows. Of this total of 422 pensioners, 399 are 
being paid according to the rules of the old fund under which they retired. 
Supplementary pensions have been granted in 1941 according to the provisions 
of Article XIII of the Amended Pension Plan to 21 pastors and widows. Dis- 
ability benefits have been approved for 2 pastors. 

At a joint session of the Board of Pensions and the Board of Trustees held 
on January 29, 1941, bids were considered for the reinsurance of the annuity 
reserve funds of the Amended Pension Plan. Bidders were John Hancock Com- 
pany, Kansas City Life, Equitable of Iowa and the Lutheran Brotherhood. The 
contract offered by Lutheran Brotherhood was unanimously accepted and went 
into effect on February 1, 1941 ri 

Pursuant to paragraph (b) of Section 3, Article XIIT of the Pension Plan 
governing the payment of supplementary pensions, the following resolutions have 
been adopted by the Board of Pensions: _ i 

1. On June 12, 1941, the board approved a resolution "That under paragraph 
(b) of Section 3, Article XIIT, the supplemental benefits shall be reduced in the 
proportion that the sum of total member and congregation contributions is less 
than the sum of the required member and congregation contributions from the 
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effective date of the pension plan or the later date of eligibility for membership 
under this pension plan.” © 

2. On December 16, 1941, the board adopted a motion that outlines the pro- 
cedure to be followed in the disposition of applications for supplemental pen- 
sions in cases involving pastors who were members of the old fund and whose 
congregations have not assumed any or all of the premium obligation levied under 
the rules of the Amended Pension Plan: 

a. Congregations shall be urged by letter or personal solicitation to pay 
at once. 

b. If the congregations are unwilling to pay, the pastor shall be given the 
privilege of paying the delinquent premium for the congregation. 

c. If neither of these efforts is successful, the delinquent premiums shall be 
subtracted from the first pension payments. 

3. Another resolution pertaining to the payment of supplementary pensions, 
which is to be submitted to the convention for approval, was adopted by the 
board on December 16, 1941, as follows: 

Resolved: That, during the period expiring February 1, 1943, in case of any 
member under Article II (a) of the Pension Plan or person eligible to be a 
member under Article II (a) by or for whom membership and congregation 
contributions have not been paid in full or in some part payments by such mem- 
ber and congregation, or either, (subject to action by the Convention of 1942) 
may be accepted and credited to the member under the pension plan from dates 
of payments, subject to payments of the 2% into the Contingent Fund from 
February 1, 1941, or from date of eligibility, and such member shall be entitled 
to benefits under Article XIII 2, with a deduction in lieu of that provided by 
Article XIII 3 from the payment of the amount of an annuity to be determined 
upon the difference between the accumulation from the payments actually made 
by or on behalf of such member and the accumulation which would have been 
made if payments had actually been made by and on behalf of such member as 
required by the Pension Plan on and after February 1, 1941, or the date when 
such minister entered upon service making him eligible to membership. 

Resolved, further, that this resolution shall also apply to all other members 
and other persons eligible to membership on the condition that all members and 
persons eligible to membership in the employ of the board or the agency of the 
church shall be included by such board or agency for membership. 

On motion adopted May 8, 1942, the foregoing resolution was amended by 
striking out “February 1, 1943” and inserting “February 1, 1945.” 


Annuities based on credits of entrance fees and dues deposited in the old 
pension fund are being paid to 16 pastors and one pastor’s widow. These an- 
nuities are being offered on the basis of five options from which the annuitant 
makes a selection. at time of retirement: 

1. A single life annuity payable to the member as long as he lives. At his 
death no further benefits or refunds are paid. 

2. A joint life and survivorship annuity payable to the member as long as he 
lives and, in the event of his death, payable to his widow in one half the amount 
of his annuity. No further benefits or refunds are paid after the death of the 
survivor. 

3. A joint life and survivorship annuity payable to the member as long as 
both he and his wife live, with one half the annuity continuing to the survivor in 
the event of the death of either one of them. No further benefits or refunds are 
paid after the death of the survivor. 

4. A joint life and survivorship annuity with the full amount of the annuity 
payable to the survivor. No further benefits or refunds to be paid after the death 
of the survivor. 

5. An installment refund annuity payable to the member until his reserve 
fund has been exhausted. In the event of his death before the reserve has been 
used up, the balance will be paid in installments to his widow or beneficiary. 

For a complete account of the financial status of the Pension Plan, study the 
statement of Treasurer H. O. Shurson in the general synodical report.

Resolved: That during the period expiring February 1, 1945, in case of any 
member under Article II (a) of the Pension Plan or person eligible to be a 
| member under Article II (a) by or for whom membership and congregation con- 
tributions have not been paid in full or in some part, payments by such member 
| and congregation, or either, (subject to action by the Convention of 1942) may 
be accepted and credited to the member under the pension plan from dates of 
payments, subject to payments of the 2% into the Contingent Fund from Feb- 
ruary 1, 1941, or from date of eligibility, and such member shall be entitled to 
benefits under Article XIII 2, with a deduction, in lieu of that provided by 
Article XIII 3 from the payment, of the amount of an annuity to be determined 
upon the difference between the accumulation from the payments actually made 
| by or on behalf of such member and the accumulation which would have been 
made if payments had actually been made by or on behalf of such member as 
required by the Pension Plan on and after February 1, 1941, or the date when 
such minister entered upon service making him eligible to membership. 

Resolved, further, that this resolution shall also apply to all other members 
and other persons eligible to membership on the condition that all members and 
persons eligible to membership in the employ of the Board or the agency of the 
church shall be included by such board or agency for membership. 


2. Resolution establishing maximum income allowed to pensioners receiving 
benefits from the Contingent Fund who are performing part-time service as sup- 
ply pastors, solicitors, teachers, etc. 

Resolved: That if a pensioner who receives benefits from the Contingent 
Fund desires to resume service in the church, the Board of Pensions shall have 
authority to approve such employment without depriving him of his pension, 
provided that his total income from the church, including his pension, does not 
exceed Twelve Hundred Dollars ($1,200.00) in a year. In case of a smaller in- 
come, such part of the pension shall be paid as to bring the income, including 
the pension, up to 1,200 dollars, provided, however, that no pension shall be 
paid in excess of the basic minimum pension allowed for that year. In figuring 
income, free house shall be counted as Two Hundred Dollars ($200.00) per year. 


3. Resolution urging increase in basic minimum pension. 

Resolved: That we instruct the Board of Pensions with the approval of the 
Board of Trustees to increase the basic minimum pension now established at 
Two Hundred Dollars ($200.00) per year as soon as the resources of the Contin- 
gent Fund are adequate to sustain the increase permanently. 


4. Resolution concerning eligibility of teachers in church schools. 

Resolved: That, Article IT, paragraph (c) of the Amended Pension Plan, 
pertaining to membership, which reads, ‘Professors and teachers in schools 
owned or supported by the church body who have served consecutively for three 
years in its schools,’ be amended by adding at the end of said paragraph the 
words “unless otherwise ordered by the governing body of the school.”

Report of Parish Education 


“That they might know Thee the only true God and Jesus Christ whom Thou 
hast sent.” In all its work this has been the constant controlling aim of the 
Board of Parish Education. 


MEETINGS 


The Board has held four meetings, three in the city of Minneapolis and one 
in Chicago. This year it again participated in the two-day meeting of the Boards 
of Parish Education of the several synods of the American Lutheran Conference. 
This meeting, held in May in Chicago, is arranged by the Commission on Parish 
Education of the American Lutheran Conference. The Board was also repre- 
sented at the Inter-synodical Conference on Parish Education held in Chicago 
in February of each year.

Efforts are being made to have the "Lutheran Herald” serve as the Sunday 
school paper in the High School Bible Department. 

The new graded system continues to gain favor within our own synod as 
well as among other Lutherans. Some courses are in demand also outside of the 
Lutheran church. 

In 1941 appeared the Teachers’ Manual for Grade Seven prepared by Dr. . 
George Aus, author of the text book, "Forward With Christ.” 

This summer will appear the new Grade Eight text, "On the Way,” by the 
Rev. A. N. Rogness. It is a book of doctrine popularly presented. 

The past year also marked the publication of two books for the pastor's con- 
firmation class, “Senior Confirmation Book” by Dr. J. Tanner and “Explanation 
of the Catechism” by the Rev. H. P. Grimsby. Both have been well received. 
The figures on distribution of the graded system indicate that a very high 
percentage of our Sunday schools are using the materials prepared by our 
Board and published by Augsburg Publishing House.

The establishment of a four-year High School Bible Department in all Sun- 
day schools of our church has been vigorously pressed. The materials produced 
by the Board for this curriculum are serving well. At the same time it may be 
recorded that the Board has taken steps looking toward the publication some 
time in the not-too-distant future of a complete new four-year course for the 
High School Bible Department. 

The Board is glad to announce that beginning next September lesson 
material for adult Bible classes will appear weekly in the “Lutheran Herald,” with 
corresponding supplementary material for the teacher appearing in the "Lu- 
theran Teacher.” The material will be prepared by Dr. Carl B. Ylvisaker, Dean 
of the Department of Religion at Concordia College. 

This year has seen the publication of a book which will meet an often ex- 
pressed need for a pre-kindergarten course, “Living With Our Children” by 
Miss Gertrude Doederlein. It is well adapted to use by parents in the home 
or by beginners in Sunday school. The profusely illustrated text together with 
the two generous packets of work sheets and other material for the child will 
be welcomed by parents who desire interesting suggestions and helps for the 
instruction and the profitable entertainment of small children. 

The Ten-Week Teacher Training Course has been further enriched. “Chris- 
tian Truth and Religious Delusions” is the title of the text prepared by Rev. 
Casper M. Nervig of Roseau, Minnesota. It is essentially a course in practical 
symbolics prepared for Sunday school teachers of today. 


PROMOTION 


The Board of Parish Education has intensified its efforts to promote an ef- 
fective Christian education program in our congregations. In this our pastors 
generally have cooperated wholeheartedly. Board members, District Executives, 
Circuit Contact Men and members of the office staff have served at numerous 
Teachers Institutes, Teacher Training Courses, Circuit meetings and con- 
gregational gatherings. 

At numerous conventions the Women’s Missionary Federation has featured 
Christian education on its program. Christian nurture has been stressed. Circuit 
meetings have devoted much time to the discussion of the work of Christian 
education in the local parish. 

Special recognition should be given to the work of the Norwegian Lutheran 
Teachers’ Association for its constant effort to bring before our congregations 
the need and significance of a stronger Christian education program in our con- 
’ gregations. This organization also sends out some twenty-five volunteer teachers 
every summer to conduct Vacation Church School in outlying and needy dis- 
tricts. A most tireless worker in this organization is its president, Mr. Lawrence 
Olson of Cottonwood, Minnesota. 

In promotion of the cause of parish education and as an aid to workers in 
this field the Executive office of the Board has during the year distributed some 
65,000 pieces of literature pertaining to parish education. Thirty-seven congre- 
gations availed themselves of the free service folder for High School Depart- 
ment Commencement Day. In the “Lutheran Herald” there has appeared eighty- 
seven pages of material definitely related to parish education. Every issue of the 
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"Lutheran Teacher” contains promotional material from the Education office. 
Frequent broadcasts over WCAL have presented the various aspects and func- 
tions of parish education. 

That there continue to be congregations in our synod with a woefully in- 
adequate program of parish education is a matter of deep concern to the Board. 
A few congregations appear to have no program whatever of Christian instruc- 
tion for the children: no Sunday school, no Vacation Church School, no Weekday 
Church School. About one-half of our congregations have Sunday school and 
Vacation Church School. A much smaller number have Weekday Church School 
in addition to Sunday school. The Board holds to the conviction expressed by 
earlier conventions that wherever possible a congregation should maintain a 
program of parish education embracing the three agencies: Sunday School, 
Vacation Church School, and Weekday Church School. 


TEN-WEEK TEACHER TRAINING COURSE 


The Board of Parish Education has neither softened its emphasis on nor 
altered its conviction with regard to the fundamental importance of continued 
training of our Sunday school teachers. It must be made a permanent part of our 
Christian education program if our work is to be lifted to a plane where it is 
truly effective. 

After four consecutive years of teacher training some congregations or their 
Sunday school staffs decided to lay it aside. Because of this quite a few groups 
missed the study of the very helpful and timely course “Christian Truth and 
Religious Delusions,’ a study declared by many Sunday school teachers to be 
the most fascinating and in certain respects most helpful course so far offered 
in the Standard Teacher Training Course, 

A new course in this series is offered for this fall, “Prophecy and Fulfillment.” 
The author is the Rev. R. A. Ofstedal, Seattle, Washington. In a day when so 
many return to a study of prophecy and when prophecies are so frequently mis- 
interpreted and misused, it is most desirable that a simple exposition of prophecy 
be presented to those who are responsible for teaching our children and youth 
the fundamentals of Christian truth and doctrine. 

The Board strongly urges the setting up of well organized Teacher Training 
Schools in all circuits this fall; that these schools consist of the Sunday school 
teachers of a small number of neighboring congregations; that the course in 
“Prophecy and Fulfillment” be the primary text; that a Dean and the necessary 
instructors be selected now; and, finally, that the time and place for this Ten- 
Week Teacher Training Course be determined and announced in early summer. 


CURRICULUM RESEARCH COMMITTEE 


By appointment of the Board a Curriculum Research Committee under the 
chairmanship of Dr. George Aus is making a thorough study of how our present 
Sunday school materials may be improved and of the whole problem of graded 
Sunday school curriculum building. It is expected that this study will be car- 
ried on over a period of several years. 


SCHOOL AID FUND 

Again the School Aid Fund has served its valuable purpose of bringing the 
Gospel of Jesus Christ to a large number of children who otherwise would 
learn to know very little concerning the Lord who loved them and gave Him- 
self for them. ) å 

The following report when compared with previous years reveals the sad 
fact that we have not reached nearly as many children as in previous years. 
The reason is that available funds have been more limited. This again is due to 
the fact that the work and activities of the Board through its Executive Office 
have been steadily growing and expanding. The Board hopes that there will 
be an increase in its appropriation in order that the School Aid Fund again may 
reach out to a larger number of the lambs given us to feed and at the same time 
make it possible for the Board to carry forward effectively its many other 
rojects. 
G Dusiig 1941 the School Aid Fund made it possible for 2,385 children, who 
otherwise would have been neglected, to receive Christian instruction in Vaca- 
tion Bible School.

REPORT ON FAITH IN ACTION 


Faith in Action, the church-wide spiritual movement growing out of the 
church’s plans to observe fittingly the Centennial of its founding, has through 
the three years of its existence followed these objectives: 

1. The deepening and strengthening of Christian life in individuals, homes 
and congregations. 

2. The awakening of a parish missionary consciousness: bringing Christ to 
the unchurched in our own communities. 


Workers’ Council 


As a means of developing a more effective lay leadership, Faith in Action 
during 1941 has distributed on a church-wide scale booklets outlining the duties 
of boards and officers; through circuit rallies throughout the church it has 
promoted the establishment of a coordinating agency (the Workers’ Council) 
in each congregation. In the functioning of this council unification of congrega- 
tional effort is sought and needless duplication can be avoided. 


Evangelism Through Service : 

A major emphasis of the Faith in Action movement in 1941 lay in evangelism 
through service, or social missions carried on in local congregations: not through 
more relief or charity committees but through visiting and befriending the un- 
fortunate can church members reach them with the gospel of love. 


Bible Reading for Daily Living 
Recognizing that only as God’s Word can reach men’s souls will their lives 
be sanctified, Faith in Action has stressed the importance of daily Bible study. 
It publishes a simple, inexpensive guide, Bible Reading for Daily Living, dis- 
tributed quarterly. The Rev. Melford S. Knutson, Red Wing, Minnesota, has 
prepared the text for the New Testament selections. 


Books of the Year 
Allied with Bible reading as a means of spiritual growth is the reading of 
other Christian literature. In the Books of the Year series, in which worthwhile 
books have been made available to our people at a nominal price, Hallesby’s 
Prayer and Gerberding’s Way of Salvation in the Lutheran Church were fol- 
lowed by Alf Kraabel’s Full-Grown in Christ. Written especially for the Faith 
in Action movement, Full-Grown in Christ has reached a wide audience. In 1942 
Dr. T, F. Gullixson’s studies in stewardship, All for Christ, will appear as Book 
of the Year. 
Penitence and Prayer 
To usher in Lent so that the season might bring our people to self-examina- 
tion and re-dedication to the suffering and risen Christ, Faith in Action in 1941 
and 1942 promoted a week of Penitence and Prayer (Ash Wednesday and seven 
days following) throughout the church. This year, 80,000 booklets containing 
eight Lenten messages written by Rev. S. T. Sorenson, Albert Lea, Minnesota, 
were mailed from the Faith in Action office. 


Other Faith in Action Literature 
Mainly to help in the immense church-wide task of canvassing the un- 
churched, Faith in Action has made available free literature, for which requests 
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have been many. The booklet, An Invitation, has been reprinted after the original 
stock of 100,000 was exhausted; Under the Walnut Tree and other leaflets con- 
tinue in demand. Eleven Faith in Action Bulletins have been mailed out to all 
the pastors, some of them going also to chosen lay workers. 


Pastors’ Retreat 
This year Faith in Action is sponsoring a 3-day Pastors’ Retreat at Luther 
Seminary, Sept. 15-17, with Dr. Carl B. Ylvisaker, Dr. George Aus, and Prof. 
Laurence N. Field as speakers. 
Radio Program 
In February Faith in Action became sponsor of a weekly 15-minute broad- 
cast over WCAL. On Thursdays at 1:30 P.M., laymen and pastors appear on 
this program, speaking on various aspects of the Faith in Action movement. 


Sunday Service Folders 

Since September, 1941, Faith in Action has cooperated with Augsburg Pub- 
lishing House in providing Sunday service folders for each Sunday. On the 
fourth page of each folder appears a devotional message. Writers outside the 
Faith in Action office have included Pastors Melford Knutson, S. C. Eastvold, 
Gerhard Frost, and Oscar Rem. The folders will be published next year, also, 
beginning in September. 

Looking Forward 

The intent behind Faith in Action is not to add another block to the already 
existing pyramid of organizations in our church; but it does aim that the primary 
function of the Christian church—winning souls for Christ—shall be kept square- 
ly in view in every department of the church. To that aim the Faith in Action 
movement is dedicated. The prayer of those directly connected with promoting 
Faith in Action is that of Paul, “Brethren, my heart’s desire and prayer to 
God for Israel (i.e., all children of God) is that they might be saved.”

CHRISTIAN STEWARDSHIP OF MONEY 


As a keynote to financial matters, we wish to quote from "Life as a Steward- 
ship”: “Money is a miracle because it is stored power. It is a reservoir of our 
vital energy which we can set at work doing anything we please,... We can, by 
our money, talk in the languages and dialects of every people in every place 
and tell them the old, old story. When we fully realize that our money is 
ourselves and that where our money is there we are, then our giving becomes 
an ‘Open Sesame’ to a glorious ministry.” 

As a point of twenty-fifth anniversary interest, and as an encouragement 
to “ADVANCE in Christian stewardship” we present the following financial 
record which represents the gifts of our women to the Lord’s work through 
the four departments since the organization year, 1917, through special and 
direct contributions:

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But one in need, somewhere, some place, will kneel with upturned face—and say, 
Dear God, I humbly pray, that Thou wilt bless those friends today, 
Who helped to lift our load of care; and gave, that we with them might share 
Some of the comforts, pleasures, too, that we might live as others do. 
Who they may be, we do not know; but Thou, dear Lord, canst see, dost know. 
So bless them, Lord, and help them see, that helping us, they have helped Thee.” 


“REACH YOUR ARMS AROUND THE WORLD—FOR JESUS” 


So sang a trio of wives of missionaries on our W.M.F. program over WCAL 
recently. 

“Every nation, every kin for the Saviour try to win” 

What wonderful results for God’s Kingdom there would be if every member 
in the W.M.F. had that burning enthusiasm for Christ and souls! 

By sharing in the appeal for LUTHERAN WORLD ACTION we may 
today reach every nation for His cause. The formal appeal was made in May, 
and we hope that our share of $95,000.00, was reached. But the appeal for this 
cause will continue as long as present conditions exist. May our gratitude 
for the spiritual and other blessings we still enjoy express itself in gifts of love 
for this cause. 

And surely, there must be no thought of slackening our efforts for foreign 
missions in our own fields. 

There are persistent voices today creating uncertainty. “What of foreign 
missions now that war has enveloped the world? Why continue to contribute to 
such an uncertain cause?” Our courageous missionaries on the fields who are 
“holding the forts” tell us that never have the people been found so chastened, 
so humbled, so open minded, so eager for light, so willing to follow the light. 
They want to know about THE CROSS “towering o’er the wrecks of time.” 

One of the things brought out at the Foreign Missions Conference which 
met in Trenton, N. J., in January was the fact that a greater number of 
missionaries must be trained NOW for service on the foreign field after the 
war. That the need for missionary work after the war will be far more urgent 
than at any period to date. More work, more missionaries and more funds to 
support them! This, not retrenchment, is to be the order of the day. It was 
Basil Matthews who said that mission work was begun not in times of peace 
but in war. If any good thing can come of war it is the knowledge that 
whatever else is swept away, Christianity will endure, 

And let us continue in earnest prayer for missionaries in war areas, that 
their physical needs may be met and that they may be kept strong in Him! 

But as we aim to reach our “arms” around the world for Jesus, let us not 
forget those millions living in our own country that are without the teachings 
of Christ. Some of them live in sections of large cities untouched by the shadow 
of a Christian church. Some live in suburbs. Some live in towns. Some 
live in the country. Some of them live in your neighborhood and mine—perhaps 
even next door to you and me. Some of them are such as you and I come in 
contact with daily in the keeping of our homes, What an opportunity THAT 
is for personal witnessing for Jesus Christ! We are thankful for the “FAITH 
IN ACTION” program of our church. May each one of us give ourselves 
to the task of assisting the pastor in winning souls for Christ right in our 
own community. 

And the Home Mission Department of our church seeks through organizing 
new congregations and assisting the old ones in communities which are not 
adequately blessed with the influence of the Christian Church to reach some of 
these millions. Now, more than ever, is the need great—weary, troubled, fearful 
souls and "The Truth shall make them Free.” May we as faithful members 
of the Church of Christ labor, pray, witness and bring our offerings that souls 
everywhere may find peace in Him—The Prince of Peace. 


CENTENNIAL 


Nineteen hundred and forty-three will mark the 100th anniversary of the 
founding of our church in America. It is hoped that it may be observed in a 
festive manner with thanks to God for the many blessings we have enjoyed up 
through the years. Has your society pledged or contributed to the Centennial 
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Thank-Offering? We trust that before this commemoration takes place every 
society will have had a part in this great thank offering. Let us do all we can 
that the Centennial Appeal may be a real success. 


A “Centennial Day” in each aid also this year will increase the interest and 
remind us of our pledges and additional individual gifts. 


PARISH CONFERENCES 


It has been most gratifying to note the increased number of parishes holding 
W.M.F. conferences and it bids fair to become one of the many far-reaching 
influences for gaining information about the work of the W.M.F. and the church 
at large. Let us have a constantly increasing number of societies using this 
method of gaining information, new enthusiasm, more inspiration and of getting 
better acquainted with the neighboring society members. And the devotional 
and planning periods are of immeasurable benefit in that intimate fellowship. In 
the News Bulletin will be further information about Parish Conferences. 


APPRECIATION 


I feel that this message would not be complete without expressing my 
deep appreciation to EVERY MEMBER OF THE FEDERATION who has 
prayed, given of herself, and of her gifts this past biennium. The result of your 
fine co-operation is shown in the splendid growth of the work. And to that 
FIRST AND HIGHEST UNIT, the local society, for your steadily increasing 
interest and support of the work. It is upon the strength of the local society 
that the strength of all our work depends. No plans at the top can succeed unless 
each local group does its part. 


And personally, dear members, may I thank you from my whole heart for 
all you have been to me these years of service among you. They have been 
years rich in experience—experience of God’s wonderful goodness at all times— 
experience of a greater personal need for a God to give strength, and courage, for 
duties and responsibilities.

REPORT OF THE LUTHERAN DAUGHTERS OF THE REFORMATION 


We wish we might be able to give a glowing report of new organizations, 
tremendous increases in giving and mighty revivals through the mission work we 
seek to do in the LDR. But we are not able to see these fruits. “Now he that 
planteth and he that watereth are one but each shall receive his own reward ac- 
cording to his own labor. For we are God's fellow-workers.” I Cor. 3:7, 8, 9a. 


Growth in Organization 


The LDR has grown in numbers, but not in a spectacular way. There are only 
six or seven circuits in the church that do not now have circuit LDR organiza- 
tions. Our purpose is to be a means by which the young women of our church 
will experience growth in their Christian life and have opportunity for expression. 
Mr there is a need for this organization, we pray the LDR will be organ- 
ized, 

Growth in Giving 

In the past biennium $41,643.01 has been given by LDR’s through the Church. 
Our projects are avenues through which we express our love of our Savior. The 
full support of the mission and the missionary at Shishmaref is our oldest and 
best known project. The support of two missionaries to the Jews is one of our 
newest. $1,500.00 a year is given toward the support of a Bible School on each 
of our three mission fields, China, Madagascar, and South Africa. Through these 
schools the budget has become a living thing for us. The Centennial Appeal gives 
an opportunity to express our thanks to God for the NLCA of which we are a 
part. The Lutheran Welfare has received fine support from the LDR. 

To develop true Christian stewardship practice we use the Worship Offering. 
Girls share in a meditation which precedes the offering and this helps them to 
give more—and to give with prayer. Contributions have grown this year. We 
pray they will continue to grow as we learn more to worship with an offering. 

Treasure Chests have opened an avenue for the “overflow giving.” Money 
received in this way this biennium is given to Home Missions, $100 to the Lu- 
theran Book Mission and $500.00 to the Lutheran Student work. It is a joy to 
have a plus gift to turn over to the budget. ; . 

The Forget-Me-Not is a means through which we give our money to the 
Lord’s work and send a card in memory of a departed dear one or a card to 
honor someone. The Forget-Me-Not is rapidly gaining in popularity. 
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Field Work 


We have continued our policy of contacting as many local LDR groups as 
possible. The president has visited some fifty local groups besides five district 
conventions and a number of circuit conventions and workers’ conferences. Ap- 
proximately 300 local groups have been visited by our executive secretary. Dur- * 
ing the past two years, Miss Rebecca Millunchick has traveled about five months 
in the interest of our Jewish project. We expect to continue this policy of Field 
Work, knowing that contacts in local groups are our greatest strength. 


Study Programs 
Our programs are planned with the purpose of giving the girls an opportunity 
to know Christ, to grow-up in Him, and to share the riches of His glory with 
others. Bible study in Prayer and in the theory of Missions have been a great 
blessing to us all. 
LDR Retreats 


Three LDR Retreats have been held at Mount Carmel, the summer school 
of the Lutheran Bible Institute. The study of the Word of God has been a source 
of renewed life and enthusiasm for the things of His Kingdom. Fellowship in the 
Word and with one another make the retreat a time of spiritual refreshing. LDR 
business sessions become a spiritual experience. Å 


Looking Forward 


The LDR is happy over new office quarters. The need of this has been felt 
for a long time. Crowded conditions have made work more difficult and have 
handicapped the workers. Now the LDR has a private office. 

Increased giving is on our forward program. We hope through growth in 
Christ the girls will experience a desire to share with God their money. "It is 
more blessed to give than to receive.” 

For 1943 the year we observe the Centennial of our church, our plans are to 
center the program study on “Lutheranism.” 

These dark days we see anew the responsibility of carrying His gospel to those 
outside of Christ's Kingdom. This work must be done at home and abroad. 
Study, prayer, and giving will make us soldiers who will battle with the Word 
for the advancement of Christ's Kingdom. 


The Abundant Life 


The theme for our convention is "The Abundant Life.” The phases to be 
developed are the receiving of the abundant life, the living of the abundant life, 
and the sharing of the abundant life. We recognize that the abundant life is a 
gift from God the Father, through Jesus Our Savior.

Thank God, the light of the Cross of 
Jesus Christ cannot be dimmed. As a Church we have the glorious privilege to 
press forward bringing the light of a changeless Christ to hearts in darkness. We 
thank God for the thousands of Luther Leaguers in our Church who know the 
Lord Jesus Christ as their Savior and are busy working for Him. 

As a Y. P. L. L., we aim to focus the leaguer’s love and energy for Christ 
into the channels of the local congregation. We do not aim to build up an inde- 
pendent organization. We are a part of our beloved church. Our prayer is 
that the energy of Christian youth might be harnessed for the work of the local 
congregation. "A working league in every congregation” is our hope and prayer. 


A Tribute 


We give God the glory for all that has been accomplished through our Luther 
League these many years. A special word of appreciation must be spoken to our 
good friend, Dr. N. M. Ylvisaker, who has been used so mightily by God to build 
our Y. P. L. L. into one of the most powerful Christian youth organizations in 
the country. Dr. Ylvisaker will always be a "Dad,” loved and respected for the 
Christ-centered leadership that he has given our youth work. We also express our 
sincere thanks to God for all the other faithful workers used by God to carry 
forward our youth program. It is a glorious privilege that God is giving us to 
work with our young people. Our prayer is that God may use us to “hold and 
win our young people for Christ.” 

League Activity 

About 2500 local leagues have regular meetings throughout our church. Cen- 
tering in God’s Word, every program holds forth Jesus Christ as Savior and 
Lord. Each quarter about 6,000 copies of “Better Leagues” are sent to pastors 
and league officers. This workers’ manual is a tremendous help in building local 
programs and activity. 

Leagues are rapidly adopting and using the Every Member Plan whereby 
every leaguer is put to work for Christ in His Church. Promotion of Bible Class 
and Church attendance, tract distribution, visitation of hospitals and other insti- 
tutions as well as old people and shut-ins, program of contacting prospects for 
Sunday School and Church, reading projects to encourage reading of Christian 
literature, training for true stewardship of time, talent, and money—are all en- 
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couraged and emphasized in our Luther league activity—Junior and Senior. We 
are very happy over the large number of Junior leagues that are active in holding 
our youth for Christ in the crucial years immediately following confirmation. 


Pocket Testament Movement 


The Pocket Testament Movement, another powerful force in reaching our 
youth for Christ, was begun in our Luther Leagues in 1932. Over 38,400 in our 
Luther Leagues have pledged themselves to read at least a chapter in the Bible 
every day, to carry a Bible or Testament and to encourage others to join and 
read the Word regularly. Eternity alone can reveal the fruit of this Bible-reading 
movement that so mightily deepens faith, builds Christian homes and wins others 
for Christ and His Church. 


Bible Camps and Conventions 


Last year there were 80 Bible Camps conducted by groups from our Synod. 
A few of these were in cooperation with other groups from the American Luther- 
an Conference. May God continue to guide this movement which has led so 
many of our dear young people to make a decision to follow Christ.

Our Luther Leaguers are scattered throughout the world these days. We 
pray they might witness for Christ wherever they are. 

We who are at home must work so much harder. We encourage our Leagues 
to contact their boys frequently, send them Christian literature, church bulletins, 
Lutheran Herald. Our Luther League organization is joining with leagues in the 
National Lutheran Council in sending Christian books to build libraries for our 
boys at our Lutheran Service Centers. We pray our boys might be kept for 
Christ and used by Him wherever they are. 


Our Youth for Christ Work 


The Luther League is and has been a self-supporting child of the Church. 
It receives no budget “allowance” but pays its own way by contributions of 
local leagues to our Youth for Christ offering. Our budget of about $18,000.00 
annually is dedicated to be used by Christ to carry forward His Kingdom as it 
helps to send out over 44,000 copies of Youth Issue of the “Lutheran Herald” 
each month, 6,000 copies of “Better Leagues” each quarter, thousands of tracts 
and pamphlets, the support of our three full-time workers, who counsel with 
thousands of young people throughout the Church annually, support of our 
Blind school orphan mission in China, and the maintenance of our office and 
organization that personally and through the mail reaches leaguers throughout 
our whole church with information and inspiration. Our prayer is that every local 
league may contribute annually to our Youth for Christ offering.

The students of our Church colleges are banded together in the Lutheran Stu- 
dents Union, a loyal auxiliary of the Luther League. The annual conventions 
and Student Camps have deepened faith in Christ, and have given much inspira- 
tion to the Christian activity on our college campuses. L. S. U. members become 
leaders in local leagues and in turn lead our young people in our congregations 
to see the need for Christian education in our church.

During the past biennium the Brotherhood has continued to grow in numerical 
strength. A mounting degree of interest in its work and support of its activities is 
being manifested by pastors and laymen throughout the synod, with the result 
that many new Brotherhoods have been organized and older units have been 
strengthened. 

Keeping pace with growth in numbers is the growing consciousness of the 
men of the Brotherhood that the prime motive of all their work is to serve the 
Lord in His Church. In this spirit the men are concentrating with intensified 
zeal on the objectives of the organization: (1) To stimulate men to increased 
activity in the work of the local congregation and in support of the synod; (2) 
To win, conserve and develop the young manhood of the Church; (3) To en- 
courage Lutheran men to wield a stronger Christian influence in the community; 
and, (4) To bring men together for Christian fellowship. 

In harmony with its determination to render a maximum of service to the 
synod, the Brotherhood has endeavored to give full cooperation to Dr. A. J. 
Bergsaker in his admirable efforts to promote the Centennial campaign and the 
Budget Ingathering. To this end the subject of stewardship has been emphasized 
at conferences, rallies and local Brotherhood meetings. In a number of cases 
practical steps have been taken to secure payment of Centennial pledges and to 
reach budget quotas. To this task the Brotherhood pledges its unabated zeal and 
support. : a. å | 

Similarly the Brotherhood has had the privilege of aiding the Faith in Action 
emphasis under the able direction of Dr. J. C. K. Preus. Joint Brotherhood and 
Faith in Action meetings have been held in many sections of the Church at which 
the men have been impressed with their responsibility to participate in and pro- 
mote the spiritual life of the congregation. Particular emphasis has been laid on 
the opportunities for service in the Sunday School and the Parish Missionary 
program. This note shall continuously be sounded in our Brotherhood work. 

With reference to our men in military service, the Brotherhood has endeavored 
to do its part to supplement the wonderful work being done by the National 
Lutheran Council. Through generous contributions from local clubs, circuit and 
district units the Brotherhood has been able to supply twenty-five chaplains of 
our synod, serving in the armed forces, with Communion Service Kits for use in 
hospitals, on maneuvers and in ministering to men on the battle front. A complete 
set of instruments was given to Chaplain Hjalmer Hanson for a band at the 
Great Lakes Naval Training Station. At Fort Lewis, the altar of the Protestant 
chapel was equipped with hangings and a full set of communion ware at the

*Min sjel, lov Herren, og alt som i mig er, love hans hellige navn!” 

På 25-årsdagen for den Norsk Lutherske Kirke i Amerikas stiftelse takker 
vi Gud for de mange og rike velsignelser han har gitt oss gjennem disse 25 år. 
I hver menighet har hans ords forkynnelse lydt og sakramentene er blitt forval- 
tet. Barna er blitt døpt, de unge undervist i ordet, og til Herrens bord er blitt 
kalt bodferdige sjeler trykket av syndens byrde for å høre det mektige tilsagn: 
"Gitt og utøst for eder til syndernes forlatelse” Det er ved Herrens And og 
nåde, gjennem nådens midler, at denne velsignelse er blitt oss til del gjennem 
de 25 år. Her kommer ikke vår egen gjerning i betraktning. Bare det som Her- 
ren selv har fått utrette for oss og ved oss, har betydning. 

Tross våre mange vanskeligheter og motganger i løpet av kvartseklet har 
Gud ikke forlatt oss eller glemt oss. Derfor er våre hjerter idag fylt av ydmyk 
takk til ham som ved sin Sønn har kalt oss inn i sitt underbare lys og sitt rikes 
herlighet. 

Dette år bør bli for oss et år til å helliges Herren påny, slik at vi tross krig 
og trengsler kan mere helt jage mot målet, til den seierspris som Gud har kalt 
oss til der ovenfra i Kristus Jesus. 

Vår tid trenger nettop Jesu Kristi evangelium. Som hans tjenere bør det der- 
for være oss om å gjøre mer og mer å forkynne ham for verden. Alene i ham 
kan vi ha visshet om syndenes forlatelse. Og nu som før trenger menneskene 
denne forlatelse, den samme tilgivelsens nåde. Dette er av fundamental betyd- 
ning. Alltid må kirkens forkynnelse og lære gjelde dette at forlatelse for synd 
skjer alene på grunnlag av forsoningen ved Jesu blod. Den forkynnelse har vært 
vår kirkes styrke. Og så bør det være i tider som kommer. Menneskehetens 
store ulykke er synden. Jesus alene kan ta den bort. Han alene kan gi kraften 
til seier over synd i den enkeltes liv. Seier over synd er ikke mulig i egen kraft 
og ved egen gjerning. Bare ved kraften i Herrens nåde, ved Ånden i hans ord. 
Derfor, når vi idag ser på den gode gjerning som måtte være skjedd iblandt oss 
gjennem de 25 år, er vi klar over den har vært mulig bare ved Kristi kjærlighet 
som tvinger oss. Og i den erkjennelse er det vi takker, priser og ærer Gud for 
det som har blivende verd i vår kirkes gjerning. "Ikke oss, Herre, ikke oss, men 
ditt navn give du ære!” 

Dette års fellesmøte finner sted akkurat 25 år efter samlingen av Hauges 
Synode, den Norske Synode 6g den Forente Kirke til ett kirkesamfund, den 
Norsk Lutherske Kirke i Amerika. Da de samledes rekker den gang marsjerte 
inn i St. Pauls Auditorium, gikk veteraner fra Borgerkrigen foran med vår 
nasjonale Unions flagg, Et par måneder i forveien hadde vårt land erklært - 
Tyskland og Østerrike-Ungarn krig. Våre unge menn meldte sig stadig vekk 
til landets tjeneste; før høsten kom, var de unge mannskaper i tusenvis samlet 
til krigsøvelse i militærleire landet over. Samtidig tok kirkesamfundene op ar- 
beidet med kristen tjeneste blandt krigsfolket både innenlands og utenlands. 
Det så ut som om den store strid som da blev kjempet, skulde bli avgjørende i 
forsøket på å finne en vei til fred mellem folkene. 

Men nu, 25 år senere, i dette vårt jubileumsår, er vårt land midt oppe i en 
krig hvis omfang verden neppe noen gang før har sett maken til. Denne krig 
overgår både i alvor og rekkevidde selv den store krig av 1917—18. Den krever 
da også et samlet folks forente anstrengelser og offer i liv og midler, og i for- 
sakelse av de mange goder som vi hittil har tatt som en selvfølge i livet. 


KIRKENS 25-ÅRSFEST 


Mens rustningene pågår og krigstummelen lyder omkring oss, sømmer det 
sig at vi tar tid til å løfte sinn og hjerter til Gud, vår Herre Jesu Kristi Fader, 
for å takke ham for hans nåde mot oss gjennem de 25 år vi har hatt som en 
samlet kirke. Uten tvil var det for 25 år siden mange hjerter som kjente det sårt 
å si farvel til det kirkesamfund som de optil den tid hadde tilhørt og hadde lært 
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å elske. Spørsmål reiste sig om det vilde lykkes for grupper som hittil hadde 
arbeidet adskilt, ofte i konkurranse, å arbeide i fellesskap. Når vi nu ser tilbake 
over de 25 år kan vi bare takke Gud, som har forenet hjertene og gitt evnen til 
samvirke i den store gjerning å gjøre Jesus som Frelser kjent blandt folket vi 
lever med. Sikkert er vår historie ikke fri for feilgrep; mangt kunde utvilsomt 
være gjort anderledes og bedre. For alt vi måtte ha syndet mot hverandre i 
tanke, ord og gjerning, ber vi hverandre idag om forlatelse, samtidig som vi ber 
vår himmelske Fader tilgi oss all synd og alle mangler som har sinket hans 
verk og stått Guds rikes fremgang i veien. 

På den annen side bør det huskes at en ny slekt har vokset frem, en som 
ikke kjenner noe annet kirkehjem enn den Norsk Lutherske Kirke i Amerika. 
Den er i aller egentligste forstand deres kirke, slik at de visst stundom undrer 
sig om det virkelig var nødvendig at vi tidligere stod i skilte flokker. Den til- 
tagende interesse for kirkens hele gjerning, menighetenes fellesvirke, er tegn på 
stadig voksende lojalitet og hengivenhet for vår samlede kirke. I arbeidet for 
både den indre og ytre misjon har det vært fremgang år for år. Interessen for 
vårt kristelige skolearbeide er å merke både i økningen av den skolesøkende 
ungdoms tall og i undervisningsmidlenes forbedring. Bare en samlet kirke vilde 
ha maktet å løse de sociale problemer som kristen barmhjertighet er blitt stillet 
ansikt til ansikt med, både innen vår egen leir og i samarbeide med andre luther- 
ske kirkesamfund. Nevnes bør det også at vår kirkes fellesmøte for to år siden så 
sig i stand til at approbere et vel gjennemtenkt pensjonssystem for sine ut- 
tjente arbeidere. 

Disse er noen av de frukter av samlet virke som kan merkes ved å lese 
kirkens årsberetninger og referater. Men der er også andre frukter — frukter 
av enda større betydning, sådanne som er bokført bare i Herrens egen bok. 
Disse frukter består i menneskesjelers tall, mennesker — unge og gamle — som 
ved Åndens virke gjennem nådens midler er blitt bragt inn i Guds rike. Visst- 
nok kan vi ikke utpeke én for én de mange som ved Guds nåde har lært å 
kjenne Herren som sin personlige Frelser gjennem vår kirkes virke, men vi kan 
merke både hos prester og menighetsfolk den levende interesse som brenner i 
dem for å opsøke og frelse de fortapte, — lysten og viljen til å "gå ut på 
ae og ved gjerdene og nøde dem til å komme inn,” forat Herrens hus kan 
bli fullt. 

Gjennem Tro-i-virksomhet arbeidet, “Centennial Appeal” og det stadig 
fortsettende menighetsarbeide blev 41,953 lagt til vårt medlemskap i løpet av 
to-arsperioden 1940—41. Skjønt vi ikke kan vite om hver og én av disse av hjer- 
tet søker Herren, vet vi at det er bare gjennem hørelsen av Ordet at troen kom- 
mer, og at de som kommer inn i våre kirker, der får høre budskapet om synd 
og nåde, lovens ord og evangeliets. Og det er således håp om at selv de som 
kom med et likegyldig hjerte, kan gripes av Ånden og ledes til å lære sin Frel- 
ser å kjenne.

GJENNEM DE 25 ÅR 


I løpet av de 25 år har vår kirke samlet og anvendt for misjon blandt hed- 
ningene $6,855,543.56. Når til dette beløp legges $357,332.00 gitt som legater, blir 
det i alt $7,212,875.56. For hjemmemisjonens virke er samlet $5,637,659.88, som 
addert til $255,033.00 i testamentariske og andre spesielle gaver blir i alt $5,882,- 
692.88. Til den kristelige skolevirksomhet kom inn $5,523,166.71; lagt til $1,407,- 
435.00 i form av donasjoner (endowments) og legater blir det i alt $6,930,601.71. 

Det er meget mulig at intet annet kirkesamfund 1 vårt land har i den grad 
som vårt støttet skolegjerningen ved direkte budgettbidrag fra menighetene. 

Til de forskjellige grener av det kristelige barmhjertighetsarbeide er ydet 
$3,757,672.70. Når beløpet $712,066.00 innkommet gjennem legater og andre 
gaver tas med, blir summen $4,469,738.40. 

Når bidrag til pensjonen år efter år, $655,886.45, regnes med, blir totalbeløpet 
innsamlet og anvendt til kirkens arbeide gjennem de 25 år $25,161,794.80. 

I tillegg til disse bidrag til kirkens regulære gjerning er innkommet et an- 
selig beløp, i store og små gaver, til andre gjøremål som kirkens lemmer har 
interesse for. La mig nevne spesielt én sak. Til Europas nødstedte hedningmi- 
sjoner er samlet (1942 ikke medregnet) $73,290.46. Betraktelige ydelser til jøde- 
misjonen, santalmisjonen, lutherske velferdforeninger og andre intersynodale 
virksomheter er blitt oversendt disse gjennem vår kirkes kontorer. Ved siden av 
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Å denne fellesvirksomhet som menighetene har utøvet som kirke, har menighetene 
selv samlet store beløp til utbedring av det lokale arbeide. Tallet på de prak- 
tiske og vel utstyrte kirkehus, menighetshus og presteboliger som er reist gjen- 
‘nem de 25 år, er så stort at en opregning vilde føre for langt. 

Guds velsignelse over den Norsk Lutherske Kirke i Amerika i timelig hen- 
seende sees også av den omstendighet at ved Guds nåde og folkets gavmildhet 
har kirken vært i stand til å avkaste sin gjeld, og den får i tillegg motta et stort 
takkoffer fra sine lemmer. 

| Vi minnes også med takk til Gud de mange prekener holdt i våre menig- 
) heter gjennem kvartseklet; vidnesbyrdene fra prester og legfolk; de små bragt 
til Herren ved dåp; de mange, mange tusen barn oplært i Ordet i søndagssko- 
ler og andre religionsskoler av trofaste lærere og derpå undervist og konfirmert 
av våre prester; de mange gjester ved Herrens bord; ekteskaper inngått med 
kirkelig vigsel; den trøst og hjelp som er gitt syke og døende; de mange hus- 
besøk her hjemme og på misjonsmarken. Når alt summeres, blir tallet så stort 
at vi kan bare utbryte: "Av Herren er dette gjort, og det er underfullt i våre 
- gine.” Å 

I vårt eget arbeide ser vi en del av den hele kirke. Dag for dag ser vi 
dagens gjerning, som i sig selv ikke forekommer oss særlig stor. Men idet 
årene går, kommer menighet i kontakt med menighet fra Canada til Mexico- 
golfen, fra hav til hav, og over vannene til Kina, Madagaskar og Syd-Afrika; 
først da sees gjerningens omfang og rekkevidde. For dette takker vi Gud alene, 
for gjerningen skjer ved hans nåde; æren tilkommer ikke oss. Det i vårt verk 
som har blivende verd, det som har bevirket at Guds nåde og kjærlighet har 
fått plass i folks hjerter, er skjedd alene ved Jesus Kristus, Guds Sønn. Vår 
del blir kun å be Gud tilgi oss våre synder, hvorved vi så ofte har stått hans 
vilje og verk i veien. Når vi nu begynner det annet kvartsekel som en samlet 
kirke, ber vi om at dette fellesmøte må bli oss til ny helligelse, til ny tjeneste 
og til fornyet troskap mot den trosarv vi fikk gjennem våre fedre. 

Med takknemlighet og med takk til Gud minnes vi de hensovede brødre som 
var betrodd ledelsen av vår kirke under og efter stiftelsestiden. De hviler fra 
sitt arbeide, men deres gjerninger følger dem. Vi lyser fred over deres minne 
og priser Gud for det som han fikk utføre ved dem. 


VART LAND 


Da vi møttes i 1940, var krigen allerede i gang i Europa. Dengang syntes det 
ennu en mulighet for at vårt land kunde holdes utenom. Forsøk i den retning 
blev da også gjort. Men gradvis nærmet stormen sig våre kyster; og på 8 des. 
1941, da vårt lands kongress skred til den alvorshandling å erklære Japan krig, 
efter dets angrep på oss, var det klart at vi som folk stod midt oppe i en kamp 
på liv og død. Fra den dag har utviklingen av striden gått raskt for sig. Tysk- 
land og Italia erklærte oss krig, i tilslutning til Japan, en utfordring som vår 
regjering på folkets vegne har møtt. Vi står idag samlet som et enet folk mot 
angriperne, mens vi samtidig håper og ber at krigen må få et slikt utfall at 
fred, rettferdighet og lovlige forhold må få råde blandt folkene. Prisen for 
endelig seier vil bli lidelse og offer i en grad som vi så langt har liten erfaring 
på. Situasjonen krever av hver borger — og vi kirkefolk er borgere av samme 
land under det ene og samme flagg — at han villig setter inn tid og eiendom 
og, hvad mere er, livet selv til forsvar for land og folk. Til kirkene kommer Guds 
kall til bot og bekjennelse av synder og overtredelser og til bønn om forlatel- 
se for både gjernings- og forsømmelsessynd. Samtidig maner tiden til flittig bønn 
for øvrigheten, at de som er satt til å styre og lede vår republikk, også i dens bruk 
av våbenmakt, må helhjertet stevne mot rettens og rettferdighetens mål. Like- 
ledes bør vi be om at vårt folk i prøvelsenes skole må lære å kjenne Gud og 
hans hellige vilje, og i ydmykhet søke hos ham den sjelsstyrke som tiden krever. 

Vårt land søker ikke utvidet “leverum.” Gud har gitt oss alt det land og 
alle de hjelpekilder vi behøver, og mere til. Helt fra vår nasjonale histories 
begynnelse til idag har han overøst oss med timelige goder, utenat vi har 
forstått å gi ham tilbørlig takk, og langt mer enn vi har forstått å nytte til 
alles beste. Der merkes i vårt folks hjerter en dyp lengsel efter at denne krigs 
utfall ved Guds godhet må bli slik at der blir leverum i verden for hvert 
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Til de mange hjem i menighetene hvorfra unge menn går ut til krigsfronten, 


sender vi kirkens hjerteligste hilsen. For dem som sitter igjen hjemme, ber 
vi at de må forlenes styrke til med villig sinn å ofre for sitt land, og at de må 
få nåde til med tillit å anbefale sine kjære i Guds hånd. La oss alle huske at det 
er vår plikt som gode borgere å gi villig og helhjertet støtte til alle tiltak som vårt 
lands styre nu ber oss å samles om, både til landets direkte finansering og til 
de forskjellige hjelpeaksjoner som tiden gjør nødvendig. 

Ikke bare våre unge menn går nu inn i landets forsvarstjeneste, men også 
mange av våre unge kvinner, især som pleiersker i krigsstyrkenes sanitetsvesen. 
Dette er et stort og påkrevet arbeide. De vil tjene våre landsforsvarere i hospi- 
taler og lasaretter, og derved også styrke deres mot som sitter hjemme og ten- 
' ker på sine sønner. På den måte gjør de også sitt store bidrag til å styrke 
hjemmefronten. 

Specielt minnes vi de prester som har gitt avkall på hjemmets hygge for 
å tjene våre krigere som feltprester. Stadig vekk blir det flere av dem. Vi takker 
Gud for disse brødre som følger våre mannskaper med livets ord, gir dem ån- 
delig og moralsk styrke gjennem nådens midler og styrker deres mot ved sitt 
nærvær og kameratskap under de vanskelige og farefulle kår.

Der er ellers 210 feltprester fra andre lutherske synoder. Tallet vil selvsagt 
økes eftersom våre krigsstyrker vokser og flere prester melder sig til tjeneste. 

Foruten av de regulære feltprester varetas det åndelige arbeide for og iblandt 
de militære av prester som er ansatt av det Lutherske Nasjonalråd i de såkalte 
«Service Centers” ved mange av våre øvelsesleire. Innenfor de militære områder 
kan bare feltprestene utføre sjelepleie; men når soldatene i fritiden er utenfor 
leirene, trenger de også åndelig og moralsk rettledning og hjelp. Den lutherske 
kirke har fått lovord fra mange av det høiere militære befal for at den så snart 
og så effektivt gav mannskapene denne hjelp. “Centers” er blitt oprettet på 
mange steder. Velskikkede prester og legmenn er blitt ansatt til virke der. 
Bønnebøker i hundre-tusenvis gis til mannskapene av de kirkesamfund som står 
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tilsluttet det Lutherske Nasjonalråd. Dette arbeide ledes av dr. N. M. Ylvisaker, 


_ som på grunn av sin lange erfaring i dette slags arbeide og sine gode forbin- 


delser har vært i stand til å få istand en meget god og brukbar organisasjon. 
Hovedkontoret er i Minneapolis, hvor husrum gis fritt av Lutheran Brotherhood. 
I noen av kirkesamfundene blev innsamlinger satt i gang for denne virk- 


somhet. Vår kirke var så heldig å ha gjenstående fra krigen av 1917—18 et 


stort nok beløp til å dekke utgiftene for 1941 og 1942. Men derefter vil det 
å nødvendig å samle midler til denne sak, især siden vår militærstyrke stadig 
Økes. 

| Vi henstiller til prester og menighetsfolk å stå i stadig korrespondanse med 
de unge som har dratt i felten. Ingenting betyr mere for disse enn brev fra 
kjære og kjente på hjemstedet. 


FORSVARSINDUSTRI-CENTRER 


Blandt de problemer som krigssituasjonen har skapt, er forsøket på å nå 
med Guds ord de store arbeiderskarer i forsvarsindustri-centrer. Her arbeider 
tusener av menn og kvinner med fabrikasjon av krigsmateriell. For manges ved- 
kommende betyr dette flytning fra hjemstedene, med den følge at byer har tiltatt 
i folkemengde fra 20 til 30 procent på noen få måneder. Denne situasjon er et 
kall til kirken om å følge disse individer og familier med samme ordets tjeneste 
og sjelepleie som de nøt på hjemstedet. Men opgaven er for svær for de enkelte 
kirkesamfund. Derfor har “The Lutheran Home Council of America” undersøkt 
saken og truffet ordninger for at luthersk virksomhet kan settes i gang på 
disse steder i den utstrekning som arbeidskrefter og midler tillater det. I nevnte 
råds arbeide har vår kirke vært representert av pastor C. P. Rasmussen, St. 
Paul, Minn, 


DE NØDSTEDTE HEDNINGMISJONER 


Vår kirke har samlet $73,290.46 for de hedningrhisjoner som ved krigen er 
avskåret fra støtte fra sine hjemland. Med hvert krigsår blir trangen for slik 
hjelp større og større. I år går et kraftig kall ut til oss om på rundhåndet vis å 
komme våre betrengte brødre til hjelp, slik at Ordets lys ikke slukkes der ute 
i hedningland hvor disse misjoner har tendt det. 

En veldig hjelp for denne sak var det da den norske regjering (med sete i 
London) bevilget £50,000 for 1941 til underhold av norske misjonærer. Selv- 
sagt dekket ikke det på langt nær disse misjoners behov. Det kan vel også 
være et spørsmål om Norges regjering kan for hvert krigsårs vedkommende 
fortsette en slik bevilgning; nasjonens krigsomkostninger tiltar jo stadig. Imid- 
lertid er det oss en glede å kunne berette at den norske regjering påny har 
lagt å dagen sin forståelse og velvilje for denne sak ved å bevilge for 1942 
£30,000. 

Men, som sagt, mere trenges. Må derfor hver en av våre menigheter ved 
rundhåndet ydelse vise at vi forstår denne saks store betydning. 


VAR HUNDREARSFEST 


Kommende år er tiden satt for vår hundreårsfest som kirke i dette land. 
Det var jo i 1843 at de første prester blandt norske innvandrere blev ordinert. 
Uten tvil fantes kristelig virksomhet blandt dem endog før; men året 1843 gir 
oss en bestemt historisk begivenhet å gå ut fra. 

På 1 januar 1944 blir det 100 år siden H. P. S. Schreuder ankom til Syd- 
Afrika som misjonær fra Norge. Hans ordinasjon fant sted i 1843. Jeg hadde 
håpet at representanter for norske misjonsselskaper kunde på innbydelse ha 
deltatt i vår hundreårsfest, ikke minst av den grunn at Schreuder-misjonen, den 
aller første av de norske misjoner, jo nu er den Norsk Lutherske Kirke i Ame- 
rikas misjon i Syd-Afrika. : Å hie 

I alle våre menigheter er blitt arbeidet på innsamling av et stort jubileums- 
offer i anledning av hundreårsfesten. Dette arbeide, ledet av dr. Bergsaker, har 
møtt velvilje og forståelse. Planen er at det skal være avsluttet i 1943. Det ven- 
tes at alle løfter da skal være innfridd. Vår kirke har med glad forventning sett 
frem til en jubelfest ved den anledning. ; 1 ; 

Vi hadde også håpet at representanter for kirker og misjoner i de europeiske 
moderland da kunde deltatt med oss, — og selvsagt utsendinger fra andre lu- 
therske kirker i dette land. 
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Men U. S. A.’s deltagelse i krigen har betydelig forandret denne situasjon. V: 
bestemte ifjor at et feststevne skulde holdes i 1943. Imidlertid synes det neppe 
passende å samles til jubelfest mens vårt land ligger i en ytterst farlig krig, og 
våre unge menn er hjemmefra i krigstjeneste. Det anbefales derfor herved at be- 
stemmelsen om en jubelfest i 1943 opheves, og at i stedet styrekomitéen for felles- 
møtet gis myndighet til å avgjøre hvorvidt møte skal holdes i 1943 i tilfelle 
endrede omstendigheter skulde gjøre det mulig. Bedre enn å ha festen på hun- 
dreåret under nevnte omstendigheter vil det visst vere å utsette den til er 
tid da fred igjen råder i verden; da kunde den jo også bli en takkefest for der 
Guds nåde at det igjen var fred. 

På den annen side vil det uten tvil passe sig at der ved distriktsmøtene, som 
jo regulært skal holdes i 1943, avsettes tid til å minnes det som hendte i 1843, 
mens den store fellesfest utsettes til en tid da transportforholdene og andre om- 
stendigheter igjen er kommet i mere normale folder. Denne henstilling gjøres 
ikke med lett hjerte. Men det kan sies efter rådføring med flere, både prester 
og legfolk, at der hersker nu liten stemning for feiringen av jubelfest. Måtte 
stillingens alvor gjøre klar for oss betimeligheten av megen og stadig forbønn. 
både offentlig og privat, for vårt land, vår kirke og — ikke minst — for vår 
ungdom som drar ut i felten til forsvar for land og folk! 


TRO-I-VIRKSOMHET 


Det arbeidsprogram som Tro-i-virksomhet bevegelsen har fremmet, er blitt 
fulgt på mange steder. I mange menigheter har det vist sig som en stor hjelp, 
påskjønnet av prestene. Denne bevegelses program er} som sagt allerede fra 
først av, intet annet enn intensifisering av menighetens ansvarsfølelse og stadige 
gjerning. Bevegelsens spesielle funksjon under forberedelsene til vår hundreårs- 
fest er å understreke evangeliseringsarbeidets nødvendighet og påkrevethet. Me- 
ningen er selvsagt ikke at noe nytt skal ta menighetsarbeidets plass men å gi me- 
nighetene ny tilskyndelse og bistand i å planlegge og utøve det på beste måte. 
Til dr, J. C. K. Preus og andre som har stått i ledelsen, uttales herved vår 
takk og påskjønnelse. 


SKOLEVIRKSOMHETEN 


Skolestyret (Board of Education) fremlegger for møtet sin rapport for to- 
årsperioden om skolevirksomheten. Gjennem forrige leseår og op til vårt lands 
deltagelse i krigen kunde våre høiere skoler glede sig ved god søkning og til- 
slutning. Den nye situasjon som våre colleges nu befinner sig i — i likhet med 
landets samtlige høiere læreanstalter —, krever alvorlig eftertanke. Store skarer 
av unge menn kommer jo op i militæralderen nettop på den tid da deres college- 
utdannelse foregår. Sannsynlig er det også at mange unggutter under militær- 
alderen og mange unge kvinner vil søke hen til arbeide i forsvarsindustrien 
heller enn å gå på college. Følgelig vil stillingen for colleges bli vanskelig på 
mange måter, ikke minst hvad søkningen angår. Situasjonen opfordrer til ai- 
mindelig interesse og samvirke fra alles side. Skolestyrets sekretær gir i sin rap- 
port en mere utførlig rapport om denne sak. 

Concordia College feirer i år minnet om sin stiftelse 50 år siden. Skolen har 
hatt en misjon å utføre i Nordvesten. Den har åpnet muligheter for store skarer 
som ellers gjerne ikke hadde hatt anledning til å få college-utdannelse. Vi gra- 
tulerer Contordia College og dens venneskare på det beste, og takker Gud 
for de femti års tjeneste for å fremme kristelig oplysning som han har gjort 
mulig for skolen. For tiden er Concordia optatt med innsamlingen av et jubel- 
fond og en henvendelse til folk og menigheter 1 sitt territorium om fortsatt 
støtte. 

St. Olaf College har fått reist sin nye biblioteksbygning, som var høist på- 
krevet. Tiltaket blev mulig ved bidrag fra graduenter og andre tidligere stu- 
denter, i tillegg til en del større donasjoner. Bygget er allerede tatt i bruk. Sik- 
kert vil denne nye utvidelse påskjønnes både av lærerpersonalet og av de 
studerende. 

Det kjennes sårt å måtte melde at dr. L. W. Boe, St. Olaf Colleges rektor, 
er av lægerne påbudt et halvt års absolutt hvile på grunn av et slemt tilfelle 
av leddegikt. Hans uegennyttige tjenstvillighet både for skolens og hele kirkens 
beste har bragt ham en tyngre arbeidsbyrde enn en mann kan ventes å bære. På 
kirkens vegne uttaler jeg herved til dr. Boe vår dype deltagelse med ham i prø- 
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;elsen, og vi ber Gud forunde ham helt 4. komme til krefter igjen for mange 
rs fortsatt tjeneste blandt oss. Prof. J. Jørgen Thompson, skolens “dean 
of men,” er blitt utnevnt til fungerende rektor under dr. Boes tjenstledighet. 

Luther College holder på å samle midler til en internatsbygning for kvin- 

lelige studenter, Ikke få av skolens graduenter og tidligere studenter har be- 
enkt dette foretagende med ydelser. Det er å håpe at innsamlingen snart vil 
1å sitt mål, og at det tross de vanskelige tider kan bli mulig å begynne reis- 
ingen av dette påtenkte bygg. 
_ Augustana College har sine særegne vanskeligheter både med hensyn til søk- 
ung og til utvidelse, da det er det eneste av våre colleges som ligger i en større 
yy. Fra år til år kan spores forøket interesse og støtte fra publikums side, mens 
amtidig denne omstendighet sammen med øket søkning skaper nye problemer 
or skolens drift. Ledelsen har sin opmerksomhet i særdeleshet henvendt på de 
tigende krav på utvidelse i nybygg og læremiddelutstyr. 

Pacific Lutheran College feirer i år femtiårsfest. Som en del av forberedel- 
ene for festlighetene er satt i gang en innsamling av midler til bedre utstyr for 
indervisningen. Innsamlingen pågår i våre menigheter i Pacific Distrikt; resul- 
atet blir således en jubileumsgave til skolen. Leseplanen har stadig utviklet 
ig, slik at den nu innbefatter et fullstendig fire-årig kursus i "the College of 
<ducation” og et tre-års kursus i "the Liberal Arts Course.” Der arbeides 
tadig i retning av at også dette sistnevnte kursus snart kan utvides til å bli 
ire-årig. Selvsagt vil en sådan utvidelse bety bedre utstyr i lære-midler, som 
gjen betyr en påkrevet forøkelse i skolens inntekter. Vi uttaler herved vår kir- 
«es takknemlige påskjønnelse til Pacific Lutheran College og til alle som støtter 
let, for det foregangsarbeide 1 kristelig utdannelse som de utfører i våre nord- 
restre landsdeler. 

Ved siden av de nevnte fem colleges søker også følgende skoler trofast å 
remme kristelig oplysning blandt vårt folk: Waldorf College i Forest City, 
owa, Augustana Academy i Canton, S. D. og Clifton College i Clifton, Texas. 

Camrose College i Canada har hatt god søkning og har samlet om sig sin 
andsdels interesse og støtte. Outlok Colleges bygninger benyttes nu av en 
»ibelskole hvis bestyrer er pastor G. O. Evenson. 

Fra Luther Teologiske Seminar i St. Paul, Minn., går ut også i år et stort 
ye vel forberedt kull teologiske kandidater, som nu star rede til å opta preste- 
jerningen. Pa 30 nov. 1941 blev to nye teologiske professorer, Rolf A. Syrdal 
ye John P. Milton, høitidelig innsatt i sine stillinger. I år vil finne sted valg 
vw en professor i kirkehistorie som dr. C. M. Weswigs eftermann når han fra- 
reder i 1943. Felles forslag til valg foreligger fra Kirkerådet, Skolestyret og 
let teologiske fakultet. 

Luther Teologiske Seminar i Saskatoon, Sask., uteksaminerte sin første teo- 
ogiske kandidat ifjor, — John Precht. Da han også hadde tatt et fullstendig 
‘Liberal Arts Course” og hadde dertil annen utdannelse, blev han tildelt graden 
Bachelor of Divinity.” Ved distriktsmøtet i Outlook ifjor blev han ordinert 
å kall fra misjonsmenigheter ved North Battleford, Sask. I år blev følgende 
iteksaminert som teologiske kandidater: 


Sigmund Bue Josef B. Haave Marvin B. Odland 
Erik B. R. Haave Lars Knudson 


De har antatt kall i Canada og blev ordinert på pinsedag, den 24 mai. 


DR. M. O. WEE 


Dr. M. O. Wee, som til 1941 var ordinær professor ved Luther Seminar, 
vgikk ved døden 15 april 1942. Gjennem de siste måneder av sitt liv var han 
engeliggende og led meget. Alle smerter bar han i tålmodig og tillitsfull tro på 
in Frelser. Begravelsen fant sted 20 april fra seminariets kapell på Sunset 
Memorial Cemetery nær denne by. I 1908 tiltrådte han embedet som teologisk 
yrofessor i Hauges Synode, og var siden uavbrutt prestelærer. Hans energiske 
yersonlighet gjorde ham til leder på flere områder. Men først og fremst var han 
restelærer; som professor i gammeltestamentlig eksegese fikk han åpne Bibelen 
or de mange unge menn som satt under hans lærerstol, og som nu takker Gud 
or den rettledning de der fikk. Han var også varmt interessert i å nå spesielt 
olk av norsk ætt med Guds ord og tok tunge tak for den sak. Dessuten tok han 
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aktiv del i norsk-amerikanske kulturforetagender og gjorde her en stor innsats 
på grunn av sin begavelse, erfaring og innsikt. Men fremst vil han minnes innen 
var kirke som forkynner, som benådet fortolker av Guds ord. I særegen grad 
hadde han fått den nådegave å klarlegge frelsens vei. 

Hans pårørende og de mange andre som holdt av ham, bevidner vi herved 
vår dyptfølte sympati, idet vi takker Gud for den innsats han gjennem sitt liv 
og virke fikk gjøre i vår kirkes liv. Vi lyser fred over hans minne. Må Guds 
evige fred følge ham! 

Fra sitt dødsleie sendte han kirken følgende hilsen (her i oversettelse): 


"Til den Norsk Lutherske Kirke i Amerikas lemmer! 
Dr. J. A. Aasgaard, president! 

"Jeg skal ikke dø, men leve og fortelle Herrens gjerninger. Hårdt tuktet 
Herren mig, men til døden overgav han mig ikke. Lukk op rettferdighets porter 
for mig! Jeg vil gå inn gjennem dem, jeg vil prise Herren. Dette er Herrens 
port; de rettferdige skal gå inn gjennem den, Jeg vil prise dig fordi du svarte 
mig og blev mig til frelse” (Sal. 118, 17—21). 

Disse ord uttrykker også min bekjennelse og min salige forvissning når jeg 
nu kan se på nært hold at solen daler over den livsvei Herren har lagt ut for mig. 

Jeg takker Gud for hans usigelige miskunn og nåde i Kristus Jesus, min 
Frelser. 

Jeg vil også gjerne få uttalt mitt hjertes takknemlighet til den kirke jeg elsker, 
for de mange anledninger den gav mig i kallelsen inn i vingården. 

Aldri kan jeg få båret frem til fulle min erkjentlighet overfor mine kolleger 
og de unge menn blandt hvem det var mine kjæres og min lodd å få leve og 
virke og nyte kristent fellesskaps glede. 

For de mange feilgrep jeg vet jeg har gjort mig skyldig i, ber jeg om til- 
givelse fra min Frelser og fra dem i hvis fellesskap det har vært min jlykke 
å få arbeide. 

For vår kirke og vår presteskole ønsker jeg det beste himmelen kan gi. Idet 
fremtiden ter sig mørk og truende, la det bli vårt motto og vår faste forvissning 
ved livets kveld at vi "skal leve og ikke dø,” og vi "skal fortelle Herrens gjer- 
ninger.” 

Jeg takker dere, alle og enhver, når jeg nu med kjærlighetens pris i mitt 
hjerte for alt det som har gjort vårt samvirke glederikt, forlater arbeidsmarken 
Gud signe dere i Jesu navn!

HJEMMEMISJONEN 


Tanken pa de mange millioner mennesker i vårt land som star helt utenom 
kirken, stiller foran oss det store kall og ansvar vi har overfor disse. Arbeids- 
mulighetene her er ikke å søke bare på de såkalte hjemmemisjonsmarker, mer 
aller mest i og omkring våre selvhjulpne menigheter. I hver eneste én av diss: 
ligger store hjemmemisjonsopgaver og venter. Uttrykket “a Home. Missior 
program” betyr intet annet enn utnyttelsen av enhver anledning til å lede gamle 
og unge inn i berøring med Kristus og hans evangelium ved Ordets forkynnels: 
og sakramentenes forvaltning. Den mark som dekkes av våre hjemmemisjons 
menigheter, utgjør bare en brøkdel av vår kirkes hele hjemmemisjonsmark 
Gjennemførelsen av et hjemmemisjons-arbeidsprogram krever et stadig og mal. 
bevisst virke med husbesøk hos utenforstående, bade av prester og menighets 
folk, og fortsatt forbindelse med voksne og barn for å skape interesse hos den 
for Guds ords hørelse og for oplæring i den kristne tro. Hjemmemisjonspreste 
nes arbeide har båret frukt. De har vært tro i sitt kall, tross de mange vanske 
ligheter og hindringer. Vi uttaler til dem i kirkens navn vår hjerteligste takk 


HEDNINGMISJONEN 


Hedningmisjonen har idag mange vansker å kjempe med. Misjonærenes reis: 
er gjort næsten umulig derved at krigen har bredt sig over alle himmelstrøk 
Ennu arbeider en liten gruppe av våre i Kina, men deres virksomhet er hem 
met på mange måter av krigen. Fra de av våre Madagaskar-misjonærer som € 
kommet hjem, får vi til vår glede høre om fremgang og trivsel i arbeidet der 
men samtidig har det vist sig umulig å sende misjonærer dit ut, i all fall fo 
nærværende. Det samme gjelder om Syd-Afrika. Mulighetene for skibsleilighe 
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er få og små, så det er ytterst vanskelig både med utreise og hjemreise. La oss 
flittig be Gud holde sin hånd over dem der ute! 

Som disse linjer skrives, kommer meldinger om at Madagaskar er blitt en 
krigsskueplass i kampen mellem Aksemaktene og de Forente Nasjoner. For oss 
har Madagaskar en meget stor interesse, I landets søndre del har vår kirke en 
stor arbeidsstyrke, familiene innbefattet. Lengre nord i landet har det Norske 
Misjonsselskap sin største arbeidsmark. Så langt har det vist sig ugjørlig å 
komme i direkte forbindelse med arbeiderne og sende dem penger. Brødre, når 
vi således merker oss de prøver og vansker som våre representanter på misjons- 
markene har å gjennemgå, burde vi kjenne oss tilskyndet til mere bønn, større 
offer og dypere kjærlighet for denne store sak. 

Dessuten tenker vi idag på en flokk på femten misjonærer — familier og 
ugifte kvinnelige arbeidere — som opholdt sig i Baguio på Filippinene da den 
japanske invasjon fant sted. De leste kinesisk der, sammen med ca. 50 andre 
misjonærer, ved "the Language School of Chinese Studies” i påvente av å kunne 
komme inn i Kina. Nu er ikke alene det blitt umulig for dem, men all forbin- 
delse med hjemlandet er også blitt avskåret dem. Forsøk gjøres stadig på å få 
i stand forbindelse med dem gjennem det internasjonale Røde Kors. Under 
disse vanskelige situasjoner for vår misjon kjenner vi oss ofte hjelpeløse; men 
vår Gud og Fader i himmelen har fremdeles all makt og alle utveier i sine hen- 
der. Tanken derpå burde anspore oss til mere å anrope nådens trone om at 
kirkens utsendinger måtte styrkes og bevares hvor som helst de går for i lydig- 
het mot Guds befaling å gjøre alle folk til disipler. Gud give oss tro og tillit til 
hans løfter om at hans akt skal fremmes og hans nåde og kjærlighet åpenbares 
gjennem alt som han lar skje! 

Under alt dette må misjonsarbeidet fortsettes, især da utrustningen av ar- 
beidere og innsamling av midler til ny fremmarsj så snart Gud igjen åpner 
dørene. Så store summer vil trenges for å få arbeidet i gjenge igjen at de beløp 
som nu innsamles, neppe vil strekke til når anledningene bydes oss påny. 


BARMHJERTIGHET 


Arbeidet for å hjelpe dem som er i nød og trang, har stadig vært drevet av 
funksjonærene i vårt Department of Charities. Rapport derom kommer direkte 
fra denne avdelings styre. Vi uttrykker herved vår varme takk til alle de menn 
og kvinner som gir sig selv i de nødlidendes tjeneste. Gud signe dem og la 
dem bli til velsignelse for mange! 

Søster Ragna Nord ved vår diakonisseanstalt i Chicago avgikk ved døden 28 
januar 1941, Hun led av en meget plagsom sykdom, så døden kom som en be- 
frielse. Søster Ragna inntok en særstilling i diakonissegjerningen på grunn av 
sin karakter og personlighet. I 25 år var hun diakonisse; 1 de senere år forestod 
hun anstaltens “School of Nursing.” Til denne gjerning viet hun sin rike er- 
faring og innsikt. Chicagoanstalten var heldig at den fikk søster Ragna som den 
første leder av skolen for sykepleiersker. Hun vil savnes av sine elever, og 
hennes bortgang er et tap for vår kirke. Hennes bramfrie kristenferd og barn- 
lige tillit til Gud gjorde henne til et sant vidne om Guds kjærlighets makt i et 
menneskeliv. Slik minnes vi henne, og vi ber Gud signe hennes minne for de 
mange hun har tjent gjennem de mange år i diakonissegjerningen. 


DEN KRISTELIGE BARNEUNDERVISNING 


I løpet av året har arbeidet med barnas oplæring vært drevet med målbe- 
visst kraft. Styrets lemmer så vel som dette virkes leder, dr. J. C. K. Preus, 
har gitt megen tanke og flid til utbedring av lærebøker. Serien "Graded Lessons” 
tør måle sig med hvilkensomhelst annen av sitt slags i landet. Bøkerne benyttes 
og hilses med glede ikke bare innen vår egen kirke, men også i flere andre kir- 
kesamfund. Bøkernes form og tiltalende utstyr skyldes forståelsesfullt samar- 
beide fra vårt forlags og dets direktørs side. Den rimelige pris gjør det mulig 
for alle søndagsskoler å forskaffe sig dem. 


PENSJONEN 


I følge pålegg av forrige fellesmøte har Pensjonsstyret i forbindelse med 
Finansstyret satt i kraft den pensjonsplan som møtet tilstemte. Forsøk pågår 
nu for å få hvert eneste prestekall til å samarbeide med Pensjonskassen. Hvor 
saken får en ordentlig utredning for menighetslemmene, vinner den gehør, idet 
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stadig fler og fler menigheter slutter sig til. Pensjonens betydning er den at, 
når planen har utviklet sig gjennem et tidsrum, blir det mulig for prester — | 
og andre funksjonærer i kirken — å trede av ved en viss aldersgrense uten frykt 
for hvor midler til daglig brød skal komme fra i fremtiden. 


HJELPE-ORGANISASJONER 


De forskjellige foreningsforbund innen kirken, såsom Kvinnenes Misjonsfor- 
bund, Lutheran Daughters of the Reformation, Young People's Luther League, 
Choral Union og Men's Brotherhood, har gitt kirken trofast støtte og samarbei- 
de. Vi skylder disse organisasjoner og deres ledere stor takk for den trofaste 
lojalitet hvormed de til alle tider har fremmet vår kirkes sak. Ved Young Peo- 
ple's Luther Leagues stevne ifjor sommer i Billings, Mont., valgtes pastor 
Oscar C. Hanson til eksekutivsekretær i stedet for dr. N. M. Ylvisaker, som 
hadde opsagt stillingen for å ta ledelsen i det lutherske fellesarbeide for sol- 
dater. Pastor Hanson blev innsatt i sitt nye virke av dr, T. F. Gullixson under 
vinterkurset for prester ved Luther Seminar i januar 1942. Omtrent samtidig 
holdt Young People’s Luther League en middag til ære for dr. Ylvisaker. Vi 
hilser pastor Hanson velkommen som leder for ungdomsarbeidet. Gud give ham 
den fornødne nåde og styrke i dette viktige og ansvarsfulle virke! Samtidig vil vi 
få si dr. Ylvisaker vår hjertelige takk for den trofaste tjeneste han har viet vår 
kirkes unge gjennem næsten 25 år. Som eksekutivsekretær har han utvidet for- 
bundet og gitt det en slik arbeidsledelse at både arbeidets omfang og interesse 
for det blandt de unge har øket merkbart fra år til år. Han vil savnes ved våre 
konferanser og stevner, Samtidig vil vi få bevidne ham vår påskjønnelse av at 
han var villig til å påta sig påkjenningen og ansvaret forbundet med ledelsen 
av det kristelige arbeide blandt våre unge menn i landets forsvar og tjeneste. 


FORLAGSVIRKSOMHETEN 


Augsburg Publishing House har også gjennem denne to-årsperiode ydet vår 
kirke god og stor tjeneste. Det er måskje ikke noe kirkelig forlagshus som har 
gjort mere ut av sine muligheter enn Augsburg Publishing House, i forhold til 
kirkens medlemstall og forlagets virkeområde. Således står det i første rekke 
hvad utgivelse av søndagsskole-materiell angår. Det har også utgitt oversettelser 
av opbyggelige verker som har vunnet stor utbredelse også innen andre kirke- 
samfund med interesse for de kristelige grunnsannheter, Dets publikasjoner, både 
de ukentlige og andre, vinner stadig inngang i større og større kretser. Vi ret- 
ter en varm, påskjønnende takk til direktør R. E. Haugan, til forlagets styre 
og funksjonærer. Gud signe fremdeles Augsburg Publishing House, ikke minst 
i dets opgave som et misjonerende foretagende! 


BOKMISJONEN 


På grunn av sin alder uttalte Bokmisjonens leder, pastor Olaf Guldseth, til 
dens styre ønsket om å få trede av, et begjær som styret ugjerne innvilget. Det 
tilstillet ham på egne og kirkens vegne en takkeresolusjon ved den anledning. 
Han har med dyktighet ledet denne misjon hvis virke har hatt stor betydning 
for mange mennesker. Styret valgte som Guldseths eftermann pastor M. O. 
Sumstad, Roland, Iowa. Han antok kallet, og tiltrådte gjerningen i januar 1942, 
med bopel i Minneapolis. Med misjonens mål og virkemåte er han vel kjent, da 
han i flere år har tjent som styrets formann og har således samarbeidet med 
pastor Guldseth i arbeidets planleggelse og utøvelse. Forslag foreligger tii om- 
organisasjon av styret for å utbedre arbeidsmulighetene. 


BIBELSELSKAPER 


Igjen er det mig en glede å gjøre kirken opmerksom på bibelselskapenes vel- 
signelsesrike virke. I første rekke nevnes da det Amerikanske Bibelselskap, med 
hovedsete i NewYork. Det har nu fått øket ansvar og øket arbeidsbyrde på 
grunn av de vanskeligheter som det Britiske og Utenlandske Bibelselskap i 
London har å kjempe med. Med mot og besluttsomhet har det tatt op den 
gjerning som nu ikke lenger kan gjøres fra London. Bibler og testamenter ut- 
deles til mannskapene i vårt lands hær, flåte og flyvevåpen, Dessuten trenges 
mange eksemplarer for hjemmene, hvor de i mange tilfelle må utdeles enten 
gratis eller i all fall under innkjøpspris. Vår kirke har ydet bidrag til det Ame- 
rikanske Bibelselskap gjennem sine avdelinger for hjemme- og hedningmisjon 
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og for barmhjertighetsarbeidet. Men mere støtte er påkrevet. Vårt folk bes om 
at gi direkte bidrag til bibelselskapet; disse kan sendes til kasserer Shurson. 
Selskapet utgir bare bibler eller deler av bibelen, uten kommentar. I flere språk. 
Dessuten utgir det Guds ord i blindeskrift, en kostbar affære, da det tar fra 
15 til 20 bind å utgjøre den fulle bibel i blindeskrift. For å gjøre bibelen til- 
gjengelig for alle blinde selges den til $2.70 under produksjonspris. Dertil har 
selskapet fått evangeliene og andre av de ny- og gammeltestamentlige bøker op- 
tatt på grammofonplater, som sammen med grammofoner utlånes, delvis ved of- 
fentlig hjelp, til blinde som ikke kan lese blindeskrift, især da til dem som er for 
gamle til å lære Braille. Således kan det sies at bibelselskapet forsøker å nå 
alle med Guds ord. 

Fra oss ydes også et mindre bidrag til det Britiske og Utenlandske Bibel- 
selskaps avdeling i Canada for bibelspredning i det land. Dessuten sendes også 
litt til "the Northern Bible Society” i Duluth, hvis opgave det hovedsakelig er 
å utbrede Bibelen i Minnesotas grubedistrikter. 


JØDEMISJONEN 


I 1941 meldte pastor C. S. Vang til Zionsforeningen for Israel at han aktet 
å trede av som leder for denne misjon. I hans sted er valgt pastor G. A. Peter- 
son, Ottawa, Ill., som har antatt kallet. Vi ønsker ham Guds velsignelse i gjer- 
ningen. Det tør vel sies at intet folk har lidt mere gjennem de siste år enn 
det jødiske. I mange land er de blitt drevet fra sine hjem og er blitt folk uten 
hjemland. Det bør oss å åpne våre hjerter for deres nød. Fra dette folk har vi 
ikke alene det Gamle, men også det Nye Testamente. Hebræerbrevet sier oss 
at det nytestamentlige evangelium er gitt os ved Guds Hellige And av de jødiske 
menn som dannet kretsen om Jesus i hans kjøds dager. La oss minnes jøde- 
misjonen i våre bønner og med våre ydelser! Gud signe den nye superintendent 
i hans gjerning! 

BUDGETTET 


Som en følge av det iherdige, utrettelige og samvittighetsfulle arbeide utført 
av dr. A. J. Bergsaker og hans medarbeidere lyktes det i fiskalåret 1941 å samle 
$930,921.99 til kirkens fellesarbeide. Vi takker Gud at det blev en økning over 
foregående års beløp. Denne økning skyldes vårt folks velvillige svar på kir- 
kens oprop ved dr. Bergsaker og de forskjellige finanssekretærer. Idet vi takker 
dem for det gode arbeide i budgettets interesse, minnes vi også med takknem- 
lighet de mange som trofast har samarbeidet med dr. Bergsaker for ‘“Centen- 
nial Appeal” og derved bragt saken i et så lovende gjenge som alt nu tyder på. 
Men la oss huske at vi kan ikke tale om "Centennial Appeal” som en sukcess 
før vi har innfridd alle våre løfter til saken! Vårt mål må være å få betalt inn 
i løpet av dette år så meget som mulig.

DET LUTHERSKE NASJONALRAD 
(The National Lutheran Council) 


Det Lutherske Nasjonalrad, som den Norsk Lutherske Kirke i Amerika star 
tilsluttet, er iferd med å samle midler til å holde gående de nødstedte hedning- 
misjoner avskåret fra sine hjemlands støtte, dessuten også for den åndelige 
pleie blandt lutherske menn i vårt lands krigsmakt. Ved å gå i spissen i disse 
viktige foretagender følger Rådet samme linje som under den første verdens- 
krig. Både under og efter den krig falt det i Rådets lodd å lede innsamlinger 
av store pengebeløp og store mengder av klær, ikke bare for nødstedte misjoner, 
men også for trengende og lidende brødre av luthersk tro i mange land. I den 
forbindelse minnes vi doctores J. A. Morehead og Lauritz Larsen, hvis navn 
ennu holdes i takknemlig erindring i disse land. 

Spørsmål er innløpet om våre menigheters deltagelse i samling av midler for 
arbeidet blandt vårt krigsfolk. Som bekjent gjenstår ennu for vår del en kasse- 
beholdning fra den tidligere krig. Men eftersom krigen fortsetter, blir denne 
beholdning naturligvis opbrukt, og mere vil da trenges. Derfor sier det sig selv 
at for menigheter og individer som måtte ønske å gi til denne sak, står det fritt 
å gjøre det. Gaver innsendt spesielt for den sak vil av vår kasserer reserveres 
for det bruk. 

The National Lutheran Council søker også, under dr. C. E. Krumbholz' le- 
delse, å tjene som utjevnende bindeledd for de lutherske samfunds barmhjertig- 
hets virke og sociale arbeide. Ved hjelp av konferanser og “surveys” er meget 
blitt gjort for å fremme denne sak. 

Dr. Ralph H. Long, Rådets eksekutivsekretær, representerer oss overfor re- 
gjeringen i saker som har med militærsaker å gjøre, således i utnevnelse av 
feltprester o. S. v. 

Rådet er for tiden fellesorgan i alle saker direkte henvist til det, for ikke 
mindre enn to tredjedeler av dette lands og Canadas lutheranere. 

Ved den tid dette skrives har Rådet sammenkalt en konferanse av represen- 
tanter for de forskjellige lutherske grupper til samråd om skritt i retning av 
mere luthersk ening. Alle eventuelle beslutninger av betydning vil bli rappor- 
tert til de respektive kirkesamfund. 


AMERICAN LUTHERAN CONFERENCE 


The American Lutheran Conference, som består av fem grupper med “altar 
and pulpit fellowship” i følge “the Minneapolis Theses,” møter til regulær kon- 
oe kommende høst. Deputerte til denne konferanse velges av dette fel- 
esmøte. 

Av særs betydning er det fellesarbeide som Konferansen driver blandt lu- 
therske studenter ved statenes læreanstalter. Sekretær for dette virke er pastor 
F. A. Schiøtz av vår kirke, som ordner alt med de nødvendige forbindelser og 
lignende saker forbundet hermed. Gjennem den såkalte "Students Service Com- 
mission” blir det kristelige arbeide blandt lutherske studenter således ordnet, 
i samråd med “the United Lutheran Church,” at alle læreanstalter hvor luther- 
ske studenter finnes i noe antall, nu nåes av representanter for den lutherske 
kirke. 

“The Journal of Theology” utgis av Konferansen. Efter dr. G. M. Bruces 
resignasjon som tidsskriftets redaktør utnevnte Eksekutivkomitéen pastor Her- 
man E. Jørgensen. Det er å håpe at en større interesse for dette tidsskrift vilde 
vise sig både blandt våre prester og blandt legfolk med interesse for teologi. 


NORGES KIRKE 


Siden vårt forrige fellesmøte har forholdene i Norge forverret sig stadig. 
Den tyske hærmakts tyranni og undertrykkelse, i forbindelse med en liten in- 
nenlandsk gruppes forræderi og utroskap mot sitt land og folk, ter sig i stigende 
terror, Henrettelser av gisler og av representanter for yrkesorganisasjoner tiltar 
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+1 antall og hyppighet. Mest beryktet av alle undertrykkelsesforsøk er blitt Quis- 

ling-regjeringens påbud om at alle norske barn skal nazifiseres efter tysk mgn- 
ster. Det vilde medfgre at fra skolenes leseplan vilde fjernes den kristendoms- 
undervisning som har vært de norske skolers grunnplan i flere hundre år. En 
slik ordning vilde frata foreldrene deres gudgivne rett til å la sine barn oplære 
i kristen tro og ånd. 

Med Oslo-bispen Eivind Berggrav i spissen tok landets samtlige biskoper 
bestemt avstand fra den påbudte nyordning. Med fare for liv og lemmer. Som 
protestaksjon nedla de sine embeder i den nazikontrollerte statskirke. Biskop 
Støren av Nidaros og Trondheims domprost, Arne Fjellbu, blev nektet å for- 
rette uhindret i sin egen domkirke. En stor skare som ikke fikk komme inn i 
kirken, blev stående utenfor, hvor de blottet sine hoder og sang "Vår Gud 
han er så fast en borg.” Da prestene fikk samme påbud om nyordning, nektet 
praktisk alle å fortsette som statskirketjenere under slike vilkår. Både biskop 
Berggrav og biskop Støren har vært fengslet; Berggrav satt en tid i konsen- 
trasjonsleir og er visstnok fremdeles under bevoktning. 

Vi er fullt enige med de mange presseuttalelser, både fra religiøst og seku- 
lært hold, i vårt land, at den norske kirkes standhaftighet har løftet hele Norges 
kamp op til et høit åndelig nivå. Kirkens kamp har renset luften og fjernet 
misforståelser av den virkelige situasjon. Her gjelder mer enn ytre politisk 
uavhengighet; kampen står om selve åndsfrihetens rett til å eksistere. Biskopene 
har tatt sitt standpunkt på helt kristelig og kirkelig grunn. På den skanse er de 
villig til å lide og dø, om det kreves. Ære være dem! 

Våre norske brødres kamp bør stemme oss til alvorlig eftertanke. Er vi vil- 
lige til å sette liv og lykke inn for det som vi bekjenner i følge vår kristentro 
som det viktigste? Kan vi si med Luther: 

Og tager de vårt liv, 
gods, ære, barn og viv, 
la fare hen, la gå, — 

de kan ei mere få; 
Guds rike vi beholder. 


La våre bønner og forbønner stadig stige op til Gud om mot og kraft for 
Norges bisper, prester og legfolk, og for de mange lærere som enten er i eller 
trues med fangeleir, at de må få nåde til å stå fast! Gud skjerme og bevare dem!

The President, Dr. Aasgaard, has submitted to the Board of Review the cor- 
respondence between the Rev. John Skagen and himself regarding the resigna- 
tion of the Rev. Skagen from the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America. This 
resignation was submitted to Dr. Aasgaard in April, 1938, and by Dr. Aasgaard 
referred to the Pacific District. The Pacific District passed the following resolu- 
tion: The Pacific District acquiesces to the request of Rev. J, Skagen that his 
resignation as pastor in the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America be accepted, 
effective immediately. (Report of N, L. C. A. for 1938 p. 433.) 


However, the Rey. Skagen claimed that the District Convention has no au- 
thority to act on a pastor’s resignation. That authority belongs to the General 
Convention. 


Dr. Aasgaard then asked the General Convention to clarify the meaning of 
Chapter VI, par. 20 of the District Constitution. The convention adopted the 
following resolution; 


“Motion made and duly seconded that the section in the District Constitution 
referring to acceptance or resignation of pastors be interpreted to mean that 
acceptance and resignation of pastors is a matter to be handled and determined 
by the District concerned.” (Report of N. L. C. A. for 1940, page 399.) 


The Rev. Skagen protests this resolution because Chapter VI, par. 20 in the 
District Constitution speaks only of acceptance and dismissal of pastors, not of 
their resignation. His contention is that since the pastor’s resignation is not 
specificially mentioned in the paragraph, only the General Convention has the 
authority to act in this matter. 


In order to dispose of this matter the Board of Review submits to the con- 
vention the following resolution for adoption: 
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Though Chapter VI, par. 20, of the District Constitution speaks only of the 
acceptance and dismissal of pastors and not of their resignation, the convention 
reaffirms the interpretation of this paragraph that it applies also to a pastor’s 
resignation as stated by the convention in 1940 (Report of N. L. C. A., page 399).

Supplementary Report to the Board of Education of the 
Norwegian Lutheran Church of America 


Since the writing of the regular annual report to the Board of Education or 
April 8th, this year, several changes have taken place that should be reported a: 
a matter of record. 


On doctors’ orders I have had to withdraw from the responsibilities con- 
nected with the President’s office at least for the next six months, which i: 
rather a disturbing factor as we go into the somewhat uncertain times that lie 
before us. The doctors report that I have a bad case of arthritis. Though tha: 
which they feared, cancerous complications, has not so far been found, they 
advised withdrawal from all responsibility for six months, confining myself to my 
home except for periodic visits to the clinic. I mention these personal matter: 
because it has necessitated making some adjustments to meet the consequent 
problems. 


After a conference with Dr. P. M. Glasoe, the Vice President, and Mr. A. o 
Lee, the Director of Finances, Professor J. Jørgen Thompson, the Dean 6: 
Men, has been put in as Acting President until further notice, and our reasor 
for coming to this conclusion was that it could be done most efficiently in this 
way as the duties of the Dean of Men’s office and mine in so many ways are 
connected. This action has been confirmed by the Board of Trustees of the 
College. The faculty and students and the many friends in the church have given 
such demonstration of cooperation and good will that a man almost feels as ii 
he could welcome calamity in order to have opportunity to make manifest the 
works of God. I want to assure the church and the meeting of the College Cor- 
poration that we shall try in every way to carry on until things become more 
definite and clear. d 


Another matter which does not strictly belong to the report of the President 
of St. Olaf is the loss that has come to Luther College in the burning of the 
“Old Main.” The college problem in our church has been and will always be a 
matter of difference of opinion and discussion. That is a healthy state of mind, 
especially when it concerns as fundamental an activity as higher Christian edu- 
cation. When calamity strikes a home or an institution, it is no time to discuss 
anything but a replacement of that which has been taken away. We shall other- 
wise disturb feelings and emotions that are sacred, and advantage would be 
taken that no man wants to take. I am now speaking to the St. Olaf men and 
women throughout the church. When the call comes from the Luther men, we 
want to be there, a hundred per cent, with our gifts large and small. 


When loss came to us in the burning of our chapel in 1923, it looked as if we 
could not overcome it. Then good will began to manifest itself. The first check 
for a hundred dollars that came for our Administration Building was from a 
dyed-in-the-wool old Synod friend, Mr. Neste of Granite Falls, Minn. He said 
that the bars were down and they were with us from then on. That calamity was 
turned into a blessing by the good will that suddenly manifested itself. 


Luther has lost its main building without which it cannot carry’ on its work. 
Without delay, without having to organize and exert high-pressure, let us send 
in our personal gifts in cash and let us encourage every organization and activity 
in the church to do likewise. When our Administration Building was finished, 
enough money had come in to pay for it. It was a remarkable demonstration of 
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good will and unity. My hope is that St. Olaf men and women will be along now 
to turn this sober and serious experience for Luther into a blessing for the whole 
church. Nearly $200,000.00 came in for the Administration Building. Luther will 
need about the same amount, in addition to the insurance and money on hand. As 
stated above this does not particularly belong in a report from the President of 
St. Olaf, but I know how often there has seemed to be division among us college 
people that may have given a false impression to the public. We of Norse 
descent are in many respects a rather cantankerous lot, but whenever occasion 
calls for unity, we stand together, as has been so magnificently illustrated in the 
Centennial ingathering under the leadership of Drs. Aasgaard, Bergsaker, Shur- 
son, and many others.

B. The Pacific District of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America peti- 
tions for full four-year Liberal Arts College status for the following reasons: 


1. As a four-year College of Education, Pacific Lutheran College offers 
majors in eight fields. To become a full four-year College of Liberal Arts it is 
advisable to add additional offerings in three other fields. 

2. Since 1928 the College has grown from a two-year Junior College, and its 
total enrollment has increased from 178 to 551. The needs of the Church, the 
prestige of the College, the opportunities of the West, and the exigencies of these 
war times press for approval of full four-year Liberal Arts status. 
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3. The good will and support manifested in the current Golden Jubilee Cam- 
paign, on the part of our people in the West, demonstrate their concern for the 
educational needs of an ever growing western population at the only Lutheran 
College in the western two-fifths of the United States.

Since this Board was more or less an experimental innovation, it may not be 
out of place to make some observations based on this first experiment. 

The specified purpose for which this Board was created was to get an ex- 
pression from an independent group of men, representing a cross section of the 
church membership, on the reports and resolutions to be submitted to the Con- 


| vention by the various officers, boards and committees of the church concerning 


their activities and plans 

The Board of Review feels that there could be much of value in a con- 
tinuation of this newly tried board, but it is the consensus of opinion that as 
the work necessarily had to be done on this first occasion the results are far 
from satisfactory, and submits the following resolutions in order to enable the 
Board to render a more satisfactory service at subsequent church conventions: 

1. All reports and resolutions that are to be reviewed by this Board shall 
be mailed to the individual members at least two weeks in advance of the church 
convention in order that there may be given time for study and research as to 
factual background and expediency of the matters under consideration.

The President, Dr. Aasgaard, has submitted to the Board of Review the cor- 
respondence between the Rev. John Skagen and himself regarding the resigna- 
tion of the Rey. Skagen from the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America. This 
resignation was submitted to Dr. Aasgaard in April, 1938, and by Dr. Aasgaard 
referred to the Pacific District. The Pacific District passed the following resolu- 
tion: The Pacific District acquiesces to the request of Rev. J. Skagen that his 
resignation as pastor in the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America be accepted, 
effective immediately. (Report of N.L.C.A. for 1938, p. 433.) 

However, the Rev. Skagen claimed that the District Convention has no 
authority to act on a pastor’s resignation. That authority belongs to the General 
Convention. 

Dr. Aasgaard then asked the General Convention to clarify the meaning of 
Chapter VI, par. 20, of the District Constitution. The convention adopted the 
following resolution: 

“Motion made and duly seconded that the section in the District Constitution 
referring to acceptance or resignation of pastors be interpreted to mean that 
acceptance and resignation of pastors is a matter to be handled and determined 
by the District Concerned.” (Report of N.L.C.A. for 1940, p. 399.) 

The Rev. Skagen protests this resolution because Chapter VI, par. 20, in the 
District Constitution speaks only of acceptance and dismissal of pastors, not of 
their resignation. His contention is that since the pastor’s resignation is not 
specifically mentioned in the paragraph, only the General Convention has the 
authority to act in this matter. 

In order to dispose of this matter the Board of Review submits to the con- 
vention the following resolution for adoption: 

Though Chapter VI, par. 20, of the District Constitution speaks only of the 
acceptance and dismissal of pastors and not of their resignation, the convention 
reaffirms the interpretation of this paragraph that it applies also to a pastor’s 
resignation as stated by the convention in 1940.

Lutheran Church of America in Convention assembled, to approve four-year Lib- 
eral Arts College status for Pacific Lutheran College, as of June, 1942: the 
attainment of which requires the addition of one year of Liberal Arts offerings. 
In support of this petition the following information is submitted: 


A. With approval of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, and of the 
Pacific Lutheran College Intersynodical Advisory Committee, Pacific Lutheran 
College has been, since 1940, a State-accredited Four-year College of Education. 
Within the framework of its College of Education, Pacific Lutheran College 
offers three years of accredited work in Liberal Arts. 


B. The Pacific District of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America peti- 
tions for full four-year Liberal Arts College status for the following reasons: 

1. As a four-year College of Education, Pacific Lutheran College offers 
majors in eight fields. To become a full four-year College of Liberal Arts it is 
advisable to add additional offerings in three other fields. 
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2. Since 1928 the College has grown from a two-year Junior College, and its 
total enrollment has increased from 178 to 551. The needs of the Church, the 
prestige of the College, the opportunities of the West, and the exigencies of these 
war times press for approval of full four-year Liberal Arts status. 


_3. The good will and support manifested in the current Golden Jubilee Cam- 
paign, on the part of our people in the West, demonstrate their concern for the 
educational needs of an ever growing western population at the only Lutheran 
College in the western two-fifths of the United States. 


Motion made and seconded to refer this resolution to the Board of Education.

Meeting of the Members of St. Olaf College 
At Central Lutheran Church, Minneapolis, Minn. 


June 11, 1942 


Pursuant to due notice of the biennial meeting of the Norwegian Lutheran 
Church of America the ministers, delegates and others entitled to vote at the 
regular biennial session of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, con- 
vened at Central Lutheran Church in the city of Minneapolis, Minn., on the 11th 
day of June, 1942, at 10:30 a. m., as a membership meeting of St. Olaf College, 
at which time there were present at such meeting more than a majority of the 
voting members of St. Olaf College. In accordance with the Articles of Incor- 
son of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, Dr. J. A. Aasgaard 
presided. 


Upon motion duly made and seconded, the following resolution was adopted: 


“All resolutions adopted by the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, 
heretofore at this convention of said Church, pertaining to and applicable to the 
business and affairs of St. Olaf College, are hereby ratified, confirmed and 
adopted by this meeting of the membership of St. Olaf College, with the same 
effect as if each of said resolutions had been proposed and acted upon by this 
meeting of the membership of St. Olaf College.” 


The Secretary called attention to the President’s Report. (See Annual Report, 
1942, Part I, pp. 70-75.) He also read the following Supplementary Report: 


Supplementary Report to the Board of Education of the 
Norwegian Lutheran Church of America 


Since the writing of the regular annual report to the Board of Education on 
April 8th, this year, several changes have taken place that should be reported as 
a matter of record. 


On doctors’ orders I have had to withdraw from the responsibilities con- 
nected with the President’s office at least for the next six months, which is 
rather a disturbing factor as we go into the somewhat uncertain times that lie 
before us. The doctors report that I have a bad case of arthritis. Though that 
which they feared, cancerous complications, has not so far been found, they 
advised withdrawal from all responsibility for six months, confining myself to my 
home except for periodic visits to the clinic. I mention these personal matters 
because it has necessitated making some adjustments to meet the consequent 
problems. 


After a conference with Dr. P. M. Glasoe, the Vice President, and Mr. A. O. 
Lee, the Director of Finances, Professor J. Jørgen Thompson, the Dean of 
Men, has been put in as Acting President until further notice, and our reason 
for coming to this conclusion was that it could be done most efficiently in this 
way as the duties of the Dean of Men’s office and mine in so many ways are 
connected. This action has been confirmed by the Board of Trustees of the 
College. The faculty and students and the many friends in the Church have given 
such demonstration of cooperation and good will that a man almost feels as if 
he could welcome calamity in order to have opportunity to make manifest the 
works of God. I want to assure the Church and the meeting of the College Cor- 
poration that we shall try in every way to carry on until things become more 
definite and clear. 
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Another matter which does not strictly belong to the report of the President 
of St. Olaf is the loss that has come to Luther College in the burning of the 
“Old Main.” The college problem in our Church has been and will always be a 
matter of difference of opinion and discussion. That is a healthy state of mind, 
especially when it concerns as fundamental an activity as higher Christian edu- 
cation. When calamity strikes a home or an institution, it is no time to discuss 
anything but a replacement of that which has been taken away. We shall other- 
wise disturb feelings and emotions that are sacred, and advantage would be 
taken that no man wants to take. I am now speaking to the St. Olaf men and 
women throughout the Church. When the call comes from the Luther men, we 
want to be there, a hundred per cent, with our gifts large and small. 


When loss came to us in the burning of our chapel in 1923, it looked as if we 
could not overcome it. Then good will began to manifest itself. The first check 
for a hundred dollars that came for our Administration Building was from a 
dyed-in-the-wool old Synod friend, Mr. Neste of Granite Falls, Minn. He said 
that the bars were down and they were with us from then on. That calamity was 
turned into a blessing by the good will that suddenly manifested itself. 


Luther has lost its main building without which it cannot carry on its work. 
Without delay, without having to organize and exert high-pressure, let us send 
in our personal gifts in cash and let us encourage every organization and activity 
in the Church to do likewise. When our Administration Building was finished, 
enough money had come in to pay for it. It was a remarkable demonstration of 
good will and unity. My hope is that St. Olaf men and women will be along now 
to turn this sober and serious experience for Luther into a blessing for the whole 
Church. Nearly $200,000.00 came in for the Administration Building. Luther will 
need about the same amount, in addition to the insurance and money on hand. As 
stated above this does not particularly belong in a report from the President of 
St. Olaf, but I know how often there has seemed to be division among us college 
people that may have given a false impression to the public. We of Norse 
descent are in many respects a rather cantankerous lot, but whenever occasion 
calls for unity, we stand together, as has been so magnificently illustrated in the 
Centennial ingathering under the leadership of Drs. Aasgaard, Bergsaker, Shur- 
son, and many others.

Whereas we have had among us for 64 years an organized society, which 
is an intersynodical endeavor, The Zion Society for Israel, which society has 
had among its directors some of the leading men of our church during its entire 
history, and which society has always worked in full harmony with the rules and 
spirit of our church, 


Therefore Be It Resolved 


1. That the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America hereby places the Mis- 
sion among the Jews on its officially approved program and 
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2. That the Norwegian Lutheran Church give its moral, spiritual, and finan- 
cial support to the mission of Christianizing the Jews through the Zion Society 
for Israel, and details to be worked out by the Board of Home Missions, the 
Department of Stewardship, and the Board of the Zion Society for Israel, and 


3. That, as soon as the necessary details be completed, through the afore- 
mentioned representatives that a special treasury for the Zion Society for Israel 
be established by our church. 


4. That, without obligating the church to any definite annual sum, our con- 
gregations are urged to contribute liberally to this mission, and the Home Mis- 
sion Board is authorized to make such special annual grants to the Zion Society 
as available funds will permit. 


5. In view of this arrangement all congregations contributing to the Zion 
Society are urged to send their gifts through our general treasurer in Minneapolis.

Therefore, Be It Resolved, That Dr. A. J. Bergsaker and the Board of 
Trustees together with Luther College be authorized to work out a plan to make 
a general solicitation throughout the Church for the purpose of raising the addi- 
tional funds needed for the rebuilding of the lost structure.

1. That the Board of Trustees, in cooperation with the Stewardship Secretary, 
be and is hereby authorized and instructed to provide, if possible, a sum sufficient 
to refund to each and every Lay Delegate attending the Centennial Convention 
cost of transportation to and from the place of meeting at the rate of one cent a 
mile; this fund to be collected outside of the regular budget in such manner as 
the Board of Trustees and the Stewardship Secretary find most practical. 

2. That this plan shall apply to the Centennial meeting only. 

3. That the Board of Trustees and the Stewardship Secretary or a special 
committee shall be authorized and directed to adopt and publish prior to the 
Centennial convention such rules and regulations as may be required and to do 
any and all things necessary to carry these regulations into effect. 

4. That a special committee shall be appointed to make a further study and 
to submit a report, based on the experience of the Centennial meeting, with find- 
ings and recommendations in favor of or opposed to a system of providing for 
the transportation cost of delegates to our national convention.

Whereas the Inter-Synodical Pacific Lutheran College advisory committee 
has recognized the need of the expansion of Pacific Lutheran College into a 
four-year Liberal Arts College, and has expressed its sympathy with the efforts 
of the College in such expansion when the proper financial support can be as- 
sured from the three cooperating bodies and other sources, 

Therefore Be It Resolved, That the N. L. C. A. herewith, in recognition of 
the request of the Pacific District for the establishment of four-year Liberal 
Arts status for Pacific Lutheran College, expresses its sympathy with the plan 
and does hereby refer the petition of the Pacific District to the Board of Educa- 
tion and the Board of Trustees of the Church, in consultation with the four 
college presidents, representatives of Pacific Lutheran College, and representa- 
tives of the two cooperating synods, with full power to act.

The President.then voiced his thanks for and his appreciation of all that had 
been done for him at the time of his recent illness. 
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The First Lutheran Church of Ogdensburg, Wis., served by the Rev. Oliver 
Thompson, applied for membership in the District. The congregation was 
admitted subject to the approval of .its constitution by a committee to be 
appointed by the President. The President appointed as members of this com- 
mittee, the Vice-president, Dr. S. C. Eastvold, and the Rev. M. T. Jenson. 

Mr. A. G. Ensrud was elected to succeed himself as member of the District 
Home Mission Committee. 

The Rev. T. C. Thorson was elected to succeed himself as member of the 
committee of Parish Education. 

The Rev. Hector Gunderson asked to be relieved from his duties on this 
committee. 

The Rev. A. L. Abrahamson of Morris, Ill., was elected to succeed Pastor 
Gunderson. 

The District President was authorized to pay from the District Treasury 
such amount as he might deem advisable on an old Augsburg Publishing House 
account, incurred by the Committee on Parish Education, 

Dr. Eastvold reported on matter of the District President’s house. Before 
submitting his report he expressed the thanks of the District to God for the 
recovery of the District President from his recent illness. 

On motion, carried, the President was urged by the District to take one 
month’s vacation each year. 

Dr. Eastvold then read the report of the committee on District President’s 
house, herewith submitted. 

Dr. Eastvold also reported that a gift of $1,000.00 had been delivered to the 
President and aside from that a gift of $221:00 additional had been raised which 
had been loaned to the fund to be used for painting and repairing.

When fully paid the committee had reasonable hopes that it would be exempt 
from taxation. 

The Circuit Chairmen were asked and urged to make every effort to raise the 
full amounts, so that the property might be paid in full.

The Stewardship Secretary then reported that the ingathering for the budget 
of the church as a whole stood at 31.6% and that the Eastern District was slightly 
above that, namely, 32.3%. 

He also reported that progress had been made by many congregations who 
had hitherto not been able to reach their allotment 

The Stewardship Secretary for the Eastern District is Rev. Mars Dale. 


The Rev. J. O. Tweten spoke of the Centennial Appeal and urged that con- 
tinued and faithful efforts for the payment of pledges in full must be made. He 
said that the organization must be kept intact for the duration. The matter must 
be continually held before our people. 

The Rev. T. C. Thorson spoke for the Committee on Parish Education and 
said that more than 800 teachers had been enrolled in the Teacher Training 
Courses. Many regional meetings had been held and deserved to be perpetuated. 

President Anderson spoke for the Faith in Action program. This program is 
for the deepening of the spiritual life in the congregations. Every Christian must 
become a missionary in his community. 

The President also urged the cause of Orphaned Missions, pleading for 
greater efforts, calling attention to the fact that in many of the gifts the congre- 
gations had not come up to the goal of 10% of their budget. This is very 
necessary. 

It was moved and decided to accept into the District the young men who are 
to be ordained and who have accepted calls to the District. 

The District Parish Education committee was instructed to make a study of 
a suitable register for use of parochial and Sunday school pupils. 

On motion, the minutes were adopted as read. 

Dr. S. O. Sigmond of Brooklyn, N. Y., then led the meeting in closing prayer. 

On motion the meeting adjourned.

Dr. G. M. Bruce of our seminary faculty, a member of the Merger Commit- 
tee for the union of the Minnesota Temperance Movement and the Anti-Saloon 
League, reported on the progress of this work. The new organization is called 
the United Temperance Movement of Minnesota. Much joy was expressed at 
the success of this project. Dr. Bruce stated that the Northern Minnesota Dis- 
trict was entitled to 7 representatives in this new corporation.

that work should be started in several places. Recognizing our limitations for 
this reason we have tried to do the best we could under the circumstances for 
cause of Home Mission.

Albert Molberg was asked to report on the work of the Augustana 
Academy, Canton, S. D., in the absence of President Hofstad. An average of 140 
students had attended the academy during last year, and creditable work had 
been done. 

Mrs. P. M. Troen reported on the W.M.F. The federation had at this time

amount given by the W.M.F. to help build the new church at Pierre was 
$4,255.26.

The Committee on Social, Moral and Spiritual Trends of the North Dakota 
District of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America begs to submit the 
following report: 

1. Our country’s entrance into the war creates many problems which the 
church should face. The call for the services of increasing numbers of our young 
men is drawing a large number of our members away from their local congrega- 
tions into places not only hazardous for the body but also for the soul. Pastors 
should keep in touch with their own members. Prayers should be offered in the 
churches regularly. Our Lutheran Service Centers should be supported. The 
civil authorities should be requested to do all they can to eliminate all evils that 
surround camp life. Demands should be made that the sale of beer should be 
banned from military canteens and military camps, and that a determined effort 
be made to stamp out all places of drunkenness, vice and immorality around the 
camps. 

2. The tremendous exodus of people seeking employment in new defense 
plants should be closely watched so that those who move from our congregations 
may be directed into our sister congregations in the place to which these people 
move. We stand to lose many members now if such care is not taken. It should 
be made clear to our people that names of local congregations may vary in 
different cities. Our people should be encouraged, as far as possible, to remain 
in our own synod even though they move to another locality. If no congregation 
of our synod is found, then they should be encouraged to join a congregation of 
the American Lutheran Conference. 


3. We urge, in view of the fact that more than 50,000 people have moved 
from the state of North Dakota since the 1946 census, that every effort be made 
to retain for our church those in this number who hold membership in our con- 
gregations. 

4. The church is facing a serious danger in the altogether too prevalent prac- 
tice of children attending only Sunday school and not church services. We are 
in danger of raising up a generation of non-church-going people. There is need 
of tying up church attendance and Sunday school attendance in the life and 
practice of our children. 

5. The young people and even children are being systematically and strongly 
encouraged to dance, in public schools, in so-called character building organiza- 
tions, in social clubs, etc. 


The dance is no less evil though it becomes prevalent and popular. Not only 
does the dance tend to break down morals, but it also naturally tears people 
away from the church and the Lord. 


Parents who favor dancing bring pressure to bear upon public school author- 
ities, as well as other agency leaders, so that these often yield in spite of their 
better judgment, because no one protests to the contrary. We who oppose 
dancing need to tell these authorities and leaders of our conscientious scruples 
against dancing, protest against this violation of our religious convictions and 
urge them to refuse to allow dancing, thus giving them needed and salutory 
backing in the face of this demoralizing evil. We must speak up lest a dance- 
deluge carry away our youth and children into destruction. 

6. It is evident that the Catholic Church is putting forth an intensive and 
nation-wide effort to become the dominant influence in America. The Catholic 
Church is seeking to make converts of Lutherans of Scandinavian descent 
through their St. Ansgar League and otherwise, to force every non-Catholic who 
marries a Catholic to have that marriage performed by a Catholic priest, with 
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the intent that the non-Catholic party shall become a Catholic. They want to 
make a conquest of rural America for Catholicism. We need to be alive to this 
great danger and carefully instruct our confirmands and our congregations about 
the designs and the errors of Catholicism, carefully, prayerfully and continuously 
indoctrinate our people in the Biblical truths and seek to lead our people into a 
saving faith in Jesus Christ as their personal Savior, so they may return true to 
their Lord and their church and become active soul winners. 

097. In these days when loose views of marriage abound, we need to stress 
the sacredness of marriage, the obligations to be faithful to the marriage vows 
until death, the evils of divorce, the importance of being married to those of like 
faith and of having that marriage performed in the home church or home parish. 


8. Since ours has been largely a rural church, there is’ a danger of over- 
looking the importance of that rural church. We may be tempted to leave our 
country churches behind as if they belonged to the past and concentrate on the 
city and town. That would be folly. We need both city and country churches. 
Just now we need to stress the value of the country church. We need pastors 
who will gladly work in country parishes, because they love the Lord and also 
the soil which the Lord has created. It would be well that our colleges offered 
courses that would create love for and understanding of the rural life, so that 
those young men who are inclined that way might be encouraged to enter the 
rural ministry, go out and live with their people in the country, and there be 
devout, spiritually minded shepherds of souls. We refer this matter to our Col- 
lege Presidents, our Board of Education and our Seminary President, for prayer- 
ful consideration and action. 

9. Apparently there is a concerted action to make religious courses a part of 
the curriculum in tax-supported educational institutions. Some State Universities 
already offer courses of religion, and other tax-supported educational institutions 
announce affiliation with private Schools of Religion. This constitutes a grave 
threat to the American and Lutheran principles of the separation of church and 
state. Furthermore, when these religious courses are taught by non-Lutherans, 
and even rationalistic teachers, the Christian faith of our Lutheran students, 
who may be misled into taking these courses, will be imperiled. We wish to 
warn our parents and all our young students of this serious danger. 

10. In the widening field of welfare work there is need of training Lutheran 
Welfare workers who can meet the standards of the state, and enter the service 
of either the church or the state. Interested and capable young people should be 
encouraged to prepare for this service. 

11,,A) The smug acquiescence of the average citizens of our state—and of 
the average church member too, we fear—towards the ever increasing and gen- 
eral indulgence in alcoholic beverages is becoming an appalling factor. Men, 
women and youth drink with abandon and very little is heard in protest. It is 
high time that the church people in our state rouse themselves and take up 
zealous, ‘tireless and consistent battle against this despoiler. How can we as 
Christians stand idly by, or utter but weak protests, while the destruction is 
going on. Let the trumpet give a certain sound in this matter (I Cor. 14:8). 

B) The Consolidated Drys of North Dakota are about to circulate petitions 
to initiate a restrictive measure removing the sale of any and all alcoholic bever- 
ages from confectioneries, cafes and other places where children come and 
trade. This bill will, if sufficient signatures can be secured, appear on the ballot 
at the general election in the fall. This measure should be supported by every 
sober-minded person in the state. 

12. At the Minot District meeting in 1941, the terms of members of this 
committee were staggered. Rev. R. A. Ofstedal was elected for three years. Rev. 
Selmer ‘A. Berge for two years, and Rey. O. J. Lutness for one year. Since Rev. 
Ofstedal has moved from the district and Rev. Lutness’ term expires this year, 
those two vacancies must be filled.

Vice President N. B. Thorpe announced that the special order of business 
was the following resolution by the Executive Committee of the Board of 
Trustees of Pacific Lutheran College pertaining to the welfare of Pacific Lu- 
theran College: 


RESOLUTION 

The Pacific District of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, in con- 
formity with representations already made to the Pacific Lutheran College Inter- 
synodical Advisory Committee, respectfully petitions the Norwegian Lutheran 
Church of America, in Convention assembled, to approve four-year Liberal Arts 
College status for Pacific Lutheran College, as of June, 1942; the attainment 
of which requires the addition of one year of Liberal Arts offerings. In support 
of this petition the following information is submitted. 

A. With approval of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America, and of 
the Pacific Lutheran College Intersynodical Advisory Committee, Pacific Lu- 
theran College has been, since 1940, a State-accredited Four-year College of 
Education. Within the framework of its College of Education, Pacific Lutheran 
College offers three years of accredited work in Liberal Arts. ; 

B. The Pacific District of the Norwegian Lutheran Church of America 
petitions for full four-year Liberal Arts College status for the following reasons: 
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1. As a four-year College of Education Pacific Lutheran College offers majors 
in eight fields. To become a full four-year College of Liberal Arts it is advisable 
to add additional offerings in three other fields. 

2. Since 1928 the College has grown from a two-year Junior College, and 
its total enrollment has increased from 178 to 551. The needs of the Church, the 
prestige of the College, the opportunities of the West, and the exigencies of 
these war times press for approval of full four-year Liberal Arts status. 

3. The good-will and support manifested in the current Golden Jubilee Cam- 
paign, on the part of our people in the West, demonstrate their concern for the 
educational needs of an ever growing western population at the only Lutheran 
College in the western two-fifths of the United States. 

Rev. A. Kraabel explained the history and intent of the resolution and in- 
dicated the procedure. 

Resolved: Pacific District of the N. L. C. A. approves the resolution. 

Resolved: The presiding officer of Pacific District, the president of the Board 
of Trustees of the College and the president of the College are to wait on the 
Board of Review and present the reasons for this resolution.
